Makes’ technical and 
conforming amendments’ to GS 115C-242, -246, -249, and 253. Amends GS 115C-370 
to clarify judicial review of local board’s decision on reassignment. Amends GS 
115C-391 to clarify judicial review of local board’s decision to suspend or 
expel student. Makes technical amendments to licensing authority of State Board 
of Education under GS 115C-574. Adds new GS 150B-11 and amends GS 120-30.48(a) 
to provide for review of proposed rule affecting expenditures or revenues of 
local government. Makes technical amendments to GS 126-41 and -78. Adds new GS 
150B-24(c) requiring county comm’rs and clerk of superior court to make 
available a suitable courtroom for contested case hearings. ;

Senate committee substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO SPECIFY 
AN ADDITIONAL REQUIREMENT APPLICABLE TO THE PERMITTING OF ANY COMMERCIAL 
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HAZARDOUS WASTE TREATMENT FACILITY FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROTECTING PUBLIC HEALTH." 
Deletes provisions of original bill suspending (until Aug. 1, 1987) 
consideration of application or issuance of permit for any commercial hazardous 
waste facility. Adds new section to GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9 adding a new 
requirement for new and modified commercial hazardous waste treatment 
facilities. Specifies dilution factor that must be met before a facility may 
discharge a hazardous or toxic substance directly or indirectly into a surface 
water that is upstream from a public drinking water supply intake. Provides 
that if any provision of the act will result in the withdrawal of federal 
approval of the North Carolina hazardous waster program, the provision is void. 
Retains provision that act does not apply to applicant disposing of the 
hazardous waste he generates. 


efter se Felony possession of cocaine (previous digest on p. 222) 

Senate committee substitute amends GS 90-95(d)(2) to make possession of 
one gram of a mixture or substance which contains cocaine, or 100 milligrams of 
a mixture or substance which contains cocaine, punishable as a Class I felony. 


S 240 Medical malpractice procedures (previous digests on pp. 252, 734, 788) 
Senate amendment deletes provision relating to discovery conference but 
makes no substantive change in the court’s authority at the conference. 


S 242 Medical board powers and duties (previous digest on p. 253) 

Senate committee substitute contains the same provisions as original 
bill but applies only to the Board of Medical Examiners (was, that Board and 
other health care provider licensing boards) and amends title accordingly. 
Provides that act applies to disciplinary actions begun on or after the 
effective date of Oct. 1, 1987. 


SI76225 Banking holidays revised (previous digest on p. 301) 
Senate amendment #1 $adds state and federal savings and loan 
associations to businesses observing listed legal holidays. 


S 317 NC capital corporations created (previous digest on p. 314) 

Senate committee substitute provides that a North Carolina Capital 
Corporation may not invest in a business if the funds invested are to be used by 
the business to decrease its own indebtedness by more than 10% (was, to acquire 
its own idebtedness) and makes technical changes. 


S 367 Juvenile code amendments (previous digest on p. 352) 

Senate committee substitute makes technical and clarifying changes and 
following substantive changes: 

Interference with investigation. Petition must specifically describe 
conduct alleged to constitute obstruction of or interference with investigation. 
Requires petition to be verified. Defines obstruction/interference as refusing 
to disclose juvenile’s whereabouts, refusing director personal access. to 
juvenile, refusing to let director see or talk to juvenile privately, refusing 
to let director arrange for expert evaluation of juvenile, or otherwise making 
investigation impossible. Provides that hearing must be held within five days 
after petition served (was, ten days after petition filed). Rewrites provision 
relating to ex parte order to limit issuance of order to case in which director 
believes juvenile needs immediate protection; if court finds probable cause to 
believe that juvenile may be at risk of immediate harm and that respondent is 
interfering with investigation, court may enter order directing person to cease 
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obstruction. Specifies that order must be limited to provisions necessary to 
permit investigation to determine whether juvenile needs immediate protection. 
Hearing must be held within ten days of entry of ex parte order. Specifies that 
court may not require director to reveal at hearing identity of person reporting 
abuse or neglect. 


Procedure. Amends GS 7A-564 to specify that summons served on parent 
in juvenile proceeding must state that court may remove child from home if court 
finds child is endangered. Amends GS /7A-632 to authorize court to grant 


continuance to permit expeditious discovery. Amends GS 7A-635 to provide that 
clear and convincing evidence standard applies to determination that juvenile is 
endangered. Amends GS /7A-289.34 to provide for expedited appeal in cases 
involving termination of parental rights. 

Reasonable efforts. Amends GS 7A-577 to require court to make findings 
of fact concerning reasonable efforts in order authorizing continued nonsecure 
custody of endangered juvenile. 

Review hearings. Authorizes court to waive six-month review hearing 
requirement if child has been placed with guardian for at least one year, or 
child has been placed with relative or other person for at least one year and 
court has determined that petition to terminate parental rights is not in 
child’s best interest, and other findings set out in bill are made. 

Effective date. Effective Jan. 1, 1988, and applicable to petitions 
filed and review hearings held on or after that date, provided funds are 
appropriated to implement act. 


S 468 Seller warranty not insurance (previous digest on p. 419) 

House amendment provides that an extended warranty offered as an option 
for charge is not an insurance contract if it is made solely by a manufacturer, 
distributor, or seller of goods or services. 


S 494 Telephone access for handicapped (previous digest on p. 426) 

Senate amendment #1 provides that offices and organizations may 
purchase telecommunications devices from private vendors if they are compatible 
with (now, must be identical to) those selected by NC Council for Hearing 
Impaired. Senate amendment #2 requires Council to develop a_ financial 
evaluation procedure to guarantee that communication devices made available by 
bill are provided only to deaf, hearing impaired and speech impaired coreans who 
cannot afford to purchase then. 


S 560 Unpaid cotton assessments (previous digest on p. 475) 
Senate amendment adds provision that a buyer of cotton other than a 
person buying cotton from the grower takes free of the lien created by the act. 


Seitor9 Physician’s reports to DMV (previous digest on p. 487) 

Senate amendment provides that Comm’r of Motor Vehicles may cancel or 
restrict (originally, revoke) driving privileges of person he determines is 
incompetent to drive. 


S 663 Dental anesthesia regulation (previous digest on p. 531) 

Senate amendment #1 clarifies that the permit process for administering 
and monitoring general anesthesia and parenteral sedation in outpatient care 
applies only to dentists. Senate amendment #2 deletes provision that initial 
standards must allow continued practice by dentists already using general 
anesthesia or parenteral sedation before July 1, 1987. 
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S 743 Consumer finance loans (previous digest on p. 628) 

Senate committee substitute amends GS 24-1.1A(a)(4) to establish new 
method of calculating maximum interest rate permitted on consumer loan when 
lender is affiliate or subsidiary operating in same office as licensee. 
Provides rate may not exceed rate established by Comm’r of Banks on fifteenth 
day of each month, determined in accordance with formula set out in act. 
Effective July 31, 1987, expires July 31, 1989. 

Amends GS 53-172 to make violation of GS 24-1.1A (was, violation of GS 
Ch. 53 or 24) grounds for revocation of affiliate’s or subsidiary’s authority to 
do business in same office as licensee. Requires Attorney General to report to 
General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1988, about loans made under GS Ch. 53, Art. 15. 
Provides expenses associated with collection of information for report shall be 
paid by companies required to make quarterly reports under GS 53-172. 

Extends sunset provision of Sec. 14, Ch. 154, SL 1985 to July 31, 1989, 
and provides that transactions entered into under authority of expired sections 
are not affected by expiration. Also amends Sec. 14 to extend to July 31, 1989 
authority of consumer finance licensee’s affiliates to make home loans in same 
office as licensee (was, sunset provision repealed). 


S 764 Immunity for festivals (previous digest on p. 633) 

Senate amendment #1 deletes the word "annual" from title of bill and 
each time it appears in the act. Adds provision that persons, local 
governments, and civic association not liable for acts in connection with 
festivals except to the extent covered by insurance. 


S 784 Physicians dispensing drugs (previous digest on p. 638) 

Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) annual 
registration with Pharmacy Board and compliance with dispensing laws is limited 
to physicians who dispense prescription drugs for a fee or other charge 
(originally, covered all physicians who dispensed unless it was an emergency and 
on a cost only basis, or unless physician practiced at least 12 miles from a 
pharmacy); (2) provides that a physician’s licensing board is responsible for 
imposing discipline for noncompliance; and (3) changes effective date from July 
151987 ato wWantiel, LBBB. 


S 806 Neuse phosphate discharges (previous digest on p. 670) 

Senate committee substitute deletes provision granting farmers and 
other nonpoint source dischargers equal priority with others to obtain state or 
state-controlled grants money designated for Best Management Practices Program 
and other programs designed to protect nutrient sensitive waters. 


S 813 Least cost planning, utilities (previous digest on p. 672) 

Senate amendment provides that energy planning and fixing of rates 
include consideration of appropriate rewards to utilities for efficiency and 
conservation. 


S 818 Shoplifting civil remedy (previous digest on p. 674) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE 
CIVIL LIABILITY OF A DEFENDANT CONVICTED OF AN OFFENSE OF SHOPLIFTING OR THEFT 
BY EMPLOYEE." Adds new GS 1-538.2 (was new GS 14-72.1A) to create civil 
liability for shoplifting and theft by employee, other than unemancipated minor, 
and parents allowing recovery by owner for value of property obtained, actual 
damages, and treble damages not to exceed $500, and attorney’s fees in the 
amount of 15% of recovery. Authorizes actions regardless of whether a criminal 
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or a criminal conviction obtained for act alleged in civil 


action is brought 
action. 
S 836 Accounting practices (previous digest on p. 680) 


Senate amendment #1 provides that act does not apply to litigation 
pending on effective date of act (ratification) and makes technical corrections.

H 94 Treatment works permit, bond (previous digest on p. 72) 

House committee substitute changes title of bill to read "AN ACT TO 
INCREASE FEES FOR POLLUTION CONTROL PERMITS TO IMPROVE PERMITTING EFFICIENCY AND 
COMPLIANCE AND TO CREATE THE WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS EMERGENCY MAINTENANCE, 
OPERATION AND REPAIR FUND." Amends GS 143-215.3(a) to make technical changes 
and to establish maximum fees for processing permits as follows: $400 for 
permits issued under GS 143-215.1, -215.108, and 215-109; $50 for registration 
under Art. 38, GS Ch. 143; $1,500 for administration and compliance monitoring 
under GS 143-215.1, -215.108, and -215.109; $100 for fees under Art 21A, 21, and 
21B. Provides that all other fees for permits issued under these articles to be 
established by agencies to reflect size of emission or discharge, potential 
impact on environment, staff costs involved, relative cost of issuance and 
reissuance, and avoid serious economic burden on individual applicant. Adds new 
GS 143-215.3A to govern use of application and permit fees. Establishes 
nonreverting account in Office of State Budget to be used by Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development to defray cost of program supporting 
permitting and compliance activities and increase _ personnel. Adds new GS 
143-215.3B to create Wastewater Treatment Works Emergency Maintenance, 
Operation, and Repair Fund, to be used as provided for local governments in GS 
159-30. $100 of application fees for treatment works permits under -215.1(c) and 
(d) to go to Fund. Fund to be used for corrective action at permitted facilities 
with design flow capacity of less than or equal to 100,000 gallons per day, with 
Environmental Management Comm’n empowered to bring action for recovery of 
expended funds. Once Fund reaches $1 million, application fees reduced, but may 
be raised again to limits specified in act. Effective July 1, 1987. 


H 152 #£=No civil liability for volunteers (previous digest on p. 109) 
House committee substitute rewrites bill. Provides that volunteer 
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(defined as person performing direct, uncompensated services for charitable 
nonprofit organization) is not liable for acts resulting in injury to person or 
property if (1) volunteer was acting in good faith and services were reasonable 
under circumstances, (2) acts or omissions do not amount to gross negligence or 
intentional wrongdoing, and (3) act or omission did not occur while volunteer 
was operating motor vehicle. Specifies that organization will be deemed to 
waive immunity to extent of reimbursement by insurance company. Defines 
charitable organization as organization exempt from taxation under GS 
105-130.11(a)(3) and (5) or Internal Revenue Code Sec. 501(c)(3). Applies to 
causes of action arising after Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 185 Helicopter ambulance safety (previous digest on p. 125) 

House committee substitute requires NC Medical Care Comm’n to study 
helicopter ambulance safety and to report to Speaker and Lt. Governor on or 
before first day of 1988 Session. 


|i ee | Retirement community tax exempt (previous digest on p. 220) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill to add new GS 105-275(32) 
excluding from property tax real and personal property owned by home for the 
aged, sick, or infirm. Defines "home for the aged, sick, or infirm" as 
self-contained community with following characteristics: (1) is designed for 
elderly residents; (2) contains skilled nursing facility, intermediate care 
facility, or home for aged; (3) includes residential and recreational 
facilities; (4) has charter providing for transfer of assets to charitable or 
other qualifying organization in event of dissolution; (5) is owned, operated, 
and managed by religious or Masonic organization, or non-profit organization 
meeting criteria set out in bill; and (6) has active program to generate funds 
to house those in financial need. Effective for tax years beginning on and 
after Jan. 1, 1987; applies to prior tax years if contested tax levy proceedings 
are not finally determined as of ratification. 


H 333 Another school merger procedure (previous digests on pp. 233, 784) 

House amendments (1) delete all provisions in bill except that 
providing for merger of school units in two contiguous counties, and (2) make 
bill applicable only to Guilford, Edgecombe. and Nash,founty school units and 
Greensboro, High Point, Rocky Mount, and Tarboro city school units. 


H 354 Prohibit patient abuse, neglect (previous digest on p. 243) 

Committee substitute rewrites proposed new GS 14-32.2(a) to make it 
unlawful to physically abuse a patient of a health care facility or residential 
care facility, when the abuse is the result of an intentional or culpably 
negligent act or omission that causes serious bodily injury or death. Person 
who violates this provision is guilty of Class C felony (maximum life 
imprisonment) when intentional conduct proximately caused death of patient or 
resident, Class G felony (maximum 15 years imprisonment) when culpably negligent 
conduct proximately caused death, and Class H felony (maximum 10 years 
imprisonment) when conduct proximately caused serious bodily injury. Provides 
that criminal process (indictment, arrest warrant, criminal summons) charging 
violation may only be issued on request of prosecutor. States that defenses 
(concerning withholding or discontinuance of extraordinary means) under GS 
90-321(h) and GS 90-322(d) in GS Ch. 90, Art. 23 (right to natural death, brain 
death) are applicable to prosecution of this offense. 
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H 372 Biotechnology program funds (previous digest on p. 259) 

House committee substitute adds the following provisions: (1) amends GS 
106-65.45 to require Board to provide for notification and review by county 
comm’rs in county where field testing or release of a biological organism is to 
be conducted with a permit; (2) amends GS 106-65.48 to add maximum $10,000 civil 
penalty for violations of Article or Board rules and to increase minimum fine 
from $50 to $250 and maximum fine from $250 to $1,000 for criminal penalty (and 
deletes imprisonment for criminal penalty); (3) adds new GS 106-65.50 to allow 
applicants for permits to mark portion of submitted information as trade secret 
and prohibits disclosure except under specified circumstances; and (4) adds new 
GS 106-65.51 to prohibit county or city from enacting any regulation or 
ordinance regulating biological organisms, other than generally applicable 
zoning ordinances. 


H 458 Communicable disease law amended (previous digest on p. 297) 

House committee substitute amends GS 130-148 (f) to generally bar 
testing for AIDS to determine suitability for employment, housing, public 
services, use of places of public accommodation, or public transportation except 
with consent of person being tested; however, if another law specifically 
requires testing for AIDS, or if Comm’n determines AIDS testing necessary to 
protect public health, then testing may be done. Makes technical amendment to 
GS 130A-144(g). 


H 541 #+=No death penalty for youths (previous digest on p. 343) 

House amendment #1 specifies that bill applies to persons under the age 
of 18 (was, 17 or younger). House amendment #2 provides that bill applies to 
persons under the age of 16. 


H 605 =Telecommunications franchise tax (previous digest on p. 374) 

House committee substitute amends GS 105-120(a) to specify application 
of act to “business entity for provision of local telecommunications service," 
to require gross receipts to be reported on accrual basis, and to provide 
technical definitions of telecommunications' services. Provides that GS 
105-164.4(4c), which establishes 6.5% tax on gross receipts, does not apply to 
telephone membership corporations as defined in GS Ch. 117. Amends GS 105-467 
to specify that 1% sales tax does not apply to local, toll, or private 
telecommunications services as defined by GS 105-120(a). 


H 625 #£=High Point police pensions (previous digest on p. 386) 
House amendment adds repealer clause. 


H 684 Cary road facility fees (previous digest on p. 410) 

House amendment, adopted May 18, 1987, specifies that act does not 
authorize town to to acquire right-of-way for State Highway System or to build 
road on State System. 


H 695 Hypodermic needle destruction (previous digest on p. 413) 

House committee substitute (1) specifies that syringe or needle must be 
placed unbroken in incinerator, (2) restores exemptions in current law for 
discarding syringe or needle after personal use by those under care of doctor 
and after use for treating livestock, and (3) makes act effective Nov. 1, 1987. 


H 724 Community college foundations (previous digest on p. 437) 
House committee substitute rewrites bill. Directs the State Board of 
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Community Colleges to encourage development of private, non-profit corporations 
to support community college system. Authorizes president of Dep’t of Community 
Colleges, with approval of State Board, to assign employees to assist in 
establishment and operation of such corporations, and to make office space and 
other resources available to corporation, provided corporation is solely for 
purpose of support of community college system. Directs corporation board of 
directors to conduct audit, and to transmit annual financial report to State 
Board. Makes conforming change in GS 115D-20. 


H 804 Small estates probates clarification (previous digest on p. 455) 

House committee substitute amends GS 28A-25-1.1 (concerning collection 
of estate property by affidavit when decedent dies intestate) to make section 
applicable to personal property only, and makes technical amendments to GS 
28A-25-2, -25-3(a), 25-4, and 25-5. 


H 851 #£=Gen Stat Comm’n technical changes (previous digest on p. 499) 
House amendment #1 makes technical corrections. 


H 867 Convey boat harbor to Southport (previous digest on p. 502) 

House committee substitute adds provision that instrument of conveyance 
must contain a reverter clause that title to harbor will revert to State if City 
of Southport is no longer fee simple owner. 


H 1013 Lincoln boxing match scoring (previous digest on p. 578) 
Committee substitute makes act applicable only to Lincoln County. 


H 1032 Handicapped parking signs (previous digest on p. 594) 

House committee substitute requires nonconforming signs to be removed 
and replaced with conforming signs before Jan. 1, 1989. Clarifies that symbol 
painted on parking surface need not be removed. Deletes language providing that 
parking in designated space is violation, whether or not sign is conforming. 
Adds GS 20-37.6 governing compliance by owner of private property containing 
public parking area; authorizes owner to file written certification with Dep’t 
of Transportation that conforming sign would not be compatible with unique 
visual character of property. Sets out requirements for signs erected under 
this provision. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 


H 1136 APA technical changes (previous digest on p. 646) 

House amendments #1 and #2 delete requirement that contested case 
hearings take precedence over other matters in county courtrooms, except 
regularly scheduled terms of superior or district court. 


H 1140 CPR training/public schools (previous digest on p. 647) 

House amendment deletes conforming change to GS 115C-81(c) that was to 
be effective when standard course of study has been incorporated and implemented 
as part of Basic Education Program. 


H 1189 Diploma, transcript forgery (previous digest on p. 660, 787) 

House committee substitute adds as element of misdemeanor requirement 
that defendant selling, buying, using, or offering as genuine a forged or 
altered diploma or transcript know the document is false. Provides that false 
written representation of fact concerning degree or other academic achievement 
is misdemeanor if made in application for employment, admission to educational 
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program, or award, or if made for purpose of inducing another to issue a diploma 
or other document evidencing academic achievement. 


H 1216 Procedure relating to legal briefs (previous digest on p. 692) 

House amendments (1) change effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 
1987, (2) make proposed Rule /7(e)(2) apply to brief in support of pretrial 
motion other than motion in limine and require copy to be served on each party 
at least 3 working days (originally, 20 days) before date of hearing on motion, 
and (3) require that respondent’s brief be served on each party one working day 
(originally, 10 days) before date of hearing on motion. 


H 1304 Establish leaking tank fund (previous digest on p. 731) 

House committee substitute amends GS 119-16.4 as follows: Removes 
minimum damage amount requirement (was, $50,000) before fund can be used, 
removes prohibition on use of fund to pay cleanup cost for tanks owned or 
controlled by refiners or affiliates, and removes $25 million cap on fund 
amount. Provides that interest earned accrues to fund. Adds prohibition on use 
of fund for replacement of tanks, pipes, fittings, or equipment, or for cost of 
administration of underground tank program under GS 143B-282(2) or -215.3(a). 
Responsible party to notify Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development 
in event of environmental damage, and either assume cleanup or request Dep’t to 
do so. Dep’t to assume responsibility if responsible party cannot be located, 
or if responsible party’s request to clean up granted, or if responsible party 
fails to proceed with due diligence. Amends GS 119-16.5 to make responsible 
party liable for entire amount of cleanup costs (was, $50,000 limit) if release 
resulted from willful or wanton misconduct of the responsible party. Otherwise, 
responsible party liable for $5,000 up to $50,000, depending on number of 
underground storage tanks owned in NC. Reimbursement to responsible party 
electing to clean up damage limited to $1 million. Adds new GS 119-6 to create 
Leaking Underground Tank Cleanup Fund, derived from tax on kerosene and motor 
oi] of 1/4 cent per gallon. Tax suspended if Fund exceeds $15 million, but 
reinstated if Fund subsequently drops to $5 million. Sunset provision for July 
15, 2397.

Education and Infrastructure Improvement Bonds. If majority of State’s 
voters approves, authorizes State Treasurer, with consent of Council of State, 
to issue and sell state general obligation and/or revenue bonds in aggregate 
amount not to exceed $1 billion to provide funds to local gov’t units to finance 
the capital costs of "school facilities," defined to include public school 
buildings or community colleges and related facilities. Bond proceeds may not 
be used to refund outstanding bond issue or Literary Load Fund obligation. 

If majority of State’s voters approves, authorizes State Treasurer, 
with consent of Council of State, to issue and sell state general obligation 
and/or revenue bonds in aggregate amcunt not to exceed $1 billion to provide 
funds to local gov't units to make "infrastructure improvements," defined to

include water or wastewater disposal systems or facilities, landfills or solid 
waste disposal systems, public transportation facilities, streets, port 
facilities, or similar improvements determined by Local Gov’t Comm'n to 
constitute infrastructure improvements or any other purposes for which local 
gov’t units or UNC Board of Governors are now authorized to issue general 
obligation or revenue bonds. 

Both bond referenda are to be held on date set by General Assembly, but 
in any event no later than Nov. 8, 1988. 

State Treasurer may lend money to local gov’t unit by purchasing local 
gov't obligations issued to finance capital costs associated with either 
infrastructure improvements or school facilities. Local gov’t unit may borrow 
money and issue local gov’t obligations in accordance with Local Gov’t Finance 
Act. Unit may issue general obligation bonds secured by pledge of its full 
faith and credit only on vote of the people under procedures of Part 2 of Local 
Gov’t Bond Act. State Treasurer may require local unit to pledge for payment of 
its obligation purchased by State, revenues derived from (1) sources other than 
local taxes, and/or (2) state taxes shared with local unit. An agreement 
pledging any taxes, other than local option sales taxes required by law to be 
used for school construction, in support of a loan by the State or bonds 
purchased by the State for school facilities is enforceable only it is approved 
by the unit’s voters under procedures of Part 2 of Local Gov’t Bond Act. If the 
unit does pledge the proceeds of its sales and use taxes, those taxes may not be 
repealed as long as the debt remains outstanding. 

Clean Water Loan Subsidy and Grant Act. Identical in effect to § 110, 
digested on p. 112, except that it replaces direct loans with loan subsidies to 
subsidize interest payments to finance local water and wastewater capital 
facilities. State Treasurer to be responsible for investing funds appropriated 
for loan subsidies to provide for sufficient interest to make available loan 
subsidy payments so that effective interest rate to be paid by local gov’t unit 
is fixed at 4% per year; provided that if this rate exceeds maximum permitted 
under Federal Water Pollution Act for loans from that fund, rate to be set by 
State Treasurer so as to not exceed that maximum. 


S 462 Long-term care insurance (previous digest on p. 418) 

Senate committee substitute provides that definitions in proposed new 
GS 58-546(a) apply unless otherwise defined in the policy and certificate, makes 
various changes in definitions in that subsection, and makes clear in subsection 
(b) that whenever long-term insurance provides coverage for organic brain 
disorder syndrome, progressive dementing illness, or primary degenerative 
dementia, such phrases must be interpreted to include Alzheimer’s Disease. 


6?) 523 Insurance omnibus amendments (previous digest on p. 466) 

Senate committee substitute makes technical changes in original bill 
and adds following provisions: (1) Adds GS 58-75.3 providing that insurer 
organized under laws of another state but licensed to do business in this state 
may become a domestic insurer by obtaining Comm’r’s approval, designating 
principal place of business in state, and complying with regulations relating to 
domestic insurers. (2) Adds GS 58-75.4 providing for conversion of domestic 
insurer to foreign insurer on approval of Comm’r. Comm’r required to approve 
unless he determines transfer is not in state policyholders’ interest. (3) Adds 
GS 58-75.5 providing that certificate of authority, agent appointments and 
licenses, rates, and other items granted by Comm’r remain effective when insurer 
licensed to do business in state transfers corporate domicile to this or other 
state, so long as insurer continues to be licensed to do business in state. 
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Provides outstanding policies remain in effect, and that transferring insurer 
may use existing policy forms with appropriate endorsements with approval of 
Comm’r.

Amends GS 58-194.3(c) to add sentence prohibiting insurance company from 
terminating life insurance purchased under state payroll deduction plan upon 
retirement, if termination is based solely on fact that premium is no longer 
deducted from payroll. (5) Adds GS 58-213.1 providing that reinstated life 
insurance or annuity contract may be contested on basis of fraud related to 
reinstatement only for same period after reinstatement and subject to same 
conditions as applied to original policy. Declares reinstatement application to 
be part of policy, even if not attached. (6) Amends GS 58-210(1)b to delete 
provision requiring 75% of eligible employees to participate in group life 
insurance policy as prerequisite to issuance of policy in which part of premium 
is to be paid by employee contribution. Substitutes provision permitting 
issuance of policy if group is structured on actuarially sound basis. Amends 
other sections of GS 58-210 to make similar changes in group life insurance 
issued to creditors, labor unions, trustees, and professional or business 
associations. Amends GS 58-254.4(b) to make similar change in group accident 
and health insurance. 


pale spa 3 Free tuition, certain dependents (previous digest on p. 557) 

Senate amendment (1) requires that dependent be a minor, (2) requires 
that disabled officer be permanently and totally disabled, and (3) adds 
provision that if when officer is killed or becomes permanently and totally 
disabled, he has a dependent attending and passing accredited educational 
institution above high school level, dependent is also entitled to tuition grant 
specified in bill, but not to exceed amount of that tuition and not for more 
than four years.

115C-81(£)(2) and 115C-364 to provide that a child may enroll in kindergarten if 
he becomes five years old on or before Sept. 1 (effective July 1, 1988 and 
applicable to 1988-89 school year), before Aug. 1 (effective July 1, 1989 and 
applicable to 1989-90 school year), before July 1 (effective July 1, 1990 and 
applicable to 1990-91 school year). 


H 370 Farm vehicles not registered (previous digest on p. 259) 
House amendment #1 limits exemption from registration requirement to 
implements of husbandry used within 10-mile radius of point of loading. 


H 430 #£Vehicle laws in state parks (previous digest on p. 283) 

House committee substitute (1) adds provision to make it unlawful to 
operate vehicle in State parks and forests over 25 MPH and allows Sec’y of 
Natural Resources to set lower speed limit if he determines that this speed 
limit is not safe, and (2) adds_ provision allowing Sec’y to place vehicle 
control signs and signals and yield-right-of-way signs in State parks and 
forests. 


H 432 SBI check governor’s nominees (previous digest on p. 284) 

House amendment #1 amends GS 114-19.1 to provide for background 
investigations for persons who must be appointed by General Assembly. Amends GS 
120-19.4A to provide that any committee or a majority of committee membership 
may request SBI to perform background investigation, and provides that report be 
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given to to committee if requested, or to presiding officer of body from which 
request originated. Makes technical corrections. 


H 589 Superior Court districts redrawn-2 (previous digests on pp. 364, 427) 

Senate committee substitute makes the following substantive changes: 
(1) adds new GS 7A-45.1 to allow Governor to appoint four special superior court 
judges; initial appointments to be for terms of office beginning July 1, 1987 
and expiring June 30, 1991; (2) provides in GS 7A-45(a) that terms of special 
superior court judges beginning July 1, 1987 expire Dec. 31, 1988, but if 
special judge serving on Dec. 31, 1988 is to become eligible for service

H 641 Mecklenburg, Union legal notices (previous digest on p. 389) 

House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO REDEFINE THE 
NEWSPAPERS ELIGIBLE TO ACCEPT LEGAL ADVERTISING IN THE TOWNS OF MINT HILL, 
MATTHEWS, INDIAN TRAIL, AND STALLINGS" and rewrites original bill to amend GS 
1-597, applicable only to cited towns, to delete requirement that legal 
advertisement must be published in newspaper with general circulation to actual 
paid subscribers (underlined words deleted) and permits newspaper using third 
class mail under specified circumstances to qualify to publish legal 
advertisements. 


H 644 Charlotte/Statesville street closing (previous digest on p. 390) 
Senate amendment makes bill applicable to Statesville. 
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H 654 Community college trustee terms (previous digest on p. 392) 
House amendment amends GS 115D-13 to provide for four-year staggered 
terms (was, five-year) after initial transitional arrangements. 


H 696 Anson commissioners expanded (previous digest on p. 431) 

House committee substitute changes description of districts and adds 
provision that townships referred to in act are comprised of those designated by 
1980 US Census, and precincts referred to are those designated by county board 
of elections as of ratification. 

H 744 Lake Wylie Marine Comm'n (previous digest on p. 441) 

House committee substitute makes numerous’ technical and clarifying 
changes and following substantive changes: (1) Provides members will serve 
four-year terms, except for initial terms of one, two, three, or four years so 
as to achieve staggered terms, with details of phase-in to be provided for in 
joint resolution. Deletes provisions relating to system of rotating 
appointments among counties. (2) Provides that act becomes effective upon 
enactment by South Carolina and approval by US Congress. Permits either state 
to withdraw from Compact by enacting repealing statute, but provides withdrawal 
effective only if governor sends formal written notice of intent to withdraw to 
governor of other state. Specifies that withdrawal effective on date set by 
withdrawing state, to be not less than 90 days after enactment of repealing 


Statute. Provides for division of Comm'n property in equitable manner upon 
withdrawal. (3) Permits county to withdraw in manner set out in joint 
resolution, and specifies county may withdraw as of July 1 of any year on 90 
days prior written notice. Withdrawal by one county causes Comm'n to be 


dissolved, with property to be divided in manner deemed equitable by Comm’n in 
resolution adopted prior to dissolution. 


H 780 £Funeral service amendments (previous digest on p.448) 

House committee substitute amends GS 90-210.25(a)(3)e.3 to require 
person to have passed oral or written funeral service examination on accounting 
for licensure for practice of funeral service. Adds provision making 
application of certain portions of act prospective only. 


H 790 School snow days (previous digest on p. 451) 

House committee substitute ‘changes title to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE LAW 
PERTAINING TO THE PUBLIC SCHOOL CALENDAR AND TO MAKE A CONFORMING CHANGE IN THE 
LAW RESPECTING THE WORKWEEK OF OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION TEACHERS". Rewrites 
Original bill to revise GS 115C-84(c) to specify that required number of 
scheduled makeup days in school calendar for a school unit must be the greater 
of (i) five days "and" (apparently intends "or") (ii) average number of days 
missed in five of the last six school years in which the least number of days 
were missed. If unit has made up at least this number of days and school board 
finds it impracticable to make up additional days, board may excuse students 
from attending three days (and may excuse teachers or require workday for them; 
days excused for teachers do not affect their pay). Allows State Board of 
Education, on request of local board, to suspend school for additional days; 
these days do not have to be made up by teachers and students and do not affect 
teachers’ pay for first 15 such days. Amends GS 115C-302(a) [apparently intends 
115C-302(a)(2)] to specify that workweek of occupational education teachers will 
be the same as for all other teachers (now, five-day workweek regardless of 
employment period). Effective July 1, 1988. 
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H 908 #£Obsolete Chatham acts repealed (previous digest on p. 521) 
House committee substitute adds 51 local acts, all enacted before 1895, 
to list of acts repealed. 


Haeueo Durham charter changes (previous digest on p. 525) 

House committee substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT AMENDING 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF DURHAM CONCERNING THE POWER OF THE HOUSING APPEALS 
BOARD AND DISPOSITION OF PROPERTY." Adds provision authorizing city council to 
provide for removal and sale of property found in buildings when building or 
housing inspector causes building to be closed or demolished. Requires 
reasonable notice to owner of building and to owner of property, if known, and 
provides these persons are entitled to reasonable period of time to remove 
property. Provides notice may be given by posting in conspicuous location on 
building at least seven days before property removed. Proceeds of sale to be 
applied to costs incurred in selling property and demolishing or closing 
building. Provides surplus to go into city’s general fund. Adds section to 
charter providing that city council may authorize city manager to dispose of 
following property without prior approval by council: (1) damaged property as 
part of settlement of claim by city for damage to property; and (2) water or 
sewer easements and part of exchange for other easements, or when easement is no 
longer needed by city. Specifies that GS Ch. 160A, Art. 12 (Sale and 
disposition of property) does not apply to disposition under new section. 


H 936 Cities annex own property (previous digest on p. 540) 

House amendment modifies proposed new GS _ 160A-58.7 (annexation of 
noncontiguous city-owned property) to require that property to be annexed must 
satisfy all requirements of GS 160A-58.1 (standards for annexation). 


H 960 #£=Misuse of confidential information (previous digest on p. 555) 

House committee substitute deletes from criminal offense (1) gaining 
non-pecuniary benefit from non-public information, and (2) speculating on the 
basis of non-public information. 


H 989 NCSU Centennial Campus funds (previous digest on p. 573) 
House amendment #1 makes technical corrections. 


Hie O92 Local Gov’t Bond Act changes (previous digest on p. 573) 

House amendment #1 adds amends proposed new GS 159-79(c)(1) to provide 
that credit facility agreement may include a foreign bank, branch, or agency 
thereof the obligations of which bear the highest rating of at least one 
nationally-recognized rating service.

with insurers for services. to Comm’n; (6) develop and implement plan to make 
public aware of program; (7) hire administrative staff, paid for by grant funds, 
state and local matching funds, and premium proceeds; (8) enter necessary 
contracts; and (9) make annual report to General Assembly beginning by Mar. 1, 
1989. ss. 

Eligibility standards. Provides businesses are eligible for 
participation only if they have 25 or fewer full-time employees. In addition, 
employer must attest that he has not offered or provided insurance to employees 
within last two years. Directs Comm’n to avoid payment of claim covered under 
separate insurance plan and specifies coverage is to be considered secondary to 
any other coverage held by participating individual.

H 209 #£=Historic district service districts (previous digest on p. 147) 

House committee substitute modifies proposed amendment to GS 
160A-356(la) to provide examples of service, facility, or function that 
municipality may by law provide in city, including but not limited to placement 
of utility wiring underground, placement of period street lighting and specially 
designed street signs and street furniture, landscaping, specialized street and 
sidewalk paving, and other appropriate improvements to right-of-way that 
generally preserve character of historic district. 
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H 458 Communicable disease law amended (previous digests on pp. 297, 843) 

House amendment provides that a responsible adult relative of a 
recipient who is incompetent may consent to transplant or implant even though 
blood of donor has not been tested or has tested positive for AIDS. 


H 541 #2,\No death penalty for youths (previous digests on pp. 343, 843) 

House amendment provides that person who was under 17 when he committed 
first-degree murder or who on his 17th birthday committed first-degree murder 
shall be punished by life imprisonment. 

H 551 #£=Minors’ admissions law changes (previous digest on p. 346) 

House committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) provides 
that a minor must be admitted to a state facility if he resides in a county that 
is not in a single portal area, but only after screening and referral by an area 
authority, a physician, or an eligible psychologist; (2) requires state facility 
to notify area authority and physician or eligible psychologist within 24 hours 
after a minor’s emergency admission; provides that further planning of a minor’s 
treatment and discharge is joint responsibility of state facility and 
appropriate person in community; (3) requires facility to give clerk of court 
the names and addresses of the legally responsible person and the responsible 
professional at the same time it provides notice to schedule a hearing for 
concurrence in the admission; (4) requires court to appoint attorney to 
represent the minor (originally, attorney appointed to serve as guardian ad 
litem for minor); requires attorney to counsel minor about the hearing procedure 
and potential consequences of hearing for the minor; (5) deletes provision that 
if court concurs with admission it shall not otherwise set the length of stay 
for the admission, and makes conforming change in time for rehearing. 


H 559 #£=Party decide primary voters (previous digest on p. 347) 

House committee substitute completely rewrites original bill. Adds new 
GS 163-74(a1l) to permit unaffiliated voters to vote in a political party’s 
primary if (1) the party’s State Executive Committee submits an authorizing 
resolution to the State Board of Elections no later than the first day of 
December before the primary, and (2) the voter announces his intention pursuant 


to GS 163-150(a). Permits a party to withdraw its permission only if it 
delivers resolution to State Board of Elections no later than the first day of 
December before affected primary. -Makes conforming changes to GS 163-150(a) 


(checking registration to vote in primary); GS 163-150(b) (distribution of 
ballots in primary); GS 163-59 and 163-283 (right to participate in party 
primary if registered voter); GS 163-74(a) (statement of affiliation at 
registration) and GS 163-87 (challenges on day of primary). Amends GS 
163-150(b) to prohibit unaffiliated voter from voting in primary of more than 
one party on the same day. Effective for primaries held on or after Jan. 1, 
1988. 


H 722 #£Grifton/Goldsboro zoning notice (previous digest on p. 436) 

House amendment changes title to "AN ACT TO EXEMPT THE TOWN OF GRIFTON 
FROM CERTAIN ZONING NOTICE REQUIREMENTS, AND CONCERNING ZONING IN THE CITY OF 
GOLDSBORO." Provides that certain described property in Goldsboro will be in 
Office and Institutional zone, and that restrictions will not apply to use of 
property as church. Provides that portion of act pertaining to Goldsboro will 
expire June 30, 1988. 
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H 726 Investigate civil disorder (previous digest on p. 437) 

House committee substitute rewrites original bill to amend GS 114-15 to 
authorize State Bureau of Investigation to investigate without request specified 
crimes, including crimes in Art. 4A (prohibited secret societies), Art 36A 
(riots and civil disorders), GS Ch. 14, and the commission or attempted 
commission of any crime when reasonable cause to believe that its motive or 
purpose is intimidation, harassment, or hatred on basis of race, color, 
religion, national origin, or political affiliation. 


H 734 No open beer in autos (previous digest on p. 439) 

House committee substitute (1) makes it unlawful to possess as well as 
to transport alcoholic beverages in motor vehicle’s passenger area, and (2) 
creates exemption for passengers on bus that transports 15 or more people. 


H 742 Wake firearms regulated (previous digest on p. 441) 

House amendment provides that officers of Wildlife Resources Comm’n may 
enforce bill’s provisions only when there is an open season for taking wildlife 
with firearms. 


H 749 New Hanover tree bill (previous digest on p. 443) 

House committee substitute inserts substantive provisions authorizing 
New Hanover County and its municipalities to enact ordinances regulating the 
removal of trees from public and private property. Provides that ordinances may 
apply to areas over which the local government exercise extraterritorial 
jurisdiction pursuant to GS 160A-360, but only if approved by other local 
governments with jurisdiction over areas to be regulated. 


Hines 7 Agricultural Finance Auth. immunity (previous digests on pp. 447, 744) 

Senate amendment, adopted May 20, 1987, changes title of bill to "AN 
ACT TO PROVIDE IMMUNITY TO MEMBERS OF THE NORTH CAROLINA AGRICULTURAL FINANCE 
AUTHORITY AND TO CLARIFY THE RULE-MAKING PROCEDURES APPLICABLE TO VARIOUS 
AGENCIES." Adds sections providing as follows: (1) terminates exemption of NC 
Agricultural Finance Authority from GS Ch. 150B (Administrative Procedure Act); 
(2) permits Authority to adopt temporary rules without notice or hearing for six 
months after effective date of act; requires temporary rules to be published in 
NC Register and provides rules will be effective up to 180 days; (3) specifies 
rules aduptcd by Capital Building Authority in effect on date Authority 
functions were transferred to State Building Comm’n apply to Comm’n until 
repealed or amended. 


Het 835 Corrections administrative remedy (previous digest on p. 460) 

House committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) provides 
that the administrative remedy procedure and any subsequent amendments shall be 
adopted only after consultation with the Corrections Administrative Remedy 
Advisory Board; (2) clarifies that the procedure, once approved, is the means 
only for preserving a prisoner’s cause of action under the administrative remedy 
procedure against the state or its employees; (3) clarifies that a grievance or 
complaint filed by a prisoner in state court shall be stayed 90 days 
(originally, dismissed) if a prisoner has not pursued his administrative 
remedies; provides for dismissal if prisoner then fails to file grievance within 
90 days; (4) provides. that Corrections Administrative Remedy Advisory Board 
shall be a separate agency (originally, an advisory board) with the Dep’t of 
Corrections; (5) provides that three (originally, not less than two) Board 
members shall be attorneys, and mandates their selection from a list of ten

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persons recommended by NC State Bar Council; provides method for filling 
vacancies; (6) requires Board to appoint grievance examiners after consultation 
with Sec’y of Correction, and makes examiners subject to Art. 2, GS Ch. 126

requires grievance examiners to investigate grievances and attempt to resolve 
them through mediation; if not resolved through mediation, examiner must either 
order appropriate relief or deny the grievance; provides that examiner decision 
is binding unless Sec’y finds the relief inappropriate, supports it with a 
written explanation, and orders alternative relief or denies the grievance; and 
(6) changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1987 to Nov. 1, 1987.

House committee substitute rewrites original bill to add new GS 
20-179.3(h1) to require court, when issuing limited driving privilege, to 
require that defendant affix to rear bumper or rear window of any vehicle driven 
by him a prominently displayed sticker stating "CONVICTED OF DRIVING WHILE 
IMPAIRED." Div’n of Motor Vehicles to make bumper stickers available for fee of 
$5 each. Effective Jan. 1, 1988. 


H 896 Clinton zoning notice (previous digest on p. 519) 

House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT THE 
CITY OF CLINTON NEED NOT MAIL ZONING NOTICES TO AREAS NEWLY ANNEXED OR NEWLY 
ADDED TO ITS EXTRATERRITORIAL JURISDICTION" and rewrites original bill as new 
title indicates. Effective on ratification, but expires June 30, 1988. 


H 923 #£=Durham facilities fees (previous digest on p. 525) 

House amendments add provisions that nothing in act authorizes City of 
Durham to acquire rights-of-way for State highway system or to construct any 
street or highway on State highway system. 


H 929 Metro sewer district tap-ons (previous digest on p. 526) 
House amendment makes technical change. 


H 931 #£=New motor vehicle warranties (previous digest on p. 539) 

House committee substitute (1) deletes from definition of consumer a 
person to whom motor vehicle is transferred during duration of express warranty; 
(2) requires that express warranties for a new motor vehicle must remain in 
effect at least one year or 12,000 miles (original bill, one year only); (3) 
amends new GS 20-351.2 to require manufacturer (original bill also included 
dealer) to make or arrange to make repairs; (4) amends new GS 20-351.3 to limit 
required replacement or refund to defect occurring no later than 24 months or 
24,000 miles following original delivery of vehicle to consumer; adds definition 
of "reasonable allowance"; (5) modifies new GS 20-351.5 (presumption) to require 
consumer’s presentation of nonconformity four or more times (was, three); adds 
proviso that consumer must have notified manufacturer directly in writing of 
nonconformity and allowed it reasonable period, up to 15 days, to correct it; 
(6) modifies new GS 20-351.7 to allow civil action against manufacturer 
(original bill also included dealer) but require 10 days notice before bringing 
suit; sets out procedure when manufacturer may require consumer to utilize 
informal settlement procedure before litigation; and (7) amends GS 20-351.9 to 
state that act does not create any cause of action by consumer against 
authorized dealer. 
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H 954 Guardianship law rewrite (previous digest on p. 550) 

House committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: 
(1) clarifies that "ward" includes an adult or minor (was "person") for whom a 
guardian has been appointed; (2) adds provision that clerk may order respondent 
to attend a multidisciplinary evaluation; (3) deletes provision that clerk may 
not order respondent taken into custody for purpose of being evaluated; (4) adds 
clarification that, except when prohibited in context of petition for interim 
guardian, a proceeding to determine incompetence may be voluntarily dismissed 
pursuant to GS 1A-1, Rule 41; (5) makes standard of proof clear, cogent, and 
convincing (was, clear and convincing) when incompetence determined on basis of 
prior adjudication in another state; (6) provides that corporation (was, 
domestic corporation) may qualify as guardian if authorized by its charter; (7) 
adds provision that an employee of a treatment facility may not serve as 
guardian for an adult or minor ward who is an inpatient in or resident of the 
facility in which the employee works, but exempts guardians appointed before 
act’s effective date; (8) adds provision that if a guardian required to file 
status reports is employed by the designated agency, the guardian must file the 
reports with both the designated agency and the clerk; (9) adds to powers and 
duties of guardian of an incompetent person or minor the ability to borrow money 
as specified in act; (10) adds to powers and duties of guardian of a minor the 
authority to continue any business or venture or farming operation in which the 
ward was engaged; (11) adds provision to clarify procedure when a general 
guardian wishes to resign as guardian of the estate but continue as guardian of 
the ward’s person; (12) makes provisions relating to sale, mortgage, or rental 
of a ward’s estate also applicable to exchanges involving the ward’s property; 
(13) adds provision that guardian of estate, with clerk’s consent, may annually 
dispose of, use, or sell so much of the timber on the ward’s lands as is 
necessary to maintain good forestry practices; (14) amends GS 35-28 (also to be 
recodified) to provide that advancements from a ward’s estate may be made only 
in cases: of permanent and continued incompetence (now, insanity); (15) amends GS 
35-29 (also to be recodified) to provide that all orders for advancements from a 
ward’s estate cease upon the ward’s being restored to competence (now, sanity); 
and (16) adds conforming amendments to GS 1-339.1(a)(6); 14-1, Rule 17(b)(1); 
7A-111(d);  7A-289.25(4)3; 7A-451(a)(13); 28A-23-2; 34-2.1; 34-4; 74C-12(a)(19); 
74D-10(a)(11); 75D-3(1)(2)a.; 108A-15; 108A-101(m); 108A-105(c); and 122C-122; 
(17) correct: several statutory cross-references and makes other technical 
corrections. 


H 1030 Foreclosure possession order (previous digest on p. 594) 

House committee substitute (1) makes clear that sheriff may remove 
personal property when removing persons in possession, and (2) deletes 
provisions concerning service of order and substitutes provision that order 
shall be executed according to procedure for executing writ or order for 
possession in summary ejectment ‘proceeding under GS 42-36.2. 


H 1040 Calendar year absentee ballots (previous digest on p. 596) 

House committee substitute deletes proposed new GS 163-227.2A (require 
State Boar’ of Elections to include with each absentee ballot application a form 
to request absentee ballots for calendar year) and makes conforming change to GS 
163-227.1. Changes effective date to primaries and elections on or after Jan. 
1, 1988 (originally, Jan. 1, 1987). 


H 1087 Waste facility license tax (previous digest on p. 608) 
House committee substitute amends GS 104E-5(9b) to define "low-level 
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radioactive waste facility" as a facility that handles waste from the general 
public or from another person for a fee, including a state-owned or operated 
facility, but not a facility owned or operated by a generator of waste solely 
for his own use. 


H 1093 Sports club ABC licenses (previous digest on p. 610) 

House committee substitute provides that a sports club includes only 
golf courses (originally, also included tennis clubs, racquetball clubs, 
physical fitness centers, or a combination of one or more of them). 

H 1102 Teachers’ personnel files (previous digest on p. 612) 

House committee substitute authorizes an employee to petition the local 
board of education to remove from his personnel file any information he 
considers invalid, irrelevant, or outdated (originally, required removal of 
letter in a personnel folder after three-year period). 


H 1160 Private graves maintenance (previous digest on p. 653) 

House committee substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) 
permits entering property to visit private grave; (2) provides that landowner 
may specify reasonable route from which person may not substantially deviate in 
all entries and exits from property; (3) provides in proposed new GS 65-75 that 
person’s petition before clerk of superior court to enter property to discover, 
maintain, or visit grave must be verified and is a special proceeding under Art. 
33, GS Ch. 1; and (4) changes act’s effective date from ratification to Oct. 1, 
1987. 


H 1237 Investment advisers regulated (previous digest on p. 696) 

House committee substitute (1) makes it unlawful for investment adviser 
required to be registered to employ or associate with (underlined language 
added) investment adviser representative unless adviser representative is 
registered; (2) provides for $200 initial or renewal application fee for 
investment adviser and $45 fee for investment adviser representative; and (3) 
adds provision to proposed new GS 78C-47 that nothing in this Chapter precludes 
applicability of any provision of GS Ch. 78A. 


H 1265 LRC study military justice code (previous digest on p. 704) 

House committee substitute. completely rewrites original bill to 
authorize Legislative Research Comm'n to study the need for a Uniform Code of 
Military Justice for NC National Guard, and provides that study may include 
contents of original bill. 


H 1304 Establish leaking tank fund (previous digests on pp. 731, 845) 

House amendment adds provision specifying that act does not affect 
liability of party under GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A (Oil Pollution and Hazardous 
Substances Control). 


H 1332 Elderly services demo. project (previous digest on p. 764) 
House amendment makes technical amendment.

Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO INCREASE THE 
MAXIMUM FINE FOR VIOLATION OF LOCAL ORDINANCES FROM FIFTY DOLLARS TO FIVE 
HUNDRED DOLLARS", (1) amends GS 14-4(a), applicable statewide, to increase from 
$50 to $500 the maximum fine for violation of a local ordinance and (2) retains 
provisions of original bill relating to Greensboro and adds City of 
Fayetteville. 


= 222 Use value technical changes (previous digest on p. 230) 
Senate amendment makes technical change. 


SS 1323 Life care ctr. cert. of need (previous digest on p. 319) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites original bill to amend Sec. 4, Ch. 
445, SL 1985 to provide that act (Ch. 445) is effective on ratification, except 
that, for life care facilities that received certificates of need under Ch. 920, 
SL 1983, GS (131E-183(c)(i), as rewritten by Sec. 1 of Ch. 445, SL 1985, shall 
become effective Dec. 31, 1993. 


S367 Differentiated school worker pay (previous digest on p. 354) 

Senate committee substitute makes following major changes: (1) provides 
that a local board of education may petition State Board of Education to 
participate in a system of differentiated state salaries only with the 
concurrence of a majority of their certified school employees; (2) requires 
local board to create a committee composed of representatives of all classes of 
certified employees to develop the proposed differentiated pay plans for board 
approval, and requires annual allocation of differentiated salary pursuant to 
approved plan; (3) includes performance as_ student teacher supervisor as a 
factor that may affect plan, and deletes excellent attendance and service in 
curricular areas in which certified teachers are in low supply; (4) requires 
State Board of Education to use an open application process, published criteria 
and a mandatory appeal procedure in selecting local school districts for 
participation in pilot; (5) appropriates $4 million for fiscal 1987-88 and $10 
million for fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund to State Board of Education to 
implement pay plans; (6) provides that appropriated funds may be used to retain 
current personnel based on factors listed in bill; and (7) requires State Board 
to report effectiveness of pay ‘plan to Joint Governmental Operations Committee, 
and requires Board to report recommendation on future of pilot to 1989 General 
Assembly. 


S 394 v arl Harbor survivors plates (previous digest on p. 377) 

Senate amendment provides that to receive a plate a person must 
document that they were members of the US Military Service and were present at 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. 


S 405 Some county vehicles unmarked (previous digest on p. 379) 
Senate amendment requires vehicles subject to act to be lettered 
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(originally, marked), and requires each vehicle to bear a distinctive permanent 
registration plate pursuant to GS 20-84 (deletes requirement in original bill 
that license numbers of such vehicles be maintained in the county offices for 
public inspection during office hours). 


S 432 Counselors’ Licensing Act (previous digest on p. 397) 

Senate committee substitute amends GS 90-345 to provide that bill does 
not apply to the following: counseling services not offered to the public, a 
person employed by a corporation who provides counseling services to employees 
of the corporation and their immediate families; and a job counselor employed by 
the Employment Security Comm’n while counseling within the scope of their 
employment. Provides that members of Board of Licensed Professional Counselors 
must have following qualifications: two private sector counselors, one public 
sector counselor, two counselors engaged in counselor education and two public 
members. Requires Governor to appoint public members and _ public sector 
counselor, and General Assembly appoints others upon recommendation of one from 
each category by Lt. Governor and Speaker (originally, all members appointed by 


Governor). Changes length of original appointments as specified. Requires all 
members ‘to be selected from lists submitted by NC Ass’n of Counseling and 
Development. Adds incompetence, unprofessional conduct, failure to meet 


qualifications required in bill, and committing act prohibited in bill to 
reasons for which Governor may remove members, and deletes from original bill 
malfeasance and conviction of crime involving moral turpitude. Deletes 
requirement that race and sex of board members’ reflect composition of NC 
population, and deletes requirement that professional members of board have at 
least three years of counseling experience before their appointment. Provides 
that board members receive no compensation (originally, received compensation). 
Makes bill’ provisions effective upon ratification (originally, July 1, 1987) 
and requires delivery of candidate lists to appointing authorities on or before 
June 15, 1987 and requires appointments on or before July 1, 1987. 


S 495 Assistance dogs for handicapped (previous digest on p. 462) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites original bill to (1) amend GS 
168-4.2 to delete requirement that assistance dog must be in blaze orange 
harness and on blaze orange lease (and make conforming change to GS 168-4.5) and 
to delete grandfather clause in section for those with dog before Oct. 1, 1985; 
and (2) amend GS 168-4.3 allow Dep’t of Human Resources by rule to issue a 
certification about assistance dog or accept certification issued by appropriate 
training facilities. 


S 516 Counsel for employee grievance (previous digest on p. 466) 

Senate committee substitute completely rewrites original bill. Creates 
pilot program to provide legal counsel to state employees in grievance 
proceedings, and limits pilot to employees subject to Art. 8, GS Ch. 126 
(grievance appeal for permanent state employees) who are employed by Broughton 
Hospital, NC Central University, or Eastern Correctional Center. Provides that 
eligible employee is entitled to legal assistance in preparation and 
presentation of grievance to departmental grievance committee and in appeals 
from a final agency decision; legal assistance subject to availability of 
appropriated funds. Authorizes State Personnel Director to implement bill’s 
provisions, including the assignment of legal counsel to eligible employees, 
identification of attorneys who are interested in representing state employees, 
and announcing availability of legal services. Requires Director to submit to 
1989 General Assembly progress report, including recommendation for program’s 
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expansion, no later than March 15, 1989. Requires assessment of legal fees in 
pilot as follows: (1) paid by state agency involved in grievance if assessed by 
State Personnel Comm’n under GS 126-4(11)(Comm’n finds discrimination or orders 
reinstatement or back pay); (2) paid by grievant if Administrative Law Judge in 
Office of Administrative Hearings finds in proposed decision that complaint was 
frivolous; and (3) paid by Office of State Personnel in all other cases if funds 
are available. Appropriates $25,000 for each year of 1987-89 biennium from 
General Fund to Office of State Personnel to implement bill. 


Seite ee! State fraud/abuse hotline (previous digest on p. 469) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO ENCOURAGE 
REPORTING OF FRAUD, WASTE AND ABUSE IN STATE GOVERNMENT AND ENDANGERMENT TO THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH AND SAFETY, AND TO PROTECT INFORMANT STATE EMPLOYEES FROM 
RETALIATION", and recodifies amendment to GS 14/7-46.6 as subdivision (c)(16), 
and adds that State Auditor must notify agency immediately when allegation 
involves substantial and specific danger to public health and safety. 

Adds new Art. 13 to GS Ch. 126 to make it state policy to encourage 
state employees to report to supervisor or dep’t head violation of federal or 
state law or regulation, fraud, misappropriation of state resources, or 
substantial and specific danger to public health and safety. Sets out 
provisions protecting against retaliation by dep’t head or other supervisor 
against employee who makes report or refuses to carry out directive that 
constitutes violation of federal or state law or regulation or poses substantial 
and specific danger to public health and safety. Employee injured by violation 
may obtain injunctive relief, reinstatement, back wages, actual damages, att’y 
fees, and treble damages as specified in bill. 


S 535 Hazardous waste fee changes (previous digest on p. 4/0) 

Senate amendment increases fee charged generator of hazardous waste to 
$1.35 1) (Was see 20) 2 Dem tom. Increases fee charged storage, treatment, or 
disposal facility to $1.95 (was, $1.70) per ton. : 


S 543 Highway construction diaries (previous digest on p. 472) 
Senate amendment makes grammatical correction. 


S 593 Sheriff's liability, deputy’s act (previous digest on p. 490) 

Senate amendment #1 provides that sheriff shall be liable for a 
deputy’s act done in accordance with a written department policy. Senate 
amendment #2 provides that bill’s provisions do not apply to amercement actions. 


S 605 State employees pay policy (previous digest on p. 493) 

Senate committee substitute adds that (1) the "performance evaluation 
system of each agency, as far as. practical, shall conform," and (2) State 
Personnel Comm'n, before adopting performance pay policy under GS 126-4(8), must 
obtain "advice and consensus" from affected agency heads and conduct public 
hearings for employees in three locations; before implementation and no later 
than May 1, 1988, State Personnel Director must report to legislative Personnel 
Committees about content of policy, procedures, training, and schedule for 
implementing performance pay. 


S 607 Administrative hearings documents (previous digest on p. 493) 
Senate amendment amends GS 150B-63(e)(4) to provide that one copy of NC 
Register goes to each legislator, upon request (language added). 
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S 621 Robeson school merger (previous digest on p. 507) 

Senate committee substitute consolidates all school administrative 
units (Robeson County, Fairmont City, Lumberton City, Red Springs City, and St. 
Pauls City) in Robeson County if majority of voters of Robeson County approve 
consolidation in election to be held on March 8, 1988. Establishes interim 
board of education to consist of 15 members appointed by General Assembly as 
specified in bill. Interim board to take office April 1, 1988 with specified 
duties, including preparing school budgets for 1989-90 school year. Upon 
merger, existing boards are abolished and replaced by new board consisting of 
members of interim board, who will be replaced as elections are held in 1990 and 
thereafter. School board to be composed of 11 members, one each elected from 9 
districts and 2 elected at-large as specified in bill. 


S 647 Local anti-apartheid requirements (previous digest on p. 528) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT AUTHORIZING 
COUNTIES, CITIES, AND LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO ESTABLISH REQUIREMENTS 
CONCERNING APARTHEID IN PROJECTS FINANCED WITH PUBLIC FUNDS" and rewrites 
original bill as title indicates. Adds new GS 115C-49, 153B-141, and 160A-197 
to permit local unit to enact ordinance, resolution, rule, etc. concerning use 
of public funds that prohibit purchases from, investment in, or otherwise 
contracting with any person, firm, or corporation doing business in or with the 
Republic of South Africa. Local unit may include such prohibitions in 
specifications for contracts to perform all or part of any projects and may 
award bids under GS 143-129 and 143-131, if applicable, to lowest responsible 
bidder meeting these specifications. Effective July 1, 1987. 


s 692 Food & drug tampering (previous digest on p. 565) 
Senate committee substitute makes violation of proposed new GS 
14-34.4(a) a Class C felony (originally, Class F felony). 


S 716 Legislative retirement changes (previous digest on p. 621) 
Senate amendment appropriate $24,400 for fiscal 1987-88 and $25,700 for 
fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund to General Assembly. 


S 747 Limited driving privileges (previous digest on p. 629) 

Senate committee substitute completely rewrites original bill. Amends 
GS 20-179.3(b)(2) to provide that -a person convicted of impaired driving is 
eligible for a limited driving privilege if (1) he has not been convicted of an 
offense involving impaired driving within the preceding five (now, ten) years, 
and (2) if Level Two (now, only Level Three, Four, or Five) punishment was 
imposed for the offense. Retains other existing requirements for limited 
driving privilege. 


S 749 Recreation natural heritage trust (previous digest on p. 629) 

Senate committee substitute makes technical changes and following 
substantive changes: (1) Defines "appraised value" as estimated price based on 
terms between willing buyer and willing seller with reasonable knowledge of 
property’s uses (was, defined as fair market value without regard to 
preservation-related restrictions). (2) Adds as criteria for selection of land 
for acquisition whether land is consistent with plan developed pursuant to State 
Parks Act (H 647 and S 425) and what assurances exist that land will be used 
only for purpose related to act. (3) Provides Dep’t of Administration (was, 
Sec’y of Natural Resources and Community Development) may acquire land selected 
by Trustees for acquisition under act. Authorizes state agencies with 
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management responsibilities for acquired land to enter into leases with local 
governmental units to help manage lands. (4) Requires Sec’y to furnish list of 
acquisitions to each Trustee and to each House of General Assembly annually. (5) 
Specifies that act does not eliminate hunting and fishing on acquired property. 


S 771 Nonprofit directors immunity-2 (previous digests on pp. 634, 865) 

Senate amendment amends GS 61-1(b), 58-267(b), and 55A-28.1A to provide 
that payments of less than $500 per year in cash, services, forgiveness of dues, 
or forgiveness of debt are not considered compensation for purposes of these 
statutes. 


S 781 No zoning notice for rewrite (previous digest on p. 637) 
Senate amendment makes clarifying change. 


Sra782 Allowable axle weights (previous digest on p. 637) 

Senate amendment makes several changes in GS 20-118(b)(3) table 
governing maximum weight permissible based on distance between axles and adds 
provision that tank trailers, dump trailers, and ocean going transport 
containers on two consecutive sets of tandem axles may carry gross weight of 
34,000 pounds without penalty, provided overall distance between second and 
fifth axles is 30 feet or more. Provides exception expires Aug. 31, 1988. 


S 807 Outlawry statute revised (previous digest on p. 6/0) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites original bill to repeal GS 15-48 
(outlawry for felony) and to add new GS 15-48.1 to allow superior court judge or 
Supreme Court justice to issue order (on receiving affidavit that Class A, B, or 
C felony has been committed by person believed to pose imminent and serious 
threat and who has fled from justice and evaded arrest) requiring proposed 
outlaw or his representative to appear at hearing to show cause why he should 
not be proclaimed an outlaw. Sets out method of serving order on proposed 
outlaw, grounds to hold hearing, and conduct of hearing. Adds new GS 
74-451(a)(16) to provide for appointed counsel for outlaw at hearing. At 
hearing, superior court judge may issue proclamation against proposed outlaw, 
requiring him to surrender, and requiring sheriff of any county in NC to search 
and pursue him. Sets out method of publishing proclamation. If outlaw lurks 
and conceals himself and does not immediately surrender, any NC citizen may 
capture, arrest, and bring him to justice, and in case of flight or resistance 
by him, after being called on and warned to surrender, may slay him without 
accusation of any crime. 


S 808 No tobacco for minors (previous digest on p. 671) 

Senate amendments (1) include cigarette rolling paper within 
prohibitions of GS 14-313 (selling tobacco products to minor), and (2) reduce 
maximum fine from $100 to $25 for violation of GS 14-313.1 (violation of school 
policy against tobacco use). 


S 850 Animal fighting revision (previous digest on p. 716) 

Senate amendment #1 deletes reference to offspring of cock. Senate 
amendment #2 specifies that act applies only to persons owning, possessing, or 
training a cock with intent that it be used for an exhibition within the State

Adds provision terminating 
authorized facility’s responsibility for humane disposal when remains are sent 
to laboratory for diagnostic evaluation.

House committee substitute adds GS 90-210.31(d1) to provide that 
Funeral and Burial Trust Fund article does not apply to pre-need burial 
contracts or prearrangements for funeral services or merchandise funded with 
proceeds of insurance policy and sets expiration date of July 1, 1989 for this 
added amendment only. ; 


H 786 Juvenile records (previous digests on pp. 451, 786) 

House committee substitute #2 changes title to "AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT 
TREATMENT-RELATED RECORDS ACCOMPANY A JUVENILE TO TRAINING SCHOOL." Bill now 
provides that Chief Court Counselor must ensure that records requested by 
Director of Youth Services accompany juvenile to training school. (Was, 
district court judge directed to order that records accompany juvenile.) 
Provides records may be sent within fifteen days of juvenile’s admission if 
records are not obtainable at time of admission.

Hy 927 State employees promotions (previous digest on p. 526) 

House ittee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT 
STATE JOB VACANCIES BE POSTED AND THAT CURRENT STATE EMPLOYEES RECEIVE PRIORITY 
CONSIDERATION FOI. PROMOTIONS OVER OUTSIDE APPLICANTS WITH EQUAL QUALIFICATIONS" 
and rewrites original bill by adding new GS 126-7.1 to require that all 
vacancies for which any State agency openly recruits must be posted within at 
least personnel office of and particular work unit of agency having vacancy in 
place readily accessible to employees. If decision is made _ to receive

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applicants from outside recruiting agency, vacancy to be listed with Office of 


State Personnel for purpose of informing current state employees. State agency 


may not. receive approval from Office of State Personnel to fill vacancy if it 
cannot prove it has complied with posting requirements. Agency who hires person 
in violation of requirements must pay him (when employment is discontinued 
because of violation) for work performed from initial employment until 
separation.

House committee substitute adds death of fetus (in addition to death of 
unborn child) to felony and misdemeanor death by vehicle statutes. 


H 1053 Bingo proceeds (previous digest on p. 599) 
House committee substitute requires 35% (originally, 50%) of the gross 
proceeds from bingo game to be used for charitable purposes. 


H 1101 Liquidation/distress sales (previous digest on p. 611) 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO REGULATE GOING 
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OUT OF BUSINESS AND DISTRESS SALES." Retains provision in present law excusing 
seller in distress sale from filing inventory in application to city clerk. 
Deletes provision in original bill prohibiting clerk from issuing license for 
closing-out sale held within 180 days after distress sale by same applicant, and 
substitutes provision that clerk may not grant extension if applicant conducted 
distress sale immediately before current sale and total period of sale and 
extension would exceed 120 days. Deletes provision in original bill amending GS 
66-78 to prohibit person from ordering goods to sell at distress sale. Amends 
GS 66-80 to define "person" as individual or business entity, and to specify 
that person that reformulates itself as new entity will be considered as same 
person for purpose of statutory prohibition against conducting business after 
closing-out or distress sale.

H 1260 Least-cost planning, utilities-2 (previous digest on p. 703) 

House committee substitute provides new section will be codified as GS 
62-110.4 (was, 62-42.2). Retains requirement that data on all end-uses of 
electricity in State be collected, but deletes detailed provisions concerning 
persons collecting data and type of data required, and requirement that data be 
collected every two years. Deletes provision that power plant may not be deemed 
useful unless total production cost is less than average of available 
demand-side options that can displace it.

before doing busine*s as wholesaler, manufacturer, or repackager. Permits 
Comm’r to assign registration number to registered person and to make 

registratic ova’ able for inspection to anyone who so requests. Exempts from 
registration ~-equirement pharmacies holding valid permit under GS Ch. 106, Art. 
4A, licensed practitioners processing drugs solely for use in professional 
practic’, persons processing drugs solely for research, teaching, or chemical 
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analysis, and not for sale, and other persons exempted by regulation by Comm’r 
based on finding that registration is not necessary for protection of public 
health. (4) Specifies that registered establishment is subject to inspection 
under GS 106-140. (5) Directs Comm’r to issue implementing regulations, and 
specifies regulations may provide for annual registration fee of up to $100. 
Amends GS 106-121 to define manufacturer as person who produces prescription 
drug. Defines prescription drug as drug required by federal law to be labeled 
as such. Defines repackager as person who manipulates prescription drug in unit 
packaged and sealed by manufacturer. Defines wholesaler as person acting as 
jobbers, salvager, broker, or wholesale merchant who sells or distributes for 
resale a prescription drug. Excludes from definition of manufacturer, 
repackager, and wholesaler pharmacies acting in course of professional practice. 
Effective July 1, 1988. 


H 1271 Disability income plan (previous digest on p. 706) 

House amendment amends proposed GS 135-106(b) to allow a disabled 
participant to elect to receive any salary continuation in GS 135-104 in lieu of 
long-term disability benefits; provided that election may not extend the first 
36 consecutive calendar months of the long-term disability period. 


H 1293 Account date on checks (previous digest on p. 714) 

House committee substitute rewrites original bill to add new GS 53-77.4 
to require that every check or similar order of withdrawal drawn against funds 
held by bank in natural person’s demand deposit account must, during 
twelve-month period after date on which account is opened, disclose on its face 
the month and year that account was opened. Exempts (1) temporary checks 
provided when account opened, and (2) checks issued to natural person who 
establishes that he has had deposit account at bank, savings and loan, or credit 
union in NC for prior twelve-month period and during that time has not had check 
bounce. Bank or printer is not liable for unintentional failure to comply with 
section. Effective Jan. 1, 1988. 


H 1295 Register of Deeds pension (previous digest on p. 714) 

House committee substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) 
amends new GS 161-50.2 to require county comm’rs to annually remit to Dep’t of 
State Treasurer 4.5% of monthly receipts collected under Art. 1, GS Ch. 161 
(original bill, amount equal to 8.5% of monthly receipts of specified fees) for 
pension fund; (2) amends GS _ 161-10(a)(1) to provide that any instrument

House amendment provides that Fund may be used to clean up discharges, 
but nothing in act limits liability party might have under common law or Oil 
Pollution and Hazardous Substances Control Act except if responsible party owns 
one to three tanks, fund must pay cleanup costs over $5,000 but under $1 
million; where owns four to ten tanks, fund must pay costs over $15,000 up to $1 
million; and where owns eleven or more tanks, fund must pay costs over $50,000 
up to $1 million. Provides that in case where clean up exceeds $1 million, Oil 
Pollution and Hazardous Substances Control Act or other applicable statute or 
common law regarding liability to apply for amount over $1 million.

(2) Requires disposal 
facilities to use engineered barriers for all waste classifications; defines 
engineered barrier as man-made structure intended to improve facility’s ability 
to meet performance objectives set out in federal law, state law, and rules 
adopted by Comm’n. Directs Comm'n to specify criteria for barriers, and permits 
different criteria for different waste classifications. (3) Provides facility 
site must comply with all applicable standards as though barriers were not 
required. Specifies that barriers do not substitute for suitable site or 
compensate for deficiency in site. (4) Requires barriers to be constructed so 
as to provide reasonable assurance that they will maintain functional integrity 
under reasonably foreseeable circumstances for institutional control period. 
Provides barriers should be chemically nonreactive with soil, waste, and 
containers, to maximum extent possible. (5) Sets out objectives for disposal 
units and barriers, including prevention of water leaking into unit and waste 
leaking out, detection of water in unit, facilitation of recovery of waste in 
original container, and assurance that waste will be isolated for institutional 
control period. (6) Requires waste to be placed in containers for disposal; 
defines container as portable device used for storage or other handling of 
waste. Directs Comm’n to adopt standards consistent with federal standards for 
design of containers. Specifies that requirements for containers are distinct 
from those for -barriers, and that neither may substitute for the other. (/7) 
Requires waste to be converted into chemically and physically stable form for 
disposal, tc maximum possible extent. Provides all liquid waste must be 
solidified prior to disposal. | 

Prohibits shallow-land burial, defined as disposal of low-level 
radioactive waste in subsurface trenches without additional confinement 
described in new GS i04E-25. 

Amends CG» 104E-5 definitions of low-level radioactive waste, low-level 
radioactive waste facility, and low-level radioactive waste disposal facility. 
Amends numerous sec-ions of GS 104E to substitute "disposal" for "landfill" 
throughout Chapter.

fact with durable power of attorney terminates agent’s power. Requires adoption 
of regulations that set out language for personal agency account contracts.

period; (5) specifies factors to be considered in determining amount of initial 
penalty; (6) grants facility administrative hearing under Chapter 150B to 
contest penalty; and (8) allows State to bring superior court civil action to 
enforce penalty. Effective Oct. 1, 1987.

House amendment #1 specifies that certification by the Environmental 
Management Comm'n of Diversions of Water from one stream to another as required 
by GS 153A-285 and 162A-7 remain in effect.

Specifies that if physician or 
eligible psychologist certifies that individual meets criteria for inpatient 
commitment and is in immediate need of hospitalization, individual may be 
transported to 24-hour facility in accordance with transportation provisions of 
G.S. 122C-251. Substitutes physician’s certificate for custody order. Provides 
that once individual reaches 24-hour facility, proceedings are same as for other 
commitments, except clerk of superior court of county where 24-hour facility is 
located must give the certificate to the Chief District Court Judge who must 
review it within 24 hours (excluding weekends and holidays) to determine whether 
reasonable grounds for commitment exist.

H 166 Rural fire ins. rate reduction (previous digests on pp. 117, 478) 

House amendment #2 specifies that determination of population for 
purpose of ascertaining eligibility is to be based on latest decennial U.S. 
Census population data. House amendment #3 replaces requirement that fire dep’t 
must have been recognized by local board of county comm’rs or Dep’t of Insurance 
with requirement that it must have been rated by Dep’t of Insurance, contracted 
with local board of county comm’rs to provide fire service within district, or 
have been so certified by county comm’rs. 


H 200 #£=School personnel changes (previous digest on p. 140) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO AMEND 
CHAPTER 115C BY ADDING ARTICLE 21A GOVERNING THE CONFIDENTIALITY OF PERSONNEL 
FILES OF EMPLOYEES OF LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION AND TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN 
EMPLOYMENT PRACTICES." Adds new Art. 21A, GS Ch. 115C, "Privacy of Employee 
Personnel Records." Exempts personnel files of employees, former employees, and 
applicants for employment with local boards of education from inspection and 
examination authorized by GS 132-6 (allowing such inspection at reasonable times 
under the NC Public Records Law). Requires local board of education to maintain 
a record of its employees containing specified nonconfidential personnel data, 
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and authorizes inspection by any person during regular business hours. Makes 
all other personnel data confidential, except confidential information may be 
disclosed to employee, applicant, former employee, or agent, superintendent and 
other supervisory personnel, members of local board, board attorney, or any 
person with court order. Allows superintendent to inform any person or 
corporation of promotion, demotion, suspension, reinstatement, transfer, 
separation, or dismissal of employee or former employee, or of employment or 
nonemployment of applicant, and the reasons therefore, when to do so is 
"essential to maintaining the integrity of the board or to maintaining the level 
or quality of services provided by the board." Repeals 115C-47(27) (requiring 
mandatory retirement at age 70). Amends GS 115C-325(f) to require superintendent 
to meet with teacher and give written notice and opportunity to respond before 
suspending teacher without pay. 


Her 593 Local gov’t retirement credit purchases (previous digest on p. 364) 

. House amendment clarifies that member of local gov’t retirement system 
may buy military time, prior service (under certain circumstances), or time in 
other state systems after attaining 10 years of prior and current membership 
service. 


H 605 =Telecommunications franchise tax (previous digests on pp. 374, 843) 

House amendment provides’ that before imposition of 6.5% tax on gross 
receipts, service providers must notify customers about change in law and 
services subject to tax. 


H 638 #£=Protective services investigation (previous digest on p. 388) 

House committee substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) 
requires petition to stop person from obstructing child abuse investigation to 
be verified; (2) defines obstruction and interference as refusing to disclose 
the whereabouts of the juvenile, refusing to allow the social services director 
to have personal access to the juvenile, refusing to allow director to interview 
juvenile in private or have juvenile evaluated by physician or other expert or 
other conduct that makes it impossible for director to carry out duty to 
investigate; (3) requires hearing to be held not less than five days after 
service of petition (originally, within 10 days of filing of petition); (4) 
changes standard of proof from preponderance of the evidence to clear, cogent 
and convincing evidence and places burden of proof on petitioner; (5) provides 
that at hearing social services director may be required to disclose identity of 
person who made report of suspected child abuse; (6) specifies that remedy for 
district court is to order person to cease obstruction or interference; (7) 
amends GS /7A-523 to provide that district court has original jurisdiction to 
hear these cases. 


H 663 #£Limit liability for advisors (previous digest on p. 405) 

House committee substitute changes title of bill to: "AN ACT TO PROVIDE 
QUALIFIED IMMUNITY FROM CIVIL LIABILITY IN DEFAMATION FOR MEMBERS OF NURSING 
HOME ADVISORY COMMITTEES AND DOMICILIARY HOME ADVISORY COMMITTEES." Rewrites 
bill to provide that statements made by or to member of nursing home advisory 
committee within course and scope of members duties are privileged. Provides 
that privilege is defense in defamation action if person making statement was 
acting in good faith and statements do not amount to gross negligence, malicious 
conduct, or intentional wrongdoing. Provides that immunity is deemed waived to 
extent person is indemnified by liability insurance. 
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H 768 Credit card disclosure (previous digest on p. 446) 
House amendment clarifies that credit card itself need not contain all 


‘required disclosures. 


H 781 #£zBirth defects registry (previous digest on p. 449) 

House committee substitute provides that any person may _ report 
(originally hospitals must report) birth defects in infants up to one year of 
age; grants immunity to person reporting defect; and deletes. provisions 
specifying what report must include and authorizing Comm'n for Health Services 
to adopt rules. - 


-H 810 Overtime after 40 hours (previous digest on p. 455) 


House committee substitute (1) makes tips count as wages only up to 45% 
of minimum wage effective Jan. 1, 1988, and 40% effective Jan. 1, 1989 and (2) 
changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1988. 


H 863 Pitt commissioners elections (previous digest on p. 501) 

House committee substitute provides that three members of the board be 
nominated from districts and elected at large (originally nominated and elected 
at large). Specifies nominating districts. 


H 955 Shaded motor vehicle windows (previous digest on p. 554) 
House amendment #1 failed. House amendment #2 exempts motor vehicles 
manufactured prior to July 1, 1985, from provisions of act. 


H 944 More register of deed deputies (previous digest on p. 542) 
House committee substitute requires register of deeds to justify 
necessity for second deputy to board of county comm’rs. 


H 9/78 #£xAPA hearings, judicial review (previous digest on p. 563) 

House committee substitute amends GS 150B-23(a) and adds new Art. 3A, 
Ch. 150B, governing administrative hearings of occupational licensing agencies. 
Provides that petitioner, including occupational licensing agency, may request 
administrative law judge to preside ina contested case by timely notifying 
Office of Administrative Hearings. Sets out hearing procedure for contested 
cases without administrative law judge, requiring a majority of the occupational 
licensing agency to conduct the hearing, with one member of agency presiding. 
Occupational licensing agency authorized to issue subpoenas, and presiding 
member given same powers as administrative law judge under Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B. 
In case in which an occupational licensing board in medicine or allied 
profession governed by GS Ch. 90 is a party, presiding officer authorized to 
take testimony concerning patient treatment in closed session, and identity of 
patient who has not consented to public disclosure of treatment protected. 
Amends GS 90-14.8 and -14.2, and repeals GS 90-14.5 through -14.7 and -14.9 
through -14.11, to provide for judicial review of licensing decisions under Art. 
4, GS Ch. 150B. Amends GS 150B-1(d) to exempt from GS Ch. 150B regulation of 
insurance rates, classifications, and policy forms, licensing and regulation of 
entities other than individuals under GS Ch. 57 (Hospital, Medical, and Dental 
Service Corporations), GS Ch. 57B (Health Maintenance Organization Act), GS Ch. 
58 (Insurance), Art. 9B, GS Ch. 66 (Motor Clubs and Associations), and Art. 9C, 
Ch. 66 (Collection Agencies). Exempts State Banking Comm’n, Comm’r of Banks, 
Savings and Loan Division of Dep’t of Commerce, and Credit Union Division of 
Dep’t of Commerce from GS Ch. 150B provisions governing administrative hearings 
and judicial review (Arts. 3 and 4). Makes technical and conforming changes. 
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H 979 New trespass law (previous digest on p. 564) 

House committee substitute deletes provision repealing GS 14-134.3 
(Domestic criminal trespass) and removes description of this offense from 
definition of first degree trespass. 


H 1003 Modify credit card rates (previous digest on p. 5/6) 

House committee substitute makes changes as_ set forth below. (1) 
Specifies that act applies to revolving credit card plans and charge accounts 
not regulated by GS Ch. 25A (Retail Installment Sales Act). (2) Establishes 
maximum interest rate of 1 1/3% per month on unpaid balance. Establishes same 
maximum rate for revolving credit loans. (3) Rewrites GS 25A-14(a) to provide 
that finance charge for consumer credit sale made pursuant to revolving charge 
account may not exceed 1 1/2% per month of unpaid balance. Prohibits imposition 
of finance charge if account is paid in full within 25 days of billing date. 
Defines "billing date" as date selected by creditor, provided bill is mailed to 
customer at least 14 days before date. Prohibits imposition of annual charge in 
connection with revolving charge account regulated by GS Ch. 254A. 


H 1004 Regulate all bingo (previous digests on pp. 5/76, 939) 

House amendment #3 rewrites bill to provide that no beach bingo game 
may be held in conjunction with any other lawful bingo game, promotional bingo 
game, or other opportunity to obtain something of value by chance. 


H 1030 Foreclosure possession order (previous digests on pp. 594, 886) 
House amendment makes clarifying changes. 


H 1048 Chlordane prohibited (previous digest on p. 597) 

House committee substitute changes title of bill to "AN ACT TO RESTRICT 
THE USE OF CYCLODIENE TERMITICIDES IN NORTH CAROLINA." Completely rewrites bill 
to add GS 143-440(c), providing that Pesticide Board must include on list of 
restricted-use pesticides all cyclodiene termiticides. Defines cyclodiene 
termiticide. Authorizes Board to permit use of substance only by persons 
regulated under GS Ch. 106, Art. 4C (Structural Pest Control Act). Effective 
OGt. case LonT; 


H 1052 Certificate of need changes (previous digest on p. 598) 

House committee substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) 
defines change of bed capacity to include relocation of dialysis stations or 
ambulatory surgical operating rooms from one licensed facility or campus to 
another; (2) reinstates current definition of chemical dependency treatment 
facility; (3) defines chemical dependency treatment beds as beds that are 
licensed for detoxification ar for the inpatient treatment of chemical 
dependency and provides that residential substance abuse treatment beds are 
chemical dependency beds (but beds developed and operated without CON not be 
counted in inventory of chemical dependency beds in State Health Plans prepared 
after July 1, 1987); provides that plan may not contain limitation on proportion 
of overall inventory of chemical dependency treatment beds located in chemical 
dependency treatment facility; (4) defines health service facility bed to 
include chemical dependency treatment beds; (5) deletes provision requiring 
second CON for new institutionalized health service when capital expenditure 
exceeds maximum amount authorized by first CON by more than 15%; (6) deletes 
provision that rehabilitation facility includes "comprehensive outpatient 
rehabilitation facilities" as defined in Social Security Act; (7) provides that

when CON is issued more than 12 months after application filed, Dep’t must 
adjust capital expenditure amount proposed by increasing it to reflect 
inflation; (8) specifies that among criteria to be considered in reviewing CON 
application is whether low income persons, racial and ethnic minorities, women, 
handicapped persons, the elderly and other underserved groups are likely to have 
access to services proposed and _ the contribution of the proposed service in 
meeting health-related needs of the elderly, medically indigent, and medicaid 
and medicare recipients; (9) rewrites procedures for administrative and judicial 
review of CON decision; and (10) makes clear that act would not apply to 
applications for CON which began review before July 1, 1987. 


H 1064 Military lease termination (previous digest on p. 602) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
PROVIDE FOR EARLY TERMINATION OF RESIDENTIAL RENTAL AGREEMENTS BY MILITARY 
PERSONNEL IN CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES." Adds GS 42-45 to allow member of armed 
services to terminate lease on 30 days written notice to landlord if he is 
required to move under a permanent change of station order or is prematurely 
discharged from active duty. Upon termination, tenant is liable for rent due 
until effective date termination, but none past that date. Allows landlord to 
get liquidated damages for early termination of no more than one month’s rent if 
tenant completed less than 6 months of tenancy and no more than one-half of one 
month’s rent if tenant completed between 6 and 9 months of the tenancy. 
Prohibits waiver of right to cancel lease. Effective Oct. 1, 1987 and applicable 
to rental agreements executed or renewed on or after that date. 


H 1109 Penalty sale to 19-20-year old (previous digest on p. 613) 

House committee substitute limits administrative penalty issued by 
Comm’n to permittee for sale or gift of alcoholic beverage to 19 or 20 year olds 
to a fine of $100. 


H 1146 Limited partnership changes (previous digest on p. 648) 

House amendment makes technical changes and adds new sections to GS 
59-902 as set out below. (1) Provides that if foreign limited partnership fails 
to appoint registered agent within State, or if agent cannot be found, then 
Sec’y of State is agent for purpose of service of process, notice, or demand. 
Directs Sec’y to forward by registered or certified mail any notice served on 
him to foreign limited partnership at registered office. (2) Directs Sec’y of 
State to keep record of all notices served on him, the time of service, and 
action taken. (3) Specifies that act does not limit right to service notice on 
foreign limited partnership in any other lawful manner. House amendment #2 
makes technical change. 


H 1160 Private graves maintenance (previous digests on pp. 653, 887) 

House amendment makes following changes: (1) permits personsato enter 
property to discover private grave; (2) provides landowner may _ specify 
reasonable route from which person may not deviate (was, substantially deviate) 
in entering and leaving property; (3) authorizes petition to clerk of superior 
court for order allowing him to enter property of another to restore grave. 


H 1204 Water authority condemnation (previous digest on p. 664) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill to amend GS 162A-7 to provide 
that water and sewer authority created under alternative method of GS 162A-3.1 
may acquire property by eminent domain without getting a certificate if one or 
more of the organizing political subdivisions is a city located in more than two 
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counties and to add GS 40A-40.2 requiring such water and sewer authority to 
furnish proof that county board of comm’rs where land located consented to 
taking before exercising Ch. 40A condemnation powers. 


H 1211 State pay for right-of-way (previous digest on p. 665) 

House committee substitute completely rewrites biil, as set out below. 

Title change. Changes title to "AN ACT TO CONTROL THE COST OF 
ACQUIRING RIGHT-OF-WAY FOR THE STATE HIGHWAY SYSTEM; TO ELIMINATE MUNICIPAL 
PARTICIPATION IN THE COST OF ACQUIRING RIGHTS-OF-WAY; AND TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN 
CITIES TO UNDERTAKE LIMITED HIGHWAY CONSTRUCTION." 

City/state responsibility for state highway system. Amends GS 
136-66.1(1) to delete provision that city may agree to assume responsibility for 
acquisition and cost of rights-of-way for state highway system street 
improvement projects. Amends GS 136-66.1, concerning city’s expenditure of 
funds to improve streets that are part of state highway system falling within 
corporate limits, to provide that improvements must be paid for by city, after 
approval by Dep’t of Transportation. Specifies that, except as otherwise 
authorized, city may not participate in cost of transportation improvement 
projects approved by Board of Transportation under GS 143B-350(f)(4). Provides 
that city may not be required to contribute to cost of constructing such 
projects. Specifies that act’s restrictions do not apply to improvements 
approved by Board of Transportation financed by funds allocated by General 
Assembly for Small Urban Construction Program, but municipalities are not 
required to participate in right of way and construction cost of Small Urban 
Construction Program highway improvements. Repeals GS 136-66.3 (Acquisition of 
rights-of-way). Amends GS 160A-297 to delete authorization for city to widen 
street or bridge controlled by Board of Transportation, at own expense. 
Provides for annual allocation from funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Transportation for Contract Resurfacing of $10 million to replace funds that 
would otherwise have been provided by cities under GS 143B-350(£)(4). Specifies 
that act does not affect agreements entered into between city and Dep’t of 
Transportation before effective date of act. 

Local authorizations. Authorizes Charlotte and Durham to acquire 
rights of way, construct, and improve one thoroughfare that is presently part of 
state highway system, and permits these cities to expend funds for purpose of 
performing authorized work. Specifies that act does not authorize Dep’t of 
Transportation to participate in thoroughfare improvement authorized by section, 
and states that authority will terminate on completion of improvement. 
Authorizes Wilmington to select and participate in one transportation 
improvement project approved by Board of Transportation. Specifies that 
construction may not begin prior to schedule shown in Dep’t’s "Transportation 
Improvement Program." 


Future highways property transfers. Incorporates H 476 (digest on p. 
307) in its entirety. 


Local roadway construction. Contains provisions substantially 
identical to H 1275 (digest on p. 708). 
Official roadway corridor map. Contains provisions substantially 


similar to H 539 (digest on p. 336), with changes as set forth below. (1) 
Deletes requirement that certified copy of roadway corridor official maps filed 
with register of deeds be placed in book maintained for that purpose, and that 
register of deeds collect $5.00 fee for each sheet or page recorded. (2) 
Deletes provision giving credit against income tax of 25% of property taxes paid 
during tax year on property inside future state roadway corridors. 
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H 1230 Workers’ Comp. Act amendments (previous digest on p. 695) 

House committee substitute amends GS 97-2(1) and -13(b) to redefine 
"employment" to include employment by entity of 3 or employees (was, 4 or more). 
Amends GS 97-28 to provide compensation from date of disability if more than 14 
day disability (was, 38 days). Amends formula in GS 97-29 for calculating 
maximum disability benefit to require multiplying average weekly insured wage by 
j RE Amends GS 97-31 to increase compensation for specified injuries to 
$20,000 (was, $10,000). Amends GS 97-38 to provide for employer payment of 
compensation and $2,000 burial expenses , when death results from compensable 
injury or occupational disease (was, payment when death results "from the 
accident") within ten years of injury or within 2 years of final determination 
of disability, whichever is later. Makes conforming change to GS 97-40, and 
makes technical amendment to GS 97-53(23)g. Amends GS 97-58 to eliminate 10 
year time limit for filing claims for compensation for asbestosis or lead 
poisoning. Amends GS 97-66 to require claim for further compensation to be made 
within 2 years after last payment for all cases of occupational disease, except 
asbestosis or silicosis. Amends GS 97-84 to require awards by Industrial Comm'n 
within 180 days of close of hearing record unless time extended for good cause 
by Comm/’n. Amends GS 97-86.2 to allow interest payments on final award from 
date of the initial hearing on the claim (was,. date of original order). Amends 
GS 97-94 to increase fines for failure of employer to pay compensation. 


H 1244 Camp Butner amendments (previous digest on p. 699) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill as follows: (1) Specifies that 
Sec’y of Human Resources to administer Camp Butner reservation and to have same 
authority in exercising powers as governing body of a city would have; (2) lists 
powers of Sec’y generally following powers of cities except provides Sec’y may 
not issue special use permit, conditional use permit or special exception; and 
authorizes Sec’y to adopt rules to carry out powers; (3) authorizes Sec’y to 
assign to Community of Butner Planning Comm'n duties of any board Sec’y is 
authorized to establish; (4) specifies that Sec’y to follow law for enactment of 
ordinances by cities in adopting rules and applies procedures for review of city 
ordinance to the Sec’y’s rules; (5) adds GS 122C-410 providing that city may not 
annex territory or exercise extraterritorial jurisdiction into Camp Butner 
reservation without written approval of Sec’y and providing that county 
ordinance may apply in Camp Butner reservation if Sec’y gives written approval; 
(6) provides that county ordinance that applies to reservation on ratification 
of act continues to apply until Sec’y withdraws his approval or county repeals 
ordinance. 


H 1262 Clean Detergent tech. amend. (previous digest on p. /04) 

House committee substitute for blank bill amends Clean Detergent Act 
(SL 1987, Ch. 111) to add exemption for cleaning agents used by commercial 
laundry or other commercial entity to to clean industrial or commeycial work 
uniforms. 


H 1267 Abortion fund tax contribution (previous digest on p. 705) 

House amendments prohibit appropriations to State Abortion Fund 
beginning with 1990-91 instead of 1987-88 fiscal year and allow excess funds in 
Fund at end of fiscal year to be used for foster care and adoption services. 


H 1269 School superintendent election (previous digest on p. 7/05) 
House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO ALLOW 
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BOARDS OF EDUCATION TO ELECT SUPERINTENDENTS IN MONTHS OTHER THAN APRIL." 
Amends GS 115C-271 to allow election of superintendents not later than April 30. 


H 1790 Hog sale by teleconference (previous digest on p. 930) 
House committee substitute sets out separate provision allowing sale of 
slaughter hogs by teleconference to begin as late as 4 P.M. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 176 Classification system study (previous digest on p. 179) 

Senate committee substitute limits scope of study to examination of job 
classification (was, examination of recruitment, selection, classification, 
compensation, and promotion), and eliminates requirement that study determine 
where the current system is not designed to appropriately reward top performance 
and not reward employees whose job performance is poor. 


S 241 Malpractice limitations, minors (previous digest on p. 252) 

Senate amendment (1) provides that revised GS 1-17(b) does not apply to 
minor whose injury could not reasonably be discovered before attaining age of 
ten years, in which case action may be brought when minor attains full age of 19 
years; and (2) amends GS 90-21.11 to add definition of medical malpractice 
action as civil action for damages for personal injury or death arising from 
professional services of medical, dental, or other health care provider. 


S 242 Medical board powers & duties (previous digests on pp. 253, 816, 917) 

Senate amendment allows health care provider to request copy of all 
information transmitted to another state’s licensing agency or the federal 
gov't. 


S 375 Hazardous waste liability (previous digests on pp. 366, 941) 

Senate amendment changes title to "AN ACT TO REQUIRE OPERATORS AND 
THEIR PARENT CORPORATIONS TO BE RESPONSIBLE FOR COSTS AND LIABILITIES ARISING 
FROM THE OPERATION OF COMMERCIAL HAZARDOUS WASTE TREATMENT FACILITIES." 
Substitutes "commercial hazardous waste treatment facility" for "hazardous waste 
facility" throughout act. 


S79425 State Parks Act (previous digests on pp. 395, 511) 

Senate amendment #2 requires authorization by General Assembly for 
addition of new parks to system (was, by three-fifths vote). Deletes 
requirement that additions be consistent with system as described in Plan, and 
that they be accompanied by adequate authorization and appropriations for land 
acquisition, development, and operations. 


S 563 CWEP amendments (previous digest on p. 476) 

Senate amendment adds provision that participants are not to be placed 
on work experience sites for periods exceeding nine months unless (1) 
participant asks to remain on site, (2) Director of County Dep’t of Social 
Services (DSS) believes it is in participant’s best interest to remain on site, 
and (3) remaining on site is best option for preparing person for unsubsidized 
employment. Retains requirement that DSS re-evaluate person’s employability and 
placement plan after person has worked on site for six months. Authorizes DSS 
to place person in new work experience site for up to nine months if person has 
been unable to find subsidized employment after continuous placement on first 
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site for nine months, and requires DSS to re-evaluate six months after placement 
on new site. 


S 412 Licensing commercial truck drivers (previous digest on p. 393) 

House committee substitute adds new GS 20-4.01(3c) to define 
"commercial motor vehicle" as a motor vehicle used in commerce to transport 
passengers or property with gross vehicle weight rating or registered weight of 
more than 30,000 pounds, or is designed to transport more than 15 passengers, or 
is used to transport hazardous vehicles. Makes effective date Oct. 31, 1988. 


Say o Physician’s reports to DMV (previous digests on pp. 487, 817) 
Senate amendment gives patient access to information reported to DMV. 


S 631 Amusement device ins. changes (previous digest on p. 509) 

Senate amendment #1 makes technical change. Senate amendment #2 
provides that waterslides are not required to be insured for an amount in excess 
of $300,000 per occurrence. 


S 733 Driver education changes (previous digest on p. 625) 

Senate committee substitute amends GS 115C-215 to provide that drivers 
education may not become a part of the standard course of study or the Basic 
Education Program. Amends GS 115C-216(a) to limit course availability to public 
and non-public high school students (previously included out-of-school youths 
under age 18), and to all persons who are graduates of an accredited high school 
or who have passed the G.E.D. on a fee basis. Makes conforming amendment to GS 
20-88.1(a). Amends GS 20-88(b) to provide that educational degree or teaching 
certificate of a person who gives only behind-the-wheel training shall not be 
considered in determining salary schedule, and requires State Board of Education 
to report the salary schedule to 1988 Session. 


S, 7od Eliminate spousal defense (previous digest on p. 630) 

Senate amendment #1 changes title of bill to read "AN ACT TO MODIFY THE 
DEFENSE TO RAPE AND SEXUAL OFFENSES THAT THE VICTIM IS THE DEFENDANT’S LEGAL 
SPOUSE." Amends GS 14-27.8 to provide that a person may not be prosecuted if 
victim is the person’s legal spouse at the time of the commission of the alleged 
rape unless the parties are living separate and apart. Senate amendment #2 adds 
term "or sexual offense" to amendment #1, thus making GS 14-27.8 applicable to 
allegations of rape or sexual offense. 


S 767 #.National guard pension (previous digest on p. 633) 

Senate amendment amends GS _ 127A-39 to provide that resignation from 
federalized national guard unit to accept federal commission with continuous 
service in such unit constitutes continued membership for purposes of meeting 
pension requirement of 15 years service in NC national guard. 


S 808 No tobacco for minors (previous digest on pp. 6/71, 892) 

Senate amendment #3 redefines "tobacco product" to "tobacco product for 
oral human consumption," and provides that nothing in GS 14-313 prohibits sales 
or disposing of products containing nicotine or any other tobacco product. 


S 809 Retirement rollovers (previous digest on p. 6/1) 
Senate amendment provides that rollover to Supplemental Retirement 
Income Plan is in full and complete discharge of rights in original system. 
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S 840 Water test/private labs (previous digest on p. 681) 
Senate amendment makes technical and clarifying changes. 


S 858 Disability income plan (previous digest on p. 718) 

Senate amendment specifies that disabled participant may elect to 
receive salary continuation under GS 135-104 in lieu of long-term disability 
benefits, but that such election does not extend the thirty-six month long-term 
disability period. 


S 877 }#Tax collector sell auto tags study (previous digest on p. 724) 

Senate committee substitute authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to 
study whether county tax collector should serve as authorized agent for issuance 
of plates, registration certificates, and certificates of title for motor 
vehicles, with report to 1988 and 1989 sessions.

House amendment #1 changes title to read "AN ACT TO PROVIDE PROCEDURES 
TO PROTECT THE PRIVACY OF CHILDREN REQUIRED TO TESTIFY." Amends GS 15-166 to 
make exclusion of spectators provision applicable to all criminal cases in which 
child under age 16 testifies, and to allow more than one member of the media to 
be present during child’s testimony.

House amendments delete Moore County from bill and provide that bill 
not to be construed to repeal any local act providing a fox season for covered 
counties.

CHARLOTTE FIREMEN’S RETIREMENT SYSTEM." Provides membership service credit for 
all periods of employment with the Charlotte Fire dep’t for which contributions 
have been paid to, and not subsequently refunded by, the Charlotte Firefighters’ 
Retirement System. No membership credit after member is age 70. Provides for 
credit during periods of worker’s compensation and accident and sickness 
benefits, reinstatement of membership’ service credit previously forfeited if 
member reemployed within 5 years of termination of previous emmployment, credit 
for return from active military duty, and credit for accumulated sick and 
vacation leave. Accrued benefit vests for members with more than 10 years 
credit, and those who cease employment with Dep’t before vesting entitled to 
return of contribution with interest. Allows retirement at any age with 30 
years service credit, age 50 with 25 but less than 30 years credit, or effective 
July 1, 1986, age 60 with 10 or more years credit. Mandatory retirement at age 
70. Provides monthly benefit of 2.4% of final average salary multiplied by 
membership service credit, not to exceed 100% of average final salary, but not 
less than $500 per month. Provides for early retirement with pro-rated benefits. 
Provides for disability retirement in the line of duty and not in the line of 
duty, and sets out procedures for determination by Board of Trustees of 
incapacity for duty. Provides death benefit of reimbursement of contributions 
to system by member and City of Charlotte, plus 2.5% interest compounded 
annually on contribution balance. Provides for member and City of Charlotte 
contribution .at rate of member’s contribution multiplied by current social 
security contribution rate plus 5%. Continues Board of Trustees and sets forth 
administrative procedures and responsibilities. Sets forth record-keeping and 
reporting requirements, and provides for custody and investment of system 
assets. Prohibits use of funds for purpose other than exclusive benefit of 
participants in system. Makes technical and conforming amendments. Effective 
July 1, 1987.

City of 
Wilmington abolished as municipal corporation; New Hanover County continues with 
powers of both cities and counties.

Amends GS 58-407 to define "confidential 
information" as financial data including income, assets, liabilities, and amount 
of insurance furnished, but not including name, address, or phone number of 
person. Amends GS 58-408 to provide that confidential information may be used 
by holder for same or similar purpose for which originally intended. Amends GS 
58-54.4(9) to allow advertisements which have as their objective "the creation 
of a desire to inquire further about an insurance product and. do nothing more 
than generally describe the product and invite inquiries for costs and further 
details."

Sec. (82)(a}(2) (apparently intends Sec. 22(82)(a)(2)) to redefine "Open Space 
Project" to mean either acquisition of land for parks, greenways, or open 
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Spaces, or the construction of recreation facilities; (4) amends Sec. (82)(c)(4) 
(apparently intends Sec. 22(82)(c)(4) to provide that expenditures from trust 
fund containing receipts from open space projects fees shail be matched by equal 
amount of money appropriated from non-fee sources and shall be spent for open 
Space projects located in same zone in which fees were collected; and (5) adds 
new Sec. 22(86) to authorize the Council, as part of its land development 
ordinances, to provide that instead of making street right-of-way improvements, 
a developer may be required to provide funds that the city may use for 
construction of right-of-way improvements to serve occupants, residents, or 
invitees of subdivision or development and that such funds may be used for 
improvements serving more than one subdivision or development within the area. 
Ordinance may require combination of partial payment of money and partial 
dedication of improvements. 


S 179 Liquor transport permits (previous digests on po. 179, 231) 

House committee substitute requires permit for purchase and 
transportation of unlimited quantity of spirituous liquor for special occasion 
to contain certification by permittee about estimated number of guests invited 
to attend special occasion. Also makes act applicable to Durham and Mecklenburg 
Counties and to cities of Greensboro, High Point, Jamestown, and Winston-Salem 
and deletes Forsyth County from list of counties covered by act. 


S53 205 State/local school funding shares-1 (previous digests on pp. 209, 774) 

House amendments #1 and #2 make following substantive changes: (1) 
provide that until General Assembly appropriates funds for full cost of school 
maintenance and custodial personnel, it shall continue to provide sufficient 
funds to maintain a level (now, share) of school utility and energy costs no 
less than the amount (now, proportion) of those costs paid from state funds in 
fiscal 1986-87; (2) provide that local school boards and boards of county 
comm’rs have duty to provide school facilities, furniture, equipment, apparatus, 
and spaces pursuant to GS 115C-521 and -522 that are adequate to meet 
requirements of Basic Education Program; and (3) direct State Board of Education

House amendment deletes provision denying Village involuntary 
annexation authority, and makes technical changes. 


S 870 Reorganize marine fisheries (previous digests on pp. 721, 789) 

House amendment makes following changes: (1) clarifies that Marine 
Fisheries Comm’n ("Comm'n") has power to promulgate rules and policies to 
implement statutes regarding coastal fisheries, coastal fishing, shellfish, and 
crustaceans, and other marine and estuarine resources; (2) provides that income

S 236 Infrastructure bonds/school needs (previous digests on pp. 249,645) 

Senate committee substitute #2 replaces Senate Committee substitute #1 
with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NOT TO EXCEED ONE BILLION DOLLARS IN 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR INFRASTRUCTURE IMPROVEMENTS, TO 
CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA CLEAN WATER LOAN SUBSIDY AND GRANT PROGRAM, AND TO 
PROVIDE NEW SCHOOLS FOR NORTH CAROLINA." 

Schools. Deletes provisions of original bill concerning public school 
bonds. Creates Statewide School Facilities Fund consisting of such funds as may 
be appropriated to it, to be allocated to local school units on per capita 
average daily membership basis, and requires use of such funds for school 
facilities. Also creates Critical Needs Fund to be administered by State Board 
of Education. Directs State Board to annually allot from Critical Needs Fund to 
local school units amounts’ based on criteria developed by Board taking into 
account need, ability to pay, and local effort. Requires local units to use 
such funds for public school facilities. Amends GS 105-163.6(cl) to require 
monthly remittance of state income tax withholding by employers withholding an 
average of $500 monthly (now, $3,000). Declares it to be intent of General 
Assembly that additional revenue thus generated, including increased investment 
earnings in future fiscal years, will be appropriated to Critical Needs Fund. 
Amends GS 105-502 to require counties to use at least 60% of additional 0.5% 
sales tax authorized by 1986 Session for school capital outlay during first 11 
fiscal years that tax is in effect (now, mandated percentage declines over 
li-year period) and deletes provisions authorizing county to petition Local 
Government Comm’n for reduction ,.in mandated percentage. States that local units 
are "encouraged and authorized" to use for school capital outlay monies freed up 
by state assumption of cost of vocational education and school secretary 
positions under Basic Education Program. 

Infrastructure Improvement Bonds. Incorporates provisions of Senate 
committee substitute #1 concerning infrastructure improvement bonds with 
following changes: (1) moves date of bond referendum to Nov. 3, 1987 (was, not 
later than Nov. 8, 1988); (2) adds jails to list of eligible infrastructure 
improvements; (3) adds installment purchase and lease purchases as allowable 
local finan ing techniques; and (4) makes technical and clarifying changes in 
mechanics of State bond issuance. 
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Clean Water Revolving Loan, Loan Subsidy, and Grant Act. Incorporates 


provisions of Senate committee substitute #1 concerning water supply and 
wastewater systems with changes indicated. (1) Until such time as funds are 
available from Infrastructure Improvement Bonds, authorizes revolving loans as 





well as interest subsidies and _ grants. (2) Deletes accounts for economic 
development and high-cost projects in both water supply and wastewater 
categories. (3) Provides that of funds appropriated to Clean Water Revolving 


Loan, Loan Subsidy and Grant Fund for fiscal 1987-88, first $6,570,000 and for 
fiscal 1988-89 first $8,760,000 are allocated to Water Pollution Control 
Revolving Fund in Wastewater Account. Of funds appropriated above those 
amounts, directs allocation among accounts each year of biennium as follows: 
General Wastewater Loan Subsidy Account, 55.44%; Emergency Wastewater Loan 
Subsidy Account, 13.86%; General Water Supply Loan Subsidy Account, 23.762; 
Emergency Water Supply Loan Subsidy Account, 5.94%; Administrative Account, 1%. 
Effective dates. Provisions concerning remittance of income tax 
vithholding and establishment of Statewide School Facilities Fund and Critical 
Needs Fund effective July 1, 1987. Other provisions effective on ratification. 


Bt SDU/ Tissue Council/Wildlife Comm’n appt. (previous digest on p. 464) 
House committee substitute changes title to read "AN ACT TO REPEAL THE 
STATUTE ESTABLISHING THE HUMAN TISSUE ADVISORY COUNCIL AND TO AMEND THE STATUTES 
GOVERNING THE APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES COMMISSION." 
Incorporates provisions of original bill and adds new provisions concerning 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n. Amends GS 143-241 to change method of selection of 
Comm’n members. Comm’n Director to call a meeting in member’s district not later 
than 60 days prior to expiration of a member’s term, or within 30 days after a 
vacancy occurs other than by expiration of term, at which adult interested 
citizens elect a resident and citizen of the district to the Comm'n, with 
Governor to appoint the person elected by the district in accordance with 
timetable set forth in act (was, appointment by Governor from list of 5 nominees 
from citizens in district). Sets out procedure for conduct of election of 
nominee to Comm’n. Election procedure effective July !, 1987. 


S 699 Students-at-risk program (previous digest on po. 579) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to read: "A BILL TO BE 
ENTITLED AN ACT TO ENACT THE SCHOOL AND STUDENT IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM, INCLUDING 
THE JMPLEMENTATION OF UP TO EIGHT PILOT PROGRAMS." Revises criteria for 
qualification as student-at-risk: (1) Student is qualified if he scores below a 
level on California Achievement Test (CAT) that State Board of Education 
determines calls for intervention by Program, but this level must be between 
25th and 40th percentile (originally, criterion was simply scoring below 40th 
percentile). (2) Student is qualified if he experiences a significant decline 
in CAT score that, under guidelines of local board, could be associated with 
factors such as absenteeism, behavioral problems, or health problems 
(originally, criterion was simply 10% decline in CAT score). Makes exceptional 
students, as defined by GS 115A-109, eligible for Program if they are likely to 
benefit significantly from it. 

Generally, revises bill to modify membership and authority of State Council 
and local commissions, to modify local student testing requirements, to expand 
requirement for local school performance plans, and to revise funding and 
coverage of pilot programs. 

State Council for School and Student Improvement. Reduces members to 18 
(originally, 22); reduces members appointed by Governor from six to four; 
reduces members appointed by General Assembly from six to three; adds two 
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members of State Board appointed by Chairman, plus President of Community 
Colleges System and President of UNC ex officio. Four members to be appointed by 
State Board on recommendation of Sup’t of Public Instruction (originally, by 
Sup’t). Council must meet by February 1, 1988 (originally, September), and at 
least quarterly thereafter. State Dep’t of Public Instruction to provide 
support (originally, staff) to State Council. Council to review and monitor 
local activities (originally, to develop guidelines for local plans). 

Local pilot programs. Replaces local councils with local commissions with 
similar powers, with members appointed by local board (originally, local sup’t). 
Appointments must be made by October 1, 1987. Local councils to advise local 
board and sup’t (originally, to "coordinate efforts"). Allows local sup’t, 
instead of hiring a local coordinator, to assign an existing staff member as 
coordinator. 

Local testing. Requires reading, writing, and mathematics proficiency 
testing through process determined by State Board of every second, third, and 
sixth grade student (originally, fifth grade only), to be adopted by January 
(originally, September) 1, 1988. Requires State Dep’t to provide information to 
each school system and local comm’n regarding performance of students in these 
grades. 

Local school performance plans. Adds, as conditions that require local unit 
to prepare School Performance Plan, (1) having drop-out rate over the state 
average, and (2) having significant disparities among "definable groups of 
students in courses taken and courses completed," as determined by State Board. 
State Dep’t must review (originally, also "“approve") Plans. All school systems 
must implement these provisions by Sept. 1, 1990, and by Jan. 1, 1988 in pilot 
units. 

Staff training. Removes provisions requiring special certification of 
personnel working with students-at-risk, and requires State Dep’t to develop 
training program by Jan. (originally, Sept.) 1, 1988. 

Duties of State Board. Board must incorporate its policies regarding Program 
into Basic Education Plan to extent practicable, adopt standards for teacher 
preparation, and report annually to General Assembly on Program beginning by 
April 1, 1988. 

Funding. Allows up to $500,000 (originally, $25,000) of State Dropout 
Prevention Fund to be used to fund Program, and allows local units to use up to 
10% of their Dropout funds for Program. 

Effective dates. Provisions regarding local plans and comm’ns apply only to 
three-year (originally, two-year) pilot program, conducted in up to eight 
(originally, two) local units; at least one (originally, two) pilot units must 
be located in each Education Region. Provisions regarding State Council to 
expire June 30, 1991.

(3) Owner-occupied housing-Exempts housing units owned by one or 
more of the occupants and occupied solely by a family unit from the bill’s 
coverage. (4) Pre-occupancy and _post-occupancy inspection-Adds_ provision 
allowing migrant housing operator to apply to local health dep’t for pre- or 
post-occupancy inspection of housing; health dep’t forwards application to Dep’t 
of Labor (Dep’t), which conducts inspection and certifies results in writing to 
operator, including whether housing meets specified standards, rules, and 
regulations.

Gives migrants the right, subject to regulations issued 
pursuant to bill, confidentially to request an inspection and consult with 
Comm’r or his agents at time of the housing inspection (underlined word added). 
Prohibits occupancy of migrant housing for 13 or more migrants without an annual 
pre-occupancy inspection and imposes $200 civil penalty for knowing violation, 
unless operator applied for inspection at least 45 days prior to occupancy and 
Dep't did not conduct the pre-occupancy inspection. In that case, no civil 
money penalty is to be assessed for other than serious violations cited during 
the initial inspection following occupancy, if the violations are corrected 
during the assigned abatement period. (5) Civil penalties-Makes following 
additional amendments to civil penalty provisions: (a) makes migrant housing 
operator liable for violations (was, "employer"); (b) makes clear that penalty 
of up to $10,000 is to be assessed for serious willful or repeated violations 
(underlined word added); (c) allows assessment of penalty of up to $1,000 for 
willful or repeated non-serious violations; and (d) differentiates between 
failure to correct serious violations (up to $1,000 penalty) and non-serious 
violations (up to $100 penalty). (6) Criminal violations-Makes knowing false 
Statement in documents filed or maintained pursuant to bill’s provisions a 
general misdemeanor--punishable by fine, up to 2 years’ imprisonment, or both 
(was, misdemeanor punishable by maximum $10,000 fine or six months imprisonment 
or both). (7) Water and sewer rules-Incorporates water quality rules adopted by 
Comm’n for Health Services (Comm’n) pursuant to bill’s provisions and sanitary 
sewage rules adopted pursuant to GS Ch. 130A, Art. 11 as rules under bill and 
deletes requ rement that Comm'n adopt other sewage collection, treatment, and 
disposal standards. Requires Dep’t of Human Resources to inspect migrant 
housing whenever a pre- or post-occupancy inspection application is received (4 
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above) for compliance with water and sewer rules and forward results to Dep’t of 
Labor. (8) Operators’ rights-Allows operator’s representative, as well as 
Operator or operators’ association, to participate in development of standards 
under bill. (9) Appropriations-Changes appropriation to implement and 
administer act to $581,930 for fiscal 1987-88 and $603,527 for fiscal 1988-89. 
(10) Effective date-Authorizes Comm’n for Health Services to begin rulemaking 
procedure, education, and training programs as soon as act is ratified. 


S 604 Cotton Warehouse Act (previous digests on pp. 492, 864) 

Senate amendment transfers $52,500 for fiscal 1987-88 and $49,000 for 
fiscal 1988-89 from the State Warehouse Fund to the Dep’t of Agriculture to 
administer bill’s provisions. 


S 640 Caldwell occupancy tax (previous digest on p. 527) 
House amendment provides that the occupancy tax shall not apply to any 
part of the Town of Blowing Rock located in Caldwell County. 


S 723 Interest on local sales taxes (previous digest on p. 623) 

Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) provides for 
distribution of "investment income" (original bill of "amount earned...from 
investing less any cost"); (2) requires State Treasurer to certify amount of 
income earned for distribution by taxes segregated; (3) provides that local 
gov’ts are to receive investment income in same proportion as they receive sales 
and use taxes; and (4) makes conforming changes to GS 105-501. 


Seso2 Foreign sales corp tax exempt (previous digest on p. 630) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to the following: "AN ACT TO 
PROVIDE THAT FOREIGN SALES CORPORATIONS SHALL BE EXEMPT FROM STATE INCOME TAX TO 
THE SAME EXTENT AS THEY ARE EXEMPT FROM FEDERAL INCOME TAX." Rewrites original 
bill to add new GS 105-130.5(£) which provides that (1) definition of a "foreign 
sales corporation" in Internal Revenue Code (IRC) applies in determining North 
Carolina corporate income tax; (2) foreign trade income as defined in IRC is not 
included in net income of foreign sales corporation for purposes of state 
corporate income tax; and (3) expenses and commissions paid by a shareholder to 
such a corporation are deductible in North Carolina to same extent as under IRC. 


S 820 Tax-exempt financing/higher ed. (previous digest on p. 675) 

Senate committee substitute for blank bill is entitled "AN ACT 
AUTHORIZING THE STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTAL UNITS AND ALL AGENCIES AND 
INSTRUMENTALITIES OF EITHER TO ISSUE CAPITAL APPRECIATION REVENUE, SPECIAL 
OBLIGATION AND GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS, THE PROCEEDS OF WHICH MAY BE USED BY 
THE PURCHASER FOR HIGHER EDUCATION AND OTHER NEEDS." As title indicates. 
Defines "capital appreciation bonds" as bonds designated by issuer as such that 
are sold at a price substantially less than the total of the principal amount 
and compounded interest payable at maturity. Defines aggregate principal amount 
of such bonds as the aggregate of the initial offering prices at which such 
bonds are offered for sale to the public or to the initial purchaser in a 
private placement, with no reduction for underwriters’ discounts or placement 
agents’ or other intermediaries’ fees. Provides that issuers may (1) issue term 
or serial bonds; (2) establish sinking funds for the redemption of term bonds; 
(3) issue capital appreciation bonds at the same time and as part of the same 
issue of any other type of bonds; and (4) provide the method for calculating the 
principal amount of such bonds outstanding for purposes of determining (i) 
application of debt service provisions; (ii) application for redemption 
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provisions; (iii) bondowners rights; and (iv) other appropriate purposes. 

With respect to such bonds issued by local governments, authorizes the 
Local Government Commission to require that annual debt service of bonds be 
equalized as nearly as possible and to limit the amount of a bond series subject 
to a finding that the issuance of capital appreciation bonds will not increase 
the aggregate amount of debt service payable on the bond series of which the 
capital appreciation bonds are a part. 

Authorizes state and local governmental units to issue such bonds under 
the State and Local Government Revenue Bond Act (GS 159,Art. 5) and 
local governments to issue under the Local Government Bond Act (GS 159. Alt. way 
by amending inconsistent provisions of such acts and any other applicable law so 
as to permit the issuance of the bonds. Provides supplemental authority for 
issuance of such bonds if such bonds are already authorized under existing law. 
Declares provisions to be severable if held invalid. Substantive provisions of 
bill contain no proposed codifications.

H 333  Edgecombe/Nash school merger (previous digests on pp. 233, 784) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites bill so it now authorizes 
Edgecombe and Nash county school boards and Tarboro and Rocky Mount city school 
boards to develop a plan to merge all or any combination of those school 
administrative units into one or more units, concurrently or in stages (deletes 
Guilford, Greensboro, and High Point school units from scope of bill). 
Conditions such merger on approval of majority of tax-levying bodies for school 
units involved and on approval by State Board of Education (SBE). Provides that 
if any of school boards involved votes to disapprove the plan, that board, with 
the approval of its tax-levying body, may submit to SBE for approval an 
alternative plan for merger of Rocky Mount city schools into the Edgecombe and 
Nash county. schools. Directs SBE to cooperate with school boards and 
tax-levying bodies involved and prohibits SBE from disapproving any merger plan 
on the basis that it calls for merger of Rocky Mount schools into Edgecombe and 
Nash county schools, or that it calls for merger of all four school units into 
one unit, or that it calls for any geographic combination or division of any of 
| the four existing school units involved. Requires submission of any plan of 
merger for voter approval in combined two-county referendum conducted pursuant 
to GS 115C-507 and GS Ch. 163; if two plans are placed on ballot, then ballot 
must be prepared pursuant to GS 163-140(b)(7), permitting each voter to vote for 
only one plan, and plan receiving. highest vote shall be approved. Requires 
submission of any merger plan developed under act to SBE on or before July 1, 
1988 and requires that referendum take place as part of 1988 general election.

Senate committee substitute (1) redefines "institution" as any

1, 1995. (2) Provides that Judicial District 8A consists of Lenoir and Greene 
counties, with one judge, and that Judicial District 8B consists of Wayne 
County, with one judge.

Makes provisions for 
continuation of driver training under GS 20-88.1 funded by Highway Fund, with 
General Fund reimbursement upon ratification of Current Operations 
Appropriations Act. Delays change in law regarding cost allocation of placement 
of exceptional children from July 1, 1987 to August 1, 1987. Extends authority 
for Charlotte-Mecklenburg pilot teacher tenure program to August 1, 1987. 
Extends Mecklenburg pilot mediation program to July 31, 1987. Does not extend 
existing provisions that authorize Budget Director to decrease funding because 
of over-realized receipts, to revert unencumbered balances to Treasury, and to 
transfer funds between items in the budget. Authorizes continuation of funds by 
Div’n of Motor Vehicles, extends authority for Transportation Controller to 
allocate Highway Fund until ratification of the Current Operations 
Appropriations Act, and extends Scholarship Loan Fund for prospective teachers 
to August 1, 1987.

In order to be chosen, a nominee must receive 
the votes of a majority of all members present and voting for his category. 
Ballots to be signed by Senator casting vote. Senate to elect three persons in 
at-large category, and one in minority party category.

Senate committee substitute makes following changes: (1) amends GS 
57B-2 to specify that only tangible assets shall be considered in determining 
net worth; (2) deletes changes in GS 57-4 that would have provided for a minimum 
initial deposit of $50,000, increased annually by amount of contingency reserves 
required by GS 57B-6, and repeals that portion of GS 5/7B-4 that provided for a 
maximum initial deposit of $50,000; (3) deletes portions of the bill that would 
have required an initial minimum working capital of $1.5 million for 
consideration for issuance of certificate of authority and adds new GS 57B-4.1 
to require a minimum deposit of $500,000 for full service medical HMO’S or such 
higher amount as the Comm’r of Insurance (Comm’r) deems necessary for the 
protection of enrollees; (4) requires a minimum deposit for a full service 
medical HMO licensed after the effective date of the act which has a deposit of 
less than $500,000 must be $250,000 by December 31, 1987 and $500,000 by Dec. 
31, 1988; (5) requires any HMO not authorized to do business on the effective 
date of the act to have a minimum initial deposit of $500,000; (6) provides that 
Comm’r must require a minimum deposit of $25,000 for all single service HMO’S or 
such higher amount that the Comm’r deems necessary for the protection of the 
enrollees; (/) provides all deposits required by act must be administered 
according to GS 58-7.5 (authorizing Comm’r to select a bank or trust company to 
hold cash or securities pledged to the state when deposited with him pursuant to 
Statute); (8) amends GS 5/B-4(a)(4) to require the initial working capital for a 
single service HMO to be $100,000 or such higher amount as the Comm’r determines 
to be adequate. (9) adds new GS 57B-15.2 providing that Comm’r must require 
deposits according to new GS 5/7B-4.1 and requires full service medical HMO to 
maintain minimum net worth of $750,000 which must be increased by the amount of 
the contingency reserves calculated annually according to GS 57B-6; (10) 
provides that net worth amounts required by new GS 5/7B-15.2 must be in addition 
to contingency reserves required by GS 57B-6; (11) adds _ new 57B-15.2(e) 
requiring every full service medical HMO to have an adequate plan for protection 
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against insolvency acceptable to the Comm’r and specifies criteria for 
determining adequacy; (12) deletes provision of bill providing that HMO notice 
of exercise of power authorized by GS 57B-5(a)(1) or -5(a)(2) is deemed approved

contracts") to require all providers contracting with any HMO licensed to do 
business in NC to require that contract between a plan and a provider of health 
care services must be in writing and provide that if plan fails to pay for 
health care services as provided in subscriber contract, subscriber or enrollee 
is not liable to the provider for any sums owed by the HMO unless the assets of 
the HMO are exhausted as certified by the Comm’r; (16) amends GS 57B-8 to 
require every HMO to provide minimum cost and utilization information for group 
contracts of 100 or more subscribers on an annual basis when requested by the 
group.

Adds new GS 50-13.2(d) to provide that if one parent fails to 
consent to adoption or parental rights have not been terminated, the consent of 
the other consenting parent is ineffective in an action for custody. 


H 1181 Ejectment from unfit dwelling (previous digests on pp. 657, 1029) 

Senate amendment adds requirement that tenant/occupant of unfit 
dwelling be served with notice that city has ordered dwelling vacated at least 
30 days before summary ejectment action is filed. 


H 1628 Continuing budget authority (previous digest p. 1156) 

House amendment continues until July 31, 1987, the deviation from Secs. 
156-160 of Ch. 479, SL 1985 (extended until June 30, 1987 by Chs. 851 and 1014, 
SL 1985) authorized by Sec. 161, Ch. 479, SL 1985. The provisions from which 
continued deviation is authorized concern disposition of excess receipts by a 
state agency and reversion of unencumbered balances to State Treasury, prohibit 
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transfers between budget items, and repeal G.S. 143-34.5, which formerly 
required state agencies to provide to Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations a copy of every approved budget transfer for which General Assembly 
made no appropriation. Deviation is authorized where Director of Budget finds 
compliance is impossible because of complications in budget process not 
contemplated in these provisions.

S 348 Voters report address changes (previous digest on p. 339) 

House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO PERMIT VOTERS TO 
REPORT CHANGES OF ADDRESS WITHIN THE COUNTY BY POSTCARD, AND CONCERNING THE 
ELECTION OF THE MARTIN COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION AND OTHER ELECTION MATTERS." 
Makes provisions of original bill effective Sept. 1, 1987 (was, Aug. 1, 1987). 
Adds several new provisions as follows. Provides that Martin County Board of 
Education shall be elected for four-year staggered terms by and from 7 districts 
described in act. Provides for continuation of incumbents for remainder of 
their terms, and procedure of appointment of replacements. Describes boundaries 
of 7 election districts. Vacancies on Board to be filled as provided by State 
law. 

Amends GS 163-213.4 and SL 1987, Ch. 81, to provide that State Board of 
Elections shall convene on the first Tuesday in January preceding the 
presidential preference primary election (was, second Tuesday in December). 
Amends GS_ 163-213.6 to require State Board of Elections in all cases to notify 
person that his name will be printed on ballot as a candidate (now, only upon 
written request). 

Provides that notices of candidacy for 1987 municipal elections in City of 
Albemarle must be filed by noon, July 31, 1987, and in City of Asheboro by noon, 
Aug. 259"1987% 


S 416 Redistricting data program (previous digest on p. 393) 

House committee substitute makes numerous changes in bill. Retains 
provision suspending authority of county comm’rs to change township boundaries 
between Jan. 1, 1988 and Jan. 2, 1990 and adds provision that portion of city 
charter or local act providing for automatic change in township boundaries upon 
change in city boundary shall not be effective during that time period. 

Deletes proposed GS 160A-58.20 and substitutes similar provision that 
governing board of city may amend annexation ordinance to provide for Dec. 31, 
1987 effective date if: (1) ordinance is adopted after Jan. 1, 1987 and before 
date of ratification, (2) ordinance provides for annexation during 1988, and (3) 
annexed area is located in county with 1980 population of at least 55,000. 
Provides that no annexation ordinance adopted under GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, may 
become effective during period of Nov. 1, 1989, to Jan. 1, 1990 in counties with 
1980 population of 55,000 or more. 

Adds new GS 163-132.5A, providing that if annexation becomes effective during 
1988 or 1989 and part of city boundary is contiguous to city and is also 
precinct boundary for elections administered by county board of elections, 
annexed area is automatically moved into city precinct. Provides for exception 
if entire contiguous area is township or county boundary or visible feature 
expected to used as census block boundary in 1990 census. Authorizes board of 
elections to delay change under this section to date not later than Jan. 1, 
1992. Exempts State Board of Elections from Administrative Procedure Act while 
acting pursuant to GS 163, Art. 12A and provides for direct appeal from State 
Board to Wake County Superior Court. Clarifies that precinct boundaries 
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established or changed under Art. 12A are not required to follow township lines. 

Amends GS 163-132.2 to authorize county boards of elections to alter precinct 
boundaries so that each precinct contains only contiguous territory, unless new 
GS »163-132.5A has caused precinct to be divided into non-contiguous areas. 
Reduces time within which boards must file precinct maps with State Board and 
Legislative Services Office by 15 days. Requires Legislative Services Office to 
provide opinion to State Board of Elections about whether each precinct is 
composed solely of contiguous territory, and directs State Board to alter 
precinct boundaries if necessary to cause precinct to be composed only of 
contiguous territory, unless non-contiguity is caused by GS 160A-132.5A. 


Directs State to participate in 1990 Census Redistricting Data Program and to 


request US Census Bureau to provide census data summaries by precinct. 
Specifies that boundaries become effective when Census Bureau precinct maps are 
filed, with any change in proposed effective date made under. statutory 
provisions. Provides that if precinct includes non-contiguous portions because 
of GS 163-132.5A, State Board of Elections must designate those areas as 
separate precincts for census data purposes. 

Amends GS 160A-29 to require mayor to file copy of map and annexation 
ordinance with county board of elections if territory is annexed between Jan. 1, 
1988 and Jan. 2, 1990, and county has population of at least 55,000. Makes 
conforming changes in GS 160A-39 and 160A-51 (Annexation recorded). 


S 482 Candidate withdrawal approval (previous digest on p. 423) 

House amendment provides that if person nominated as candidate of 
political party vacates the nomination and the vacancy is for some reason other 
than death and occurs more than 120 days before general election, the vacancy 
may be filled only if appropriate executive committee certifies the name of the 
nominee at least 90 days before general election. 


S 821 #£=Nurse Practice Act fees revised 
Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO MAKE

House amendment #1 rewrites GS 20-9(h) to: (1) specify that Div’n of 
Motor Vehicles is not to issue license to applicant who holds any license to 
drive issued by any other state or country (now, any other US jurisdiction) and 
currently in force, unless the applicant surrenders that license to Div’n; (2) 
delete exemption in current law for nonresident military personnel or members of 
their household; and (3) make it unlawful to possess or display more than one 
current drivers license, whether issued by NC or any other state or country. 
Allows possession of more than one license until Dec. 31, 1989, if another 
state’s law so requires. Requires any law enforcement officer who charges a 
person with a violation of GS 20-9(h) to seize all but the most recently issued 
license and forward the seized licenses to the Div’n; Div’n is to keep a record 
of these licenses on the driver’s driving record.

Authorizes Dep’t of Administration to 
acquire, in addition to land for super collider site, easements for access to 
site, utility easements, temporary easements for construction, and off site 
locations for disposition of material excavated from site. Authorizes federal 
gov’t to acquire by condemnation or other proceeding title to land in Durham, 
Granville, and Person counties, for site, and authorizes State to reimburse 
federal gov’t for compensation made in condemnation proceedings. Specifies that 
Dep’t of Administration, US Dep’t of Energy, and agents and contractors have 
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right to enter on any land for purpose of examination of land as necessary for 


site selection. Directs Dep’t of Administration to reimburse landowners for 
damage to real property caused by such entry, and authorizes superior court 
action to recover unreimbursed damages. Specifies that Governor, with 


concurrence of Council of State, may contract for acquisition of land and take 
other action necessary to implement act. Provides that if collider is not built 
on land conveyed to US by State for that purpose or condemned by US for that 
purpose, or if only a portion of land is used, title to land shall revert to 
State on release by US.

H 712 Wilmington/New Hanover consolidation (previous digests on pp. 435, 


1001) 

House committee substitute #2 makes numerous changes in bill, with 
substantive changes set forth below. Provides that effective date of 
consolidation is July 1 following referendum (was, first Monday in June 
following election of governing body). Specifies that mayor and board of 


comm’rs to be elected in odd-numbered years, and that, beginning in 1991, 
elections will follow municipal election timetable. Deletes requirement that 
persons appointed to positions within consolidated government acquire residence 
within government within three months after appointment. Sets out detailed 
notice requirements for publication of date of public budget hearings held by 
board of comm’rs and specifies that section is intended to modify GS 159-17. 
Specifies that outstanding general obligation bonds and bond anticipation notes 
of City of Wilmington are assumed by new consolidated government. Deletes 
provision directing governing bodies of New Hanover County and Wilmington to 
hold joint meeting and adopt a resolution calling for referendum on Charter, and 
substitutes provision that act becomes effective only approved by majority of 
voters in referendum to be held Oct. 6, 1987. Extends terms of initial mayor to 
Dec. 1993 (was, 1992) and of initial members of board of comm’rs to Dec. 1993 
(was 1992) and Dec. 1991 (was 1990). Provides that all persons holding elective 
office, other than board of comm’rs, are ex officio members of the Transition 
Committee, and requires first meeting of Committee within 30 days after 
election. Provides that 1988-89 budget ordinances adopted by city and county 
governments are to be administered according to their terms. Authorizes board of 
comm’rs to amend 1988-89 budget ordinances adopted by consolidated government. 
Deletes requirement that employees affected by reduction in staffing must be 
paid seven days’ severance pay for each year of service, with two-week minimum, 
but retains other provisions authorizing payment of five days severance pay for 
each year of service. Provides that New Hanover County shall not elect county 
comm’rs in 1988, but rather that present members shall hold over until effective 
date of consolidation. 


H 840 Waste treatment certificate change (previous digests on pp. 461, 802) 
Senate amendment changes effective date to August 1, 1987. 


H 1008 Straight-ticket voting compliance (previous digest on p. 577) 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
BRING NORTH CAROLINA INTO COMPLIANCE WITH A COURT DECISION CONCERNING 
STRAIGHT-TICKET VOTING, AND TO PROVIDE A SEPARATE BALLOT FOR MULTI-SEAT RACES, 
EXCEPT WHERE MECHANICAL VOTING MACHINES ARE USED." Includes provisions of 
original bill without change. Adds new GS 163-140(£) and amends GS 163-151 and 
GS 163-170 (rules for making and counting ballots in primaries and elections) to 
allow voters to mark the straight-ticket party circle and also cast votes for 
candidates of the other party or for write-in candidates. Provides that in such 
a case, the ballot shall be counted as a vote for all candidates of the party 
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whose straight-ticket circle is marked, except candidates for an office for 
‘which the voter has marked the candidate of any other party or has made a 
write-in, in which case the ballot shall be counted as a vote for the crossover 
or write-in. Repeals SL 1983, Ch. 1099 (which provides in such a case that the 
ballot shall be counted for all candidates of the party whose circle is marked, 
except those for whom the voter has made a crossover or write-in, and that for 
those candidates, no vote shall be deemed to have been cast for either one). 
Effective for elections held on or after January 1, 1988. 


H 1155 Public School Building Capital Fund (previous digest on p. 650) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
CREATE THE PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDING CAPITAL FUND TO ASSIST COUNTY GOVERNMENTS IN 
MEETING THEIR PUBLIC SCHOOL BUILDING CAPITAL NEEDS, TO CREATE THE CRITICAL 
SCHOOL FACILITY NEEDS FUND TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR COUNTIES THAT HAVE THE GREATEST 
CRITICAL SCHOOL FACILITY NEEDS, TO CREATE A COMMISSION TO DETERMINE THE CRITICAL 
SCHOOL FACILITY NEEDS OF EACH COUNTY, TO REPEAL THE TAX ON INVENTORIES OF 
MANUFACTURERS, RETAILERS, AND WHOLESALERS, TO REIMBURSE LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR 
THE RESULTING REVENUE LOSS, TO INCREASE THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX, TO REQUIRE 
MOST EMPLOYERS TO REMIT WITHHOLDING TAXES ON A MONTHLY BASIS, TO REPEAL THE 
RETAILERS’ DISCOUNT FOR PAYMENT OF SALES AND USE TAXES WHEN DUE, AND TO EARMARK 
ADDITIONAL LOCAL SALES AND USE TAX PROCEEDS FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION." 

Merchants/Manufacturers Inventory Excluded from Property Tax. Adds new 
GS 105-275(32) and -275(33) to exclude from property tax inventories owned by 
manufacturers and retail and wholesale merchants. Repeals existing income tax 
credits for property taxes paid on certain inventory (GS 105-163.03 and 
-163.06) and existing classification of certain inventories for taxation at 
preferential rates (GS 105-277(i)). 

Reimbursement for Merchant’s Inventory Exclusion. Amends GS 105-277A 
to authorize Sec’y of Revenue to reimburse taxing units for revenue loss due to 
merchant’s inventory exclusion by distributing. to each county a per capita share 
of $39 million to be divided among the county and the taxing units therein in 
proportion to the’ total amount of ad valorem taxes levied by each during the 
preceding fiscal year. 

Reimbursement. for Manufacturer’s Inventory Exclusion. Amends GS 
105-275.1 to authorize reimbursement of local taxing units for revenue loss due 
to manufacturer’s inventory exclusion. Generally, directs Sec’y of Revenue to 
determine amount of 1987 revenue from property taxes on manufacturer’s 
inventory, adjusted to reflect changes in property tax rates for the taxing unit 
over the previous eight-year period. Annual reimbursement will equal this 
amount adjusted to account for changes in State personal income as compiled by 
US Commerce Dep’t. 

Corporate Income Tax. Amends GS 105-130.3 to increase corporate income 
tax rate from 6% to 7%. Amends GS 105-163.6(cl) to require employers with 
average deduction and withholding of $500 per month (now, $3,000 per month)’ to 
make returns to Sec’y on a monthly basis under GS 105-163.2. 

Sales Tax. Repeals 3% merchant’s discount for timely payment of sales 
taxes (GS 105-164.21). 

Ear-marking of Local Option Sales Tax. Amends GS 105-502(a) to require 
counties to use 60% of additional one-half percent local sales tax authorized in 
1986 for school capital outlay or school debt service during first 11 fiscal 
years in which the tax is in effect (now, mandated percent declines to 20% by 
llth year). 

Public School Building Capital Fund. Adds new Art. 38A, Ch. 115C to 


create the Public School Building Capital Fund to assist county governments. 
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Provides that from Sept. 1, 1987 through June 30, 1988, Sec’y shall deposit 
monthly one-seventh of net corporate income tax collections in Fund. Effective 
July 1, 1988, Sec’y to deposit quarterly $2.5 million, less one-fourteenth 
corporate income tax net collections during previous quarter, in Fund. 
Allocations from Fund to be made to counties on average daily membership basis 
must be used for school buildings and land purchases for schools. Requires 
county to match each $3 of state funds with $1 of local funds. 

Critical School Facility Needs Fund. Adds new Art. 34A, Ch. 115C to 
create the Critical School Facility Needs Fund. Sec’y to estimate, by Jan. 15, 
1988, the amount of additional tax revenue to be collected as a result of repeal 
of 3% merchant’s sales tax discount and to deposit that amount in the Fund. 
Requires initial deposit of $40 million, drawn from sales and use taxes. 
Effective July 1, 1988, Sec’y to deposit $2.5 million quarterly in Fund, drawn 
from corporate income tax collections. Local boards of education and boards of 
county comm’rs to apply jointly for grants from Fund to meet critical needs in 
local school administrative unit. Criteria for making grants’ from Fund 
specified in act, as follows: (1) critical school facility needs of the county, 
(2) ability to pay as measured by per pupil adjusted property tax base in the 
county and the per capita income of the county, and (3) any critical nonschool 
needs that may force the county to divert its resources from school facilities. 
Requires statewide school facility minimum standards, to be developed by State 
Board of Education by June 1, 1988. Standards to define what constitutes 
adequate facilities, furniture, equipment, apparatus, and spaces. 

Comm’n on School Facility Needs. Creates independent Commission on 
School Facility Needs consisting of five members appointed by General Assembly 
upon recommendation of the Lt. Governor, and five members appointed by the 
General Assembly upon recommendation of the Speaker of the House. Comm’n to 
report to General Assembly by April 1, 1988, and March 1, 1989. Appropriates 
$200,000 from State Board of Education to the Comm’n. Amends GS 115C-521(a) to 
require local boards of education to submit long-range plans to meet school 
facility needs by Jan. 1, 1988 and every 5 years thereafter. Makes conforming 
amendment to GS 120-123. 

Effective dates. Repeal of exclusion for inventories effective Jan. l, 
1988. Reimbursement for exclusion provisions effective Jan. 1, 1989. Corporate 
tax increase effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1987. 
Decrease in employer withholding threshold effective Aug. 1, 1987 and applies to 
amounts withheld from an employee’s wages on or after that date. Merchant’s 3% 
sales tax discount repealed effective Aug. 1, 1987, and applies to remittances 
of sales and use _ taxes collected on or after that date. Remainder effective 
upon ratification. 


H 1242 Investment of local funds (previous digest on p. 698) 

House committee substitute requires that investments of local 
government investment mutual funds and commingled investment pools be limited to 
instruments listed in GS 159-30 (rather than all investments available to State 
Treasurer) and makes technical changes.

S 348 Voters report address changes (previous digests on pp. 339, 1166, 1179) 

House amendment #1 authorizes State Board of Elections to allow 
counties to use paper ballots in multi-candidate contests where optical scan 
ballot counters are not programmable to count such ballots. House amendment #2 
amends Sec. 2, Ch. 225, SL 1983, as amended by Ch. 827, SL 1985, to add Moore 
County to listed counties authorized to establish voting precincts without 
regard to township boundaries. House amendment #3 amends Sec. .2, Ch. 419, SL 
1987 to provide that public notice of the referendum to determine whether 
Grandfather Village shall be incorporated be given no later than 10 days before 
registration closes, or as soon thereafter as practicable. House amendment #4 
provides that persons who are registered voters in Durham County who live in an 
area outside the corporate limits of the City of Durham, but which will be 
within the corporate limits by Sept. 30, 1987, may file as candidates for Durham 
City elections. House amendment #5 adds a severability clause. 


S 401 DOT private contract participation (previous digest on p. 378) 

House committee substitute adds new GS 136-28.5(h), requiring DOT Sec’y 
to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on quarterly basis on all agreements 
between private developer and DOT under the act, and provides for expiration of 
act on June 30, 1990. 


S 409 Domestic law changes (previous digests on pp. 379, 863, 1003, 1030) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
PROHIBIT RETROACTIVE MODIFICATION OF PAST DUE CHILD SUPPORT PAYMENTS AND TO GIVE 
VESTED PAST DUE CHILD SUPPORT THE JUDGMENT EFFECT REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW, 
CONSISTENT WITH DUE PROCESS OF LAW AND WITH EXISTING REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 
DOCKETING OF SUCH JUDGMENTS AND TO CLARIFY WHEN A DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ARREST MAY 
BE MADE WITHOUT A WARRANT." New bill provides that a child support payment is 
not past due, for purposes of restrictions on retroactive modification, if 
payment accrues: (1) after death of child; (2) after death of supporting parent; 
(3) while child is living with supporting parent under court order or express or 
implied written or oral agreement transferring primary custody of child to 
supporting parent; or (4) while supporting party is incarcerated, is not on work 
release, and does not have ability to make payment. Payment is not “overdue” 
under bill if payment required to be made to clerk of superior court is actually 
received by party entitled to support, payment is made in timely manner, and 
receipt is evidenced by written receipt or canceled check. 

Amends GS 50B-4(b) to direct law-enforcement officers to arrest a 
person if the officer has probable cause to believe that the person has violated 
any order entered under GS Ch. 50B (now, limited to orders excluding person from 
residence or prohibiting person from harassing or interfering with victim). 
Specifies that no warrant is required. Clarifies that mandatory arrest 
provision applies only if officer can ascertain contents of order (now, requires 
only that officer determine order exists). Effective Oct. 1, 1987.

Candidates Financing Fund (was, NC Campaign Election Fund), to be made up of 
taxpayer contributions as described in original bill. Retains current 
provisions of GS 105-159.1, permitting taxpayers to contribute to Political 
Parties Financing Fund, and directs Sec’y of Revenue to revise income tax return 
to clearly indicate that two funds are distinct, and that taxpayers may 
designate contributions to either or both funds. 

Provides candidates may file application for grant from Candidates Fund 
only after being certified as party’s nominee (was, after filing notice of 
candidacy), but not after Aug. 1. Requires State Board of Elections ("Board") 
to notify all applicants of applications made by candidates in same contest by 


Aug rey Provides that candidate is eligible for grant only if he raises 
qualifying matching contributions (defined as $250. or less) equal to 5% of 
expenditure limit. Specifies that qualifying matching contributions consist 


only of funds raised after candidate receives nomination; funds raised before 
that time may be spent for any election expense permitted by law, and do not 
count toward candidate’s eligibility threshold (although expenditure of these 
funds after nomination is subject to expenditure limits set out in new GS 
163-278.50(b)). Deletes limit on amount candidate may accept from fund-raising 
event. 

Changes formula used to determine amount that candidates may spend 
after nomination, increasing that amount, and deletes 60% limit on amount that 
candidate with only general election opposition may spend. Deletes exceptions to 
expenditure limits. Sets out general rule that candidate may use money from 
Fund only to further election by expenditures allowed by state law, and deletes 
detailed definition of "qualified campaign expenditures." 

Requires Board to decide eligibility of candidates by Sept. 1 before 
general election, and to notify candidate within seven days. Limits amount 
candidate may receive to 50% of candidate’s expenditure limit. Makes changes in 
reporting requirements applicable to candidates. Requires. that funds be 
distributed by Sept. 1 before general election. 

Adds GS 163-278.51, concerning withdrawal of grant application. Sets 
out detailed provisions governing deadlines for withdrawal of application, 
eligibility of replacement nominees to participate in Fund, and treatment of 
Opposing candidate participating in Fund upon decision by replacement nominee to 
forego participation in Fund. 

Deletes specific punishment for misdemeanor set out in bill, with 
result that general provisions of GS 14-3 will apply (imprisonment up to 2 
years, fine, or both). 

Requires candidates to spend one dollar for every dollar spent from 
Candidates’ Fund account, so that Fund account is not exhausted before other 
resources. Requires unspent funds to be returned to Fund within 90 days of 
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general election. Provides that candidate must reimburse Candidates Fund (was, 
General Fund) for sums improperly spent. Sets out timetable of deadlines 
relevant to new Article. 

Deletes repeal of GS Ch. 163, Art. 22B, and makes conforming changes 
throughout that Article, substituting reference to Political Parties Financing 
Fund for reference to Election Campaign Fund. Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 
1988, for portion of act concerning taxpayer contribution to Funds. Remainder 
of act effective Jan. 1, 1990.

WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY WITH RESPECT TO FINANCIAL MATTERS, TO AUTHORIZE 
TAXES, FEES, SURCHARGES, AND PENALTIES IN CONNECTION WITH THE MANAGEMENT OF 
LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE, TO AUTHORIZE DISBURSEMENTS OF FUNDS BY THE 
AUTHORITY, TO PROVIDE FOR PAYMENT TO A COUNTY IN WHICH THERE IS SITED A 
LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE FACILITY TWENTY-FIVE PERCENT OF THE NET PROCEEDS OF

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO MAKE 
TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE REVENUE LAWS AND MACHINERY ACT." Makes numerous 
changes in GS Ch. 105, Subchapter 2, and Ch. 115C, with major substantive 
changes noted below. 

Amendments’ to School Facilities Finance Act (Ch. 622, H 1155). Amends 
GS 105-275.1, as rewritten by SL 1987, Ch. 622, to specify that manufacturer’s 
inventory 
used to calculate reimbursement is that required to be listed by Jan. 1, 1987 
and listed on or before Sept. 1, 1987 (now, "taxed in 1987"). Requires 
Secretary to reimburse local government units on or before March 20, 1989 (now, 
within 60 days of receiving list required by law). Specifies that reimbursement 
for exclusion of manufacturers’ inventories for amounts collected on behalf of 
special districts includes adjustment based on State personal income. Clarifies 
that average rate for governmental units that did not have tax rates in effect 
for previous eight years is determined by averaging rates for years in which 
government did have rates, during eight-year period. 

Amends GS _ 105-277A, as rewritten by Ch. 622, to make same changes as 
those above in reference to retailers’ and wholesalers’ inventories, with 
exception of clause pertaining to amounts collected on behalf of special 
districts. In addition, modifies provisions governing distribution for 
reimbursement. Directs Sec’y to distribute to each taxing unit that unit’s per 
capita share of $15,745,000 (now, Sec’y to distribute to each county per capita 
share of $13,230,000) in 1989. Thereafter, per capita distribution to be based 
on sum distributed previous year with adjustment for State personal income. 
Sets out detailed method for determining per capita distribution. Directs city 
or county to distribute amounts received as reimbursement in turn to special 
district, based on proportionate amount of ad valorem taxes levied for most 
recent fiscal year. In addition to per capita distribution, retains provision 
for claims—based distribution, but provides for deduction of 3.4% (now, 2.5%) of 
local sales tax distributions between Jan. 1, 1988, and Dec. 1, 1988. Directs 
counties to distribute portion of sums allocated to cities, based on ad valorem 
taxes. Amounts to be distributed to special districts based on Local Government 
Commission regulations. 

Amends new GS 115C-489.2 (SL 1987, Ch. 622, Sec. 12) to provide that if 
local school administrative unit is located in more than one county, board of 
education may apply for grant (now, board of education and board of county 
comm’rs apply jointly in all cases). Amends new GS 115C-546.2 to provide that 
in case of local school unit located in more than one county, county must 
allocate amounts from Fund between that school unit and other units in county 
based on average daily membership attributable to county. 

Amends new GS _ 115C-489.4(a) (Comm’n on School Facility Needs) to 
provide that Lt. Governor and Speaker will each recommend one member to serve as 
cochairman of Comm’n. Specifies that members’ terms will expire July 1, 1991, 
and that successors will serve four-year terms. 

Amends new GS_ 115C-546.2(b) to add planning of school buildings as 
authorized use for amounts distributed from Fund. 
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Amends Sec. 15.1 of Ch. 622 (creating Inventory Tax Reimbursement Fund) 
to set forth detailed directions for determining amount to be withheld from 
distributions of local sales and use taxes. 

Extends effective date of portion of Ch. 622 dealing with employer’s 
obligation to withhold income tax to Jan. 1, 1988 (now, Aug. 1, 1987).

STATE EMPLOYMENT IS WITHIN THE PURVIEW OF CHAPTER 126 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." 
Deletes provisions of original bill requiring veteran’s preference in all State 
departments, agencies, and institutions, and limits applicability to employees 
under GS Ch. 126, the State Personnel Act. Adds_ new Art. 13, "Veteran’s 
Preference," to Ch. 126. New GS 126-80 declares policy of the State that 
veterans be granted preference in employment with State agencies subject to 
Chapter 126. New GS 126-81 defines eligibility for veteran’s preference as in 
original bill. Adds new GS 126-82 to require State Personnel Comm’n to evaluate 
qualifications of veterans against minimum job requirements and give credit for 
all military service "that bears a reasonable functional relationship to the 
knowledge, skills, and abilities required in the position applied for," and give 
up to 4 years credit for related and unrelated military service. Adds new GS 
126-84 to require Comm’n to develop a system where, if no examination used to 
determine ranking of applicants, alternative methods of veteran’s preference be 
devised to "assure acceptable progress toward the targets for the level of 
veteran’s employment within State government." Adds new GS 126-89 establishing 
position of Veterans’ Preference Coordinator in Office of State Personnel, to 
(1) provide training to managers and personnel officers, (2) serve as liaison 
between veterans organizations and State departments, (3) develop veterans 
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referral sources, (4) counsel eligible veterans, and (5) provide statistical 


reports of veteran status in State government. State Personnel Comm’n to 
develop targets for employment level of veterans and review compliance with 
targets. New GS 126-90 retains present exemptions under GS 126-5: Amends GS 


128-15 to provide for employment preference for veterans and their spouses or 
surviving spouses (was, for veterans and their wives), in all competitive 
examinations, but adds new GS 128-15(b) to specify that this preference only 
applies to positions otherwise exempted under GS 126-90. Makes clarifying 
amendment to GS 126-5(a). Appropriates $79,758 for fiscal 1988-89 to implement 
the act. Appropriation effective July 1, 1987; remainder effective Oct. 1, 
1987.

House committee substitute adds the following new provisions to 
original bill: (1) amends GS 58-511 to provide that taxes on premiums paid for 
coverage of risks resident or located in NC by purchasing group or members of 
purchasing group must be imposed at same rate and subject to same interest, 
fines, and penalties as those applicable to premium taxes on similar coverage 
from a similar insurance source by other insureds and must be paid first by such

GOVERNMENTS, AND SUBSTITUTING A REQUIREMENT THAT THE COUNTY BOARD OF

THAT OUTSIDE THE LIMITS OF THE ORGANIZING GOVERNMENTS, SUCH ACTIONS CAN ONLY BE

Adds GS 
40A-40.2(b), providing complaint in case in which property is not located within 
limits of organizing political subdivisions of authority must be accompanied by 
copy of consent of board of comm’rs, copy of abstract of special election 
showing voters in county have approved taking, and copy of certificate from 
Environmental Management Comm'n. Adds GS 162A-7.1, concerning details of 
conduct of special election required by bill. Deletes clause exempting ten 
counties from application of bill. 


H 1208 Domestic violence changes (previous digests on pp. 665, 1030) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites GS 50B-1 to make clarifying and 
technical changes in definition of domestic violence and_ to provide that 
domestic violence includes commission of criminal acts set out in GS 14-27.2 
through -27.7 (rape and sexual offenses) against minor residing with current or 
former spouse or person of opposite sex with whom offending party lives or has 
lived as if married. Amends GS 50B-2 to delete requirement that court hold 
hearing within ten days of filing of motion for emergency relief, and 
substitutes provision that court may hold hearing upon five days notice to other 
party. Provides court may (now, shall) enter temporary protective order prior 
to hearing, and requires showing of immediate danger of serious and immediate 
injury.

S 412 Licensing commercial truck drivers (previous digest on p. 393,979,1172) 

House committee substitute adds new GS 20-4.01(3c) to define 
"commercial motor vehicle" as vehicle with gross weight of 4,000 lbs. or more 
used in commerce (was, 30,000 lbs. or more, or designed to transport more than 
15 passengers, or used to transport hazardous materials). Defines "special 
commercial motor vehicle" as vehicle with gross weig’t of 10,000 lbs. or more 
used in commerce. Amends GS 20-9(c) to add provision prohibiting issuance of 
license to operate special commercial motor vehicle to anyone disqualified under 
Federal Motor Carrier Regulations adopted by Div’n of Motor Vehicles (was, no 
Class A or B license to operate commercial truck issued to one disqualified 
under federal regulations). Retains amendment to GS 20-10 prohibiting person 
under 21 from driving public passenger-carrying vehicle. Changes effective date 
to October 31, 1988 (was, 1987). 


S 428 Interest on certain judgments (previous digests on pp. 396, 511, 534) 

House committee substitute amends title to read "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT 
INTEREST SHALL BE AT THE LEGAL RATE ON JUDGMENTS IN ACTIONS FOR BREACH OF A 
CONTRACT EXTENDING CREDIT FOR PERSONAL, FAMILY, HOUSEHOLD, OR AGRICULTURAL 
PURPOSES AFTER ONE YEAR FOLLOWING FINAL JUDGMENT," (underlined words added) and 
amends text of bill accordingly. 
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Soe JUg Safe Roads Act study 

Senate committee substitute completely replaces original bill with "AN 
ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY MODIFICATIONS TO 
THE SAFE ROADS ACT." Authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to study 
modifications in Safe Roads Act proposed by following 1987 bills: S 218 
Intoxication level, Class A drivers; S 509 DWI civil license revocation; S$ 54/7 
Felony death by vehicle punishment; S 595 No license after murder by vehicle; S 
598 Revoke limited driving privilege; and S 599 Implied consent law, juveniles. 
Directs Comm’n to report to 1988 session. Appropriates $10,000 from General 
Fund to Comm’n for fiscal 1987-88 to fund study. 


S 602 Child placement certification (previous digests on pp. 492, 757) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
PROTECT CHILDREN PLACED FOR ADOPTION BY REQUIRING NOTICE AND INVESTIGATION." 
Bill now requires prospective adoptive parents to notify county social services 
director at least 72 hours before child is placed in new home. Contains 
detailed provisions concerning required contents of notice. Specifies that 
knowing and willful violation of section is misdemeanor. Requires director to 
investigate proposed placement, unless he elects to waive investigation, and 
permits director to rely on information already known to dep’t. If director 
determines. placement is contrary to child’s welfare, provides he shall notify 
all parties of determination. Deletes provisions requiring director to give 
approval before placement may occur. 


S 630 Hickory facility fees (previous digest on p. 508) 

House committee substitute makes following changes in original bill: 
(1) amends definition of new construction to exclude renovations, repairs and 
additions unless change increases off-street parking requirement or is a change 
in occupancy under State Building Code; (2) authorizes council to divide city 
into zones in order to determine estimated costs of facilities, and provides 
that fees may differ according to zone; (3) provides that any fee. classification 
shall be based on amount, cost, and additional burden placed on public 
facilities by particular types and sizes of development; (4) provides that 
developers paying facilities fees do not thereby obtain rights to use facilities 
greater than any other member of the public; and (5) sets out procedure for 
contesting assessment of fee, zone division, classification, or rate.

Senate amendment makes act effective with respect to annexations 
effective on or after August 1, 1987 (was, June 1, 1987). 


H 1158 Private auto insurance changes (previous digest on p. 651) 

House committee substitute replaces bill with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE 
AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE RATE DISCOUNTS FOR PERSONS WHO ARE 55 YEARS OF AGE OR 
OLDER; TO FACILITATE RECOVERY OF LOSSES OF THE MOTOR VEHICLE REINSURANCE 
FACILITY; TO REVISE AND IMPROVE THE SUBCLASSIFICATION PLAN FOR NONFLEET PRIVATE 
PASSENGER AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE; AND TO REQUIRE PROOF OF FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY 
UPON APPLICATIONS FOR DRIVERS’ LICENSES AND LIMITED DRIVING PRIVILEGES." 

Auto insurance senior citizen discount. Adds new GS 58-124.23 to 
permit, subject to Comm’r of Insurance approval, downward deviation in nonfleet 
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private passenger auto insurance rates for insureds who are 55 years of age or 
older. 


Recovery of losses of Reinsurance Facility. Adds new GS 58-248.41, 


applicable only to losses from nonfleet private auto insurance, to provide that 
from July 1, 1988 through June 30, 1989, 80% of Facility’s losses shall be 
recouped according to GS 58-248.34(f) and 20% shall be allocated among all 
policies. Sets out changing percentages through July 1, 1992, when beginning on 
that date all Facility’s losses shall be allocated among all policies. 

Traffic violations, accidents, and surcharges. Adds new GS 58-124.33 
to allow Safe Driver Incentive Plan (SDIP) under GS 58-124.31(b) to provide for 
separate premium surcharges for major, intermediate, and minor accidents. Major 
accident is at-fault accident resulting in death or bodily injury or property 
damage of $2,000 or more. Intermediate accident is at-fault accident resulting 
in only property damage of more than $1,000 but less than $2,000. Minor 
accident is at-fault accident resulting in only property damage of $1,000 or 
less. Plan may also exempt certain minor accidents from surcharge. 

Sets out in GS 58-124.33(c) list of serious traffic offenses 
(manslaughter, DWI, reckless driving, etc.) for which Plan must provide for 
Facility recoupment surcharges under GS 58-248.34(f) and GS 58-248.41, in 
addition to premium surcharges. Requires in GS 58-124.33(b) that Plan must 
provide that for conviction of moving traffic violation not listed in 
subsection(c), there is no Facility recoupment surcharge unless specified 
conditions (e.g., violation occurred when defendant was involved in at-fault 
accident) are met. 

Provides that there is no Facility recoupment surcharge under GS 
58-248.34(£) for accident involving only damage to operator’s vehicle or to 
property of another for which full payment has been made by at-fault operator 
and operator’s motor vehicle insurer had not made any payment. 

License records, fees. Amends GS 20-26(c)(1) and (2) to increase from 
$4.00 to $4.50 cost of limited or complete extract of driver’s license records. 
Adds new GS 20-26(e) to allow Comm’r to refund or credit up to.65% of amount 
paid when person makes mistake in ordering records. Adds new GS 20-26(f) to 
require DMV to expeditiously furnish to insurance agents, companies and support 
organizations through electronic data processing means copies of license records 
that are required to be kept by subsection (a). 

Driver’s license and proof of insurance. Amends GS 20-/(c) and -7(f) 
to require that driver’s license may not be issued unless person furnishes proof 
that he is financially responsible through certificate of insurance carrier 
showing that there is motor vehicle liability policy for benefit of that person. 
Amends GS 20-13.2 and -19 to require that before Division of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV) restores driver's license under Art. 2 (driver’s license law), person 
seeking restoration must furnish proof that he has notified his insurance agent 
or company of his seeking restoration and that he is financially responsible as 
specified in bill. Amends GS 20-16.1 and -179.3 to provide that judge granting 
limited driving privilege must, before granting privilege, be furnished proof 
that person seeking privilege has notified his insurance agent or company of his 
seeking privilege and is financially responsible as specified in bill. 

Miscellaneous. Amends GS 58-248.33(g)(6) to provide that with respect 
to business produced by designated agents, Facility is to assure that such 
business is rated using Facility rates. Designated agents are authorized to 
place insurance policies in market most favorable to insured. Before binding 
coverage, agents are to obtain driver’s license records of persons to be 
insured. 

Permits subclassification plan to provide for premium surcharge for 
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insureds having less than three (now, two) years’ driving experience as licensed 
drivers. 

Provides for adjustment of base rates for any premium income change 
caused by act. 

Effective dates. Requires Rate Bureau to file’ revised 
subclassification plan by Jan. 1, 1988; plan to be effective six months after 
date plan is approved by Comm’r of Insurance. Plan to apply only to policies 
issued or renewed on or after that date. For accidents or violations occurring 
before effective date, surcharge to be determined by new plan. Provisions 
requiring proof of financial responsibility for driver’s licenses are effective 
Jan. JF, 1988. Remainder of bill, except those provisions effective with 
effective date of new plan, is effective on ratification.

Conference report amends' proposed G.S. 163-132.5A to provide that if 
annexation becomes effective during 1988 or 1989 and any part of the boundary of 
the area being annexed which is actually contiguous to the city (was, any part 
of the boundary of the city which is contiguous to the city) is also a precinct 
boundary for elections administered by county board of elections, annexed area 
is automatically moved into city precinct. Provides for exception if the entire 
area of contiguity between the city and the area being annexed (was, entire 
contiguous area) is township or county boundary or visible feature expected to 
be used as census block boundary on 1990 census. 


S 428 Interest on certain judgments (previous digests on pp. 396, 511, 534, 
1265) 
House amendment deletes changes made by House committee substitute 
digested on p. 1265. 


S 513 Insurance omnibus amendments (previous digests on pp. 466, 846, 1139) 

House amendment amends GS 97-106, effective retroactively to Jan. l, 
1986, to include within definition of "Workmen’s Compensation Act"--with respect 
to claimants or insureds that are residents of NC at time of insured event--the 
Federal Longshoremen’s and Harbor Worker’s Compensation Act. 


S 602 Child placement certification (previous digests on pp. 492, 757, 1266) 
House amendment makes technical change. 
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S 647 Local anti-apartheid requirements (previous digests on pp. 528, 891) 
House committee substitute changes effective date from July 1, 1987 to 
ratification. 


S 777 Strengthen joint custody (previous digests on pp. 636, 847, 1004) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill. Amends GS 50-13.2 to require 
court to consider awarding joint custody to parents on request of either parent, 
and to authorize court to award joint custody. Deletes provision in present law 
that court may award joint custody only if "clearly in the best interest of the 
chitd.." Requires all custody orders to include terms, including visitation, 
that will promote child’s interest and welfare. Applies to proceedings filed on 
or after Octal, 1987, 


S 781 No zoning notice for rewrite (previous digest on pp. 637, 892) 

House committee substitute amends GS 160A-383 (was, 160A-384) to 
require notice to owner of parcel of land and all adjoining landowners of action 
to establish or change boundaries of zoning district (now, notice required in a 
"Zoning classification action"). Provides notice is not required in case of 
complete revision of zoning map covering entire area within corporate limits and 
extraterritorial area zoned by city. Amends GS 153A-343 to make same reference 
to action to establish on change boundaries of zoning district and to provide 
notice requirement does not apply in case of initial zoning or complete revision 
of zoning map of entire township. 


S 848 Low-level Waste Mgt. Authority (previous digest on p. 683) 
Senate committee substitute reorganizes and refines original bill, with 


major changes indicated below. Provides that Authority (was, Governor) will 
select Executive Director. Revises timetable for site selection to set 
following deadlines: May 1, 1988, site selection procedures and criteria 


completed; October 1, 1988, suitable areas identified; August 1; 1989, two or 
three suitable sites selected for characterization; August 1, 1990, two or three 
sites characterized; November 1, 1990, site selected. Streamlines procedures 
for negotiation with affected local governments. Provides for compensation to 
local governments to be based on 2.5% of gross receipts (was, income) of 


facility. Adds as matters subject to arbitration: emergency response 
capabilities; access to facility records and monitoring data; and ongoing health 
surveys of area _ residents. Amends GS 104-6.2 (override of local ordinances 


regulating low-level radioactive waste facilities) vest authority to override 
local ordinance in Governor’s Waste Management Board alone (now, Governor on 
recommendation of Board). Adds new GS 104E-7(a)(10) authorizing Radiation 
Protection Comm’n to exempt from regulation facility operated by generator of 
low-level radioactive waste solely for his own use when such exemption would not 
endanger public health, safety, or the environment. Amends GS 160A-211.1 and GS 
153A-152.1 (local privilege license taxes on low-level radioactive and hazardous 
wastes facilities) to provide that tax may be levied only to extent to which 
compensation is not otherwise provided. Creates Inter-agency Committee on 
Low-Level Radioactive Waste consisting of three members each from Governor’s 
Waste Management Board, Radiation Protection Comm'n, and Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste Management Authority. Authorizes Committee to review, evaluate, and study 
low-level radioactive waste management and siting, and to recommend to General 
Assembly by April 1, 1988, any changes in laws and procedures deemed advisable. 
Authorizes consideration in 1988 of any legislation needed to implement 
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Committee recommendations,

Sets out five issues for study and allows other 
pertinent studies. Requires LRC report to 1988 Session. Effective September 1, 
1987. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 417 Revenue laws technical changes (previous digest on p. 394) 
Senate amendment (1) makes technical changes; (2) specifies in 
rewritten GS 105-130.5(c)(3) (relating to adjustments to be made to federal 
taxable income in determining state corporate income tax) that no adjustment is 
to be made under that subsection for adjustments addressed in GS 105-130.5(a) 
and (b) (additions to and deductions from federal taxable income to be made in 
determining state net income); and (3) adds amendment to GS 105-324(b) and (c) 
providing that notices of appeal from property tax listing and valuation 
decisions of boards of equalization and review and boards of county 
commissioners are to be filed with county assessor rather than clerk to board of 
commissioners. 


S 535 Hazardous waste fee changes (previous digests on pp. 4/70, 890) 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO AMEND THE FEE 
SCHEDULE APPLICABLE TO GENERATORS AND TRANSPORTERS OF HAZARDOUS WASTE AND TO 
| HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITIES; TO REVISE THE NAME OF THE HAZARDOUS WASTE REGULATION 
STUDY; TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE MARINE FISHERIES ACT OF 1987; AND TO 
AMEND THE BUSINESS CORPORATION ACT" and rewrites bill as follows: 


Hazardous waste fees. Adds new GS 130A-294.1 containing hazardous 
waste fee schedule (amended GS 130A-294(a)(7) is retained, but fee provisions » 
are replaced by schedule in new _ section). Fees are as follows: (1) For 


generator of 1000 kg. or more of hazardous waste in any calendar month during 
July 1 to June 30 year, $600 ($500, effective July 1, 1988) plus $.50 per ton up 


to 25,000 ton maximum. (2) For generator of 100 or more but less than 1000 kg. 
of hazardous waste during any calendar month during July 1 to June 30 year, $25 


annually after July 1, 1988. (3) For generator of less than 100 kg. (until July 
1, 1988, 1000 kg.) of hazardous waste in each calendar month of July 1 to June 
30 year, no fee for that year. (4) For transporter, $600. (5) For storage, 


treatment, or disposal facility that accepts hazardous waste from general public 
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or from another person for a fee, $1200 for each permitted activity; a single 
tonnage charge of $1.75 per ton of hazardous waste stored, treated, and disposed 
of; and an application fee for each proposed activity--$10,000 for storage 
facility, $15,000 for treatment facility, and $25,000 for disposal facility. 

Specifies that hazardous waste generated as a result of any type of 
remedial action is not subject to tonnage fees for generators. Provides that. 
generator of hazardous waste that is also permitted as a storage, treatment, or 
disposal facility accepting hazardous waste for a fee must pay both generator 
fees and storage, treatment, or disposal facility fees set out above for 
hazardous waste other than its own. For its own waste, such a generator need 
not pay storage, treatment, or disposal facility tonnage fees. 

All fees collected by Dep’t of Human Resources (Dep’t) under GS 
130A-294.1 are to be deposited in a separate nonreverting fund to be used, 
subject to legislative appropriation, to pay state’s share of the cost of 
Dep’t’s hazardous waste management program. Effective July 1, 1988, Secretary 
of Human Resources is to annually adjust tonnage fees to assure the continued 
availability of funds sufficient to pay the state’s share. 

Requires Dep’t to make annual report to legislature and Fiscal Research 
Div’n on cost of hazardous waste management program; specifies report’s 
contents. Specifies that act does not limit any authority that any city or 
county may otherwise have to impose local permit fees. 

Consolidation of Environmental Regulatory Agencies Study Comm’n. 
Amends SL 1985, Ch. 1014, Sec. 150 to substitute cited Comm’n for legislative 
committee called for by that section. Comm’n is to study whether to consolidate 
regulation of environmental pollutants in a single agency and whether to create 
a state environmental protection agency; its membership is to be the same as 
membership of legislative committee. 

Exemptions from NC Control Share Acquisition Act. Adds new GS 55-99 to 
provide that GS Ch. 55, Art. 7A (added by SL 1987, Ch. 182), the NC Control 
Share Acquisition Act, does not apply to any corporation if corporation’s board 
of directors adopts a bylaw so stating, either on or before the 90th calendar 
day after new section is ratified or by an earlier date irrevocably established 
by board resolution. For corporations formed after section is ratified, initial 
articles of incorporation must so provide for Art. 7A not to apply. Specifies 
that neither adoption of nor failure to adopt exemption is grounds for any cause 
of action against a corporation or any corporate officer or director. 

Marine Fisheries Comm'n reorganization technical amendments. Makes 
technical amendments to SL 1987, Ch. 641, relating to cited subject. 

Effective dates. Effective on ratification, except that provisions of 
new GS 130A-294.1 other than tonnage fees are effective July 1, 1987, and 
various changes in tonnage and other fees, etc., are effective July 1, 1988, 
where noted above. 


S 944 Spiritous liquor sales tax (previous digests on pp. 77,838,1243) 

House committee substitute combines provisions of H 98 State, local 
sales tax combined (digest on p. 77) and S 944. Incorporates S 944 without 
change except deletes portions concerning distribution of tax proceeds 
equivalent to 2% local sales tax. Incorporates H 98 with following changes: 
(1) provides for adjustment of amounts allocated to each county under proposed 
GS 105-166(b) according to adjustment factor set out in new GS 105-166(c) 
ranging from high of 1.14 for Dare County to low of .90 for Columbus County; (2) 
allows Burke County to use restricted portion of distribution from First Per 
Capita Distribution Pool for any lawful purpose; (3) requires cities to use 40% 
of distribution from Second Per Capita Distribution Pool for water and sewer

Conference report modifies rewritten GS 50B-4(b) to delete provision 
for arrest without warrant for violation of any court order entered pursuant to 
GS Ch. 50B and return to original wording specifying orders which can be 
enforced. 


Seay, Revenue laws technical changes (previous digests on pp. 394, 1319) 

Senate amendment #2 rewrites GS 105-130.7(5) (deductible 
dividends/holding companies) to delete its restriction to holding companies 
having commercial domicile in North Carolina, to add provision disallowing the 
deduction if less than one third of the dividends received by the holding 
company are attributable to North Carolina, to add provision that for purpose 
of the subsection, "dividend" includes, in addition to corporate dividends, 
distributions received from a partnership by a corporation owning more than a 
50% interest in the partnership; and make rewrite effective for taxable years 
beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1987. 


S 685 Premium tax reform (previous digests on pp. 541, 1286) 

House amendment #1 further amends GS 105-228.5 to add provisions that 
for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989, each of the three 
quarterly installments shall be equal to at least 33 1/3%; payment of 
installments shall be made on or before April 15, June 15, and October 15 of 
each taxable year; and the balance shall be remitted by the following March 15 
in same manner provided in section for annual returns. Amends Sec. 5.1, Ch. 
1031, SL 1986 to make it applicable to taxable years beginning Jan. 1, 1990 
(was, 1988; in Committee Substitute, was 1989). 
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SPECIAL PROVISIONS IN CURRENT OPERATIONS BUDGET, H 1514 


EMPLOYEE SALARIES AND BENEFITS 


5% across-the-board Salary increase. Provides for 5% salary increase for all elected and 
appointed State officers and employees, except District Court Judges who will receive 10% increase. 

Supplemental Retirement Income Plan review. Directs State Treasurer and Board of Trustees of 
Supplemental Retirement Income Plan to study whether self-administration of the plan is feasible, with 
study to be completed by May 1, 1988 and report of findings and recommendations to General Assembly by 
June 1, 1988. 

Disabilit Income Plan. Effective January 1, 1988, amends portions of GS Ch. 135 concerning 
disability retirement to limit applicability to persons becoming disabled before Jan. 1, 1988, and 
substitutes new GS Ch. 135, art. 6 Disability Income Plan for employees becoming disabled on or after 
Jan. 1, 1988. Provides for Plan to be administered by State Treasurer and Trustees of Teachers’ & State 
Employees’ Retirement System and to be financed from trust fund created by employer contributions at 
actuarial rate established by Trustees. Generally, provides disability benefits as follows. Upon onset 
of disability, employee enters 60-day waiting period before any benefits may begin. During this time, 
employee may use accumulated sick leave, vacation leave, or any other available salary continuation plan, 
and may return to work for trial rehabilitation periods of up to five days (rehabilitation periods extend 
waiting period). After waiting period, employees with at least one year prior service may qualify for 
short-term benefits for up to 365 days. Short-term benefit is 50% of salary up to maximum $3000/month, 
reduced by Worker’s Compensation payments, if any. Employee may return to work during short-term benefit 
period for trial rehabilitation periods of up to 40 days. Short-term benefits may be extended for up to 
additional 365 days. After short-term benefit period expires, employees with at least five years prior 
service may quality for long-term benefits of 65% of salary up to maximum $3,900/month, reduced by any 


primary Social Security disability and Worker’s Compensation benefits. Employees receiving long-term 
benefits are subject to annual medical reviews during the first five years and once every three years 
thereafter. Long-term benefits are payable until the earliest date that employee can retire without 


benefit reduction, at which time employee may retire with average annual compensation computed at salary 
at time of disability adjusted to reflect subsequent increases in base pay (sets out complex formula for 
determining increases) and computing creditable service to include time during which employee was drawing 
disability benefits. 

Legislative Retirement System changes. Effective Sept. 1, 1987, amends GS Ch. 120. art. 1A 
(Legislative Retirement System) to make following changes: (1) reduces vesting period from eight to five 
years service; (2) redefines "highest annual salary" as 12 consecutive months of compensation authorized 
during member’s final term for highest position that member ever held in General Assembly (now, 12 
consecutive months of pay to member that yields highest amount); (3) requires person eligible for 
repayments and purchase of service credit to do so within two years of becoming eligible to do so (now, 
within two years of becoming eligible for membership in System). 

Executive officials/longevity pay. Amends GS 138-4 to provide that State administrative 
officers not subject to the State Personnel Act are eligible for longevity pay in same manner as state 
employees covered by Act. Makes same change in GS 58-6 (Comm’r of Insurance), 95-2 (Comm’r of Labor), 
106-11 (Comm’r of Agriculture), 114-7 (Attorney General), 115C-20 (Superintendent of Public Instruction), 
147-35 (Sec’y of State), 147-64.1 (State Auditor), and 147-65 (State Treasurer). Amends SL 1981, Ch. 
1282, Sec. 46, to require State Personnel Comm’n and Office of State Personnel, Dep’t of Administration, 
to grant aggregate state service credit to former members of General Assembly. Applies to longevity 
payments on and after July 1, 1987. 

Asst. District Attorneys/Public Defenders longevity pay. Amends GS 7A-65(d) to authorize 
longevity pay for asst. district attorneys in amount equal to 14.4% of annual salary after fifteen years 
of service. Amends GS 7A-467 to make same change for asst. public defenders. 

Magistrates/longevity pay. Amends GS 7A-171.1(a) to authorize longevity pay for magistrates at 
same rates as for employees subject to State Personnel Act. 

Public Defenders/longevity pay. Amends GS 7A-465 to authorize longevity pay for public 
defenders in amount of 14.4% of annual salary after 15 years of service and 19.2% of annual salary after 
20 years of service. 

Part-time employees/retirement and health benefits. Effective Sept. 1, 1987, amends GS 
135.1(10) and 135-40.2(a)(1) to provide that state employees employed in permanent positions on recurring 
basis who work 30 or more hours/week for nine or more months/calendar year are eligible for health 
benefits on a noncontributory basis and for retirement benefits. 

Teachers, state and local employees, legislators/survivor’s alternate benefit. Effective Sept. 
1, 1987, amends GS 135-5(m)(1) to permit survivor/beneficiary of member of retirement system for teachers 
and state employees to elect to receive reduced retirement allowance if member had attained 20 years of 
creditable service, provided other statutory conditions are met. Amends GS 128-27(m)(1) to make similar 
change in provision concerning retirement system for employees of local governments. Amends GS 120-4.28 
to make same change in legislative retirement system. 

Agricultural Extension employees/retirement options. Amends GS 128-24(1) (membership of local 
government retirement system) to limit membership of county extension service employees to those excluded 
from coverage under Title II of Social Security Act. Permits employees excluded from coverage under 
Title II who are required to accept Civil Service appointment to elect exclusion from state and local 
retirement systems. Specifies that employees of Cooperative Agricultural Extension Service excluded from 
Title II coverage will lose coverage under local system in event they become covered under Title II; 
provides that such employees would not lose accrued rights under local system. Makes same change in GS 
135-3(1) (membership of teachers and state employees retirement systems). 
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Judicial officials, legislators/second retirement benefits. Amends GS 120-4.24 (former 
legislator returns to membership) to set out following method of determining amount of retirement 
allowance upon subsequent retirement: if member earns at least three years’ service after retur 
allowance to be computed on basis of compensation and service before and after prior retirement; il 
member earns less than three years’ service, allowance to be equal to sum of allowance to which he woul 
have been entitled had he not returned to service, without modification of election of optional allowance 
previously made, and allowance resulting from service earned following restoration. Amends GS 135-71(b) 
to make similar change in provisions governing judicial officials, with additional adjustment if prior 
allowance is based on social security leveling payment option. Specifies that method applicable to 
judicial officials earning less than three years’ service following return applies only if initial 
retirement lasted for more than four calendar months. 


Surviving spouses of governors. Amends GS 147-32 to increase annual payment to surviving 
spouses of governors to $12,000 (now, $6,000). 


BLOCK GRANT APPROPRIATIONS 


Provides that if federal grants area decreased, cuts will be made across the board {| 
percentagewise; State Board of Education is to determine how reductions in Education Consolidation and | 
Improvement Act Chapter II Block Grant are to be made. Increases in federal grants will be held in 
reserves for future allocation (other than Community Development, Community Services, and Job Training 
Partnership).

Study equipment maintenance contracts. Directs Dep’t of Administration, Office of | 


Administrative Analysis, to conduct statewide study of maintenance contracts for equipment owned or 


leased by State, to determine whether State can save money or increase efficiency in award of contracts. 
Sets out details concerning scope of study, include comparison of contract with in-house maintenance, 
consolidation of contract awards, and self-insurance on equipment repair and parts. Provides all state | 
agencies, dep’ts, and comm’ns to provide all information and other assistance requested for study. | 
Permits interim report by Jan. 1, 1988 and final report by May 1, 1988, to Legislative Research Comm'n | 
and to Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Need-Based Student Loans. Abolishes Board for Need-Based Student Loans (GS Ch. 143, art. 2D) 
and transfers responsibility for need-based students loans to State Education Assistance Authority (GS 
Ch. 116, art. 23) under Type I transfer as defined in GS 143A-6(a). Requires Education Assistance 
Authority to report to Joint Appropriations Committees on General Government by June 1, 1988 on cos} 
savings accomplished by the transfer. 

Roanoke Island Center handicapped parking spaces funds. Directs that up to $2,000 of funds 
appropriated to Dep’t of Administation for Marine Resources Centers for 1987-88 be used to pave six 
spaces at designated Center 

Public Telecommunications matching funds. Requires $50,000 appropriated to Agency for Public 
Telecommunications in each year of biennium to be matched on one-to-one basis, with unmatched funds to 
revert at end of fiscal year. 

Charge for use of state vehicles. Amends GS 143-341(8)i.6 to set minimum rates to be charged 
to state agencies for use of motor pool vehicles of $.24 per mile for pursuit vehicles and full size 
4-wheel drive vehicles and $.22 per mile for vans and smaller 4—-wheel drive vehicles. Charge for all 
other vehicles remains at $.20 per mile. Effective Sept. 1, 1987. 

Commuting in state vehicles/reimbursement. Amends GS 143-341(8)i.7a. to provide that | 
reimbursement to State for use of state-owned vehicle for commuting to and from work shall be based on 20 
days per month without regard to actual number of days the vehicle was used for commuting. Effective | 
Sept. 1) 198:7. 

Motor fleet management procedures. Amends GS 143-341(8)i.5. to delete requirement that state 


agencies send copy of driver’s license of each person operating state-owned vehicle to Div’n of Motor | 
Fleet Management. } 


State Building Comm’n study funds not to revert. Allows State Building Div’n to use in 1987-89 
biennium funds appropriated to it in 1986 for study of maintenance and operation of state buildings and 
to develop software package for that purpose. Effective June 30, 1987. 

Reallocation, sale or lease of property. Amends GS 143-341(4)g to require Dep’t to consult with 
Governmental Operations Comm’n before reallocating land among state agencies if land is worth $25,000 or | 


more, and amends GS 146-27 to require similar consultation before sale or lease of state owned land worth 
like amount may be completed. 


Women in the Economy position transfer. Transfers personnel position 4156-0000-0014-050 to © 


Commerce Dep’t, and requires report to Governmental Operations Comm’n on use of position by Feb. 1, 1988. 


State Buildings Study. Authorizes Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations to study 
(with assistance of hired consultant) use of vacant and underutilized State buildings. 


Polk Youth Center land appraisal. Directs Dep’t of Administration to conduct appraisal of cited 
land by Feb. 15, 1988, and report results to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations at Feb. 
1988 meeting. 

State contracts to small businesses. Allocates $50,000 of Dep’t of ADministration appropriation 
for each year of biennium to be used to identify small businesses, especially those owned by minorities 
disabled persons, or women, to publish a directory of such businesses, and to establish a system to 
monitor use of such businesses by the state. Urges all state agencies and local governments to use 
services of Dep’t of Administration in purchasing materials, supplies and equipment, to participate in 
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program to encourage business enterprises owned by minorities, women, or disabled persons, and to 
purchase minimum of 4% of contract purchases from such businesses. Requires all entities required to use 
purchasing services of Dep’t of Administration to report to Dep’t in March, 1988, on what percentage of 
contract purchases were from businesses owned by minorities, women, or disabled persons. 


AGRICULTURE, DEP’T OF 


Farmer's markets funding. Allows use of $25,000 of funds placed in nonreverting capital account 
in 1986 for establishment of Northeastern and Southeastern Farmers Markets for operation of each of the 
markets during 1988-89 fiscal year, if land has been purchased for the markets. 

NC Egg Fund. Provides that if S 1402 is ratified, moneys credited to NC Egg Fund are 
appropriated to NC Egg Ass’n for research, education, publicity, advertising, and other promotional 
activities for benefit of producers of eggs sold in NC and of gross collections of NC Egg Fund, $5,000 is 
allocated to Dep’t of Agriculture for 1987-88 fiscal year to implement and administer program established

Staff support in agricultural cost _ share program for nonpoint source pollution control. Of 
funds appropriated to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development for Agriculture Cost Share 
Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control, $50,881 for fiscal 1987-88 and $59,808 for fiscal 1988-89 


may be used for personnel in Dep’t to help administer program. 


COMMERCE, DEP’T OF 


Out-of-state advertising funds. Limits use of advertising funds given to Dep’t of Commerce 
under G.S. 20-81.3(c) to promote travel and industrial development in state to print and other media 
advertising. 

Technological Development Authority funding. Of funds appropriated to NC Technological 


Development Authority, earmarks $1 million for each year of biennium for NC Innovation Research Fund and 
$235,000 for each year of biennium for Incubator Facilities Program. Amends GS 143B-471.5(d) to increase 
cap on research project awards to $100,000 (now, $50,000). 

Biotechnology Center Reserve. Provides that funds appropriated to the Reserve for Biotechnology 
Center to remain available until expended and not to revert. 

Incubator facility leases. Amends GS 143B-471.4(e) to allow lessee to remain in incubtor 
facility for a third year if owner agrees that extension is in best interests of both parties. 

Boat tourism funds. Provides Dep’t to use available funds to attract boating traffic along 
Intracoastal Waterway in NC. Requires Dep’t to report efforts to General Assembly quarterly beginning 
Oct, 21987). 

Special Employment Security Administration Fund. Appropriates from Special Employment Security 
Administration Fund to Employment Security Comm'n $2,690,000 for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium for 
administration of Veterans Employment Program, Employment Services Program, and Unemployment Insurance 
Program, with report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations by first of each month prior 
to any expenditure of funds. Prescribes contents of report. 

ABC warehouse contracts. Directs Alcoholic Beverage Control Comm'n to cancel at earliest 
possible date, but no later than Jan. 31, 1990, contracts for management of warehousing and distribution 
of alcoholic beverages and for security services for Comm’n. Directs Comm’n to seek bids for future 
services. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES, DEP’T OF 


Transfers between salary and non-salary items discouraged. Provides that institutions may spend 


funds allocated for salaries and fringe benefits for those purposes only, and may spend funds allocated 
for nonsalary cost items only for those items. State Board of Community Colleges may approve transfer of 
funds between salary and non-salary items on emergency basis, with report justifying need to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Chairmen of Appropriations Base and Expansion Budget 
Committees of Senate and House, and Fiscal Research Div’n. <<DOCCO01>> 

FTE formula. To determine system-wide number of full-time equivalent teaching positions each 
year, total full-time equivalent student enrollment shall be divided by 21.35 and total extension 
full-time equivalent student enrollment shall be divided by 22. <<DOCC002>> 

Recreation extension limits. Funds appropriated as operating expenses may not be used to 
support recreation extension courses, but such courses to be on self-supporting basis and membership 
hours from these courses not counted when computing full-time equivalent students in budget formulas. 
<<DOCC003>> 

Book/equipment funds revert. All unencumbered appropriations for books and equipment shall 
revert to General Fund 12 months after the close of each fiscal year for which they were appropriated. 
<<DOCC005>> 

Pamlico Technical College aid. Authorizes use of $1.5 million of Dep’t appropriation for 
special aid to Pamlico Technical College due to its size. <<DOCC006>> 

Fund allocation formula _ update. Funds to Dep’t to be allocated in accordance with formula 
approved as a proposed administrative rule by State Board at its April 9, 1987 meeting. Avocational and 
practical skills classes still to be available to senior citizens without charge. <<DOCC007>> 

Trustee training course. Urges NC Association of Community Colleges Trustees to continue its 
training course and to submit an annual report to Board and 1987 Session of General Assembly, 1988 
Regular Session, on its training program. <<DOCC008>> 

Literacy education. Literacy funds may not be used for other purposes. Dep’t to establish 
measurements of progress for literacy program and provide technical assistance to institutions for 
implementation. Institutions to submit plan for increased effectiveness of literacy programs. State Board 
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may reallocate literacy education funds among institutions. Requires report to 1988 Regular Session of 
General Assembly on progress made in literacy education programs. <<DOCC011>> 

Class reporting date for extension full-time equivalents. Only students in attendance for at 
least one half of the classes at completion of half the course may be counted in determining enrollments 
in literacy education, occupational, avocational, practical skills, and academic extension courses. 
<<DOCC012>> 

GED fees. Authorizes increase in GED fees by $2.50 per test. <<DOCC013>> 

Limitation of formula transfers. Expresses intent of General Assembly that line item transfers 
be minimized. State Board may approve transfers from direct instructional funds to administrative and 
instructional support funds only if no more than 5% of direct instructional funds are so transferred. 
Bars transfer of funds from literacy education. All transfers approved by Board reported to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, chairmen of House and Senate Appropriations Base and 
Expansion Committees, and Fiscal Research Div’n within 30 days of transfer. <<DOCC014>> 

Class size standards. State Board to adopt minimum class sizes for curriculum and extension 
classes and limiting excessive repetition of classes by individuals by Feb. 1, 1988. Report to General 
Assembly if unable to meet Feb. 1, 1988 deadline. State Board to determine educational role for rest and 
nursing homes by community colleges. No additional appropriation authorized. Report to General Assembly 
on actions taken by May 1, 1988. <<pDOCC015>> 

Optical disk manufacturing training. Requires $2.5 million of fiscal 1987-89 equipment 
appropriation to Dep’t to be allocated to Central Piedmont Community College for optical disk 
manufacturing training equipment. <<DOCC016>> 

Employee association fees withholding. Amends GS 143-3.3(a) to authorize employees of 
community colleges to authorize payroll deduction of fees of employee association having at least 5,000 
members, a majority of whom are state employees. 


CORRECTION, DEP’T OF 


Negotiated rates for medial services. Directs Dep’t of Correction (DOC) to negotiate with 


private medical services providers for rates as close as possible to Medicaid rates. Requires report to 
chairmen of Appropriations Committees on Base and Expansion Budgets and to chairmen of Joint 
Appropriations Committees on Justice and Public Safety by Mar. 15, 1988. Also requires report to Joint 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations at first meeting after Dec. 31, 1987. <<CORR3>> 

Local confinement costs for female inmates. Authorizes Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
to study feasibility of requiring DOC to pay each local confinement facility standard sum for cost of 
housing and caring for female inmates committed to local facility and to reimburse facility for other 
expenses incurred in connection with female inmates. Provides Joint Comm’n may refer study to Special 
Legislative Committee on Prisons if that committee is extended. If study referred to committee, 
committee required to report to Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n. 
< <CORR6>> ss 

Prison Enterprises funds. Provides that $470,000 in Prison Enterprises Fund for fiscal 1987-88 
shall be used to expand prison enterprise printing and duplicating plant and for improvement of prison 
enterprise laundry. <<CORR7>> 

Inmate transportation system. Specifies that DOC must use $572,333 of funds appropriated for 
fiscal 1987-88 and $411,233 for fiscal 1988-89 for transport of inmates transferred from jails to state 
facilities. <<CORR14A>> 

Forestry camp. Directs Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development and Dep’t of 
Correction to prepare joint plan on development of Youthful Offenders Forestry Program and report to 
Governmental Operations Comm’n and Fiscal Research Div’n before they implement plan. Allocates $973,364 
from Forestry Camp Reserve established in 1986 to operate the program in fiscal 1987-88. Specifies that 
NRCD is to operate program, prohibits location of camp on land under supervision of Dep’t of Agriculture 
without consent of Comm’r of Agriculture. Requires quarterly reports to Comm’n, Fiscal Research Div’n, 
and chairmen of relevant appropriations subcommittees, beginning Oct. 1, 1987. <<CORR15>> 

Private confinement facilities. Prohibits addition of privately owned or operated confinement 
facilities to state prison system, with exception of ECO’s operation of private work release center for 
women and Gethsemane-Rainbow Partnership’s operation of pre-release programs in Raleigh and Rocky Mount. 
<<CORR17>> 

Reserve for prison personnel. Provides funds appropriated to DOC Reserves for New Units and New 
Minimum Custody Dormitories must be used for personnel and operating expenses set out in expansion budget 
and for no other purpose. Funds may not be used for additional personnel positions until new facilities 
are within 90 days of completion, and may then be used only to provide increased staff needed because of 
new facilities. <<CORR23>> 

DOC positions limited. Provides DOC may not use salary reserve funds to create positions not 
authorized by General Assembly. <<EMP24>> 

Substance Abuse _ Program. Amends GS 143B-262 to require Dep’t of Correction to establish 
Substance Abuse Program. 

Program to include intensive inpatient treatment for alcohol or drug addiction in independent 
residential facilities treating approximately 100 offenders per facility. Specifies that duration of 
treatment will normally be four to six weeks. Requires program to be established at medium custody 
facility designated by Sec’y of Correction. Specifies that portion of facility used for program must be 
self-contained, with separate residential and program space. Requires that approximately 25 offenders 
will enter each unit each week. Admission priorities to be based on (1) court recommendation, (2) 
referral from reception and diagnostic centers, (3) staff referral, and (4) self-referral. Requires 
extensive follow-up, with specific plan for each inmate. Amends GS 15A-1351 to authorize sentencing 
court to recommend offenders for assignment to program. 

Establishes new Asst. Sec’y for Substance Abuse, to report directly to Sec’y. Requires 
Administrative Officer II and Sec’y IV to work under Asst. Sec’y. Sets out detailed list of duties of 
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Asst. Sec’y, including administration of program, development of agreements with other agencies that will 
assist in program, coordination of volunteers, development and presentation of training program and 
assistance program for agency employees, and development of treatment programs for inmates, probationers, 
and parolees. Requires employment of ten additional program staff, including Correctional Program 
Director II, with duties including development and management of treatment program. Requires that 
preference be given to qualified recovering substance abusers in selection of persons for positions of 
treatment counselors. Spells out organizational structure for each unit. 

Adds GS Ch. 143B, Art. 6, Part 5, to establish Substance Abuse Advisory Council, to consult with 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Correction in program administration. Council to be composed of nine members, with 
three to be appointed by Speaker of House, three by Lieutenant Governor, and three by Governor. Members 
appointed for four year term, with provisions for phased-in staggered term. 

Allocates $350,000 for each year of biennium of funds appropriated to Reserves for New Units and 
New Minimum Custody Dormitories for implementation of section. New positions authorized by section 
effective Oct. 1, 1987, with inpatient program to begin operation Jan. 1, 1988. <<CORR29>> 


CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY, DEP’T OF 


Assignment of Highway Patrol cars. Amends GS 20-190.3 to allow assignment of highway patrol 


cars to line sergeants and first sergeants (now, only to troopers in the field). <<CCPS1>> 

Legislative review of drug law enforcement grants. Provides that state applications for federal 
grants under the State and Local Law Enforcement Assistance Act of 1986 are subject to review by Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations or the General Assembly. Repeals GS Ch. 120, art. 13A 
(Joint Legislative Committee to Review Federal Block Grant Funds; art. 13A declared unconstitutional in 
NC Supreme Court’s Separation of Powers Advisory Opinion). <<CCPS4>> 

Rape Victims Assistance funds transfer. Requires transfer of $100,000 of funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety for Assistance Program for Victims of Rape and Sex Offenses to 
Crime Victims Compensation Fund to implement Crime Victims Compensation Act. Provides $48,422 to be 
retained in Assistance Program Fund, for claims eligible for compensation under that program and not 
under Crime Victims Compensation Act. <<CCPS6>> 

Additional Highway Patrol troopers. Provides that 40 Highway Patrol troopers added in 1987-88 
and 1988-89 may be assigned only to full-time enforcement of traffic laws, with exception of court 
appearances, required training, and administrative work directly connected to road patrol or court 
appearance. Prohibits creation of administrative positions that decrease number of troopers assigned to 
full-time road duty. <<CCPS7>> 

Community service worker report. Requires quarterly report by Dep’t of Crime Control and Public 
Safety to Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on number of community 
service workers available during each month of prior three month period to repair and maintain parks. 
<<CORR19>> 


CULTURAL RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 


Historic sites. Directs Dep’t to operate State Historic Sites so that overtime pay is not 
required for regular operation, and directs Dep’t to report annually to Senate and House appropriations 
committees and Fiscal Research Div’n on net operating cost per visitor at each site. 

Art Museum security. Authorizes use of $67,969 for fiscal 1987-88 and $68,071 for 1988-89 from 
funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural Resources for two Museum of Art Arts Development positions, to 
provide additional security for Museum, if private funds are raised for those positions. <<CULRES7) 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Legislative interns for Senate. Allocates $8,000 of 1988-89 appropriation for General Assebmly 
to provide two more legislative interns for the Senate. 

Tobacco Conference funds. Of funds appropriated for Legislative Services Comm'n, allocates 
$4,000 for 1987-88 to help host Tobacco Conference of the State in Raleigh in September, 1987. 


GOVERNOR, OFFICE OF 


Governor’s Special Consultant Legislation. Provides that funds to support the Governor's 


Special Consultant on Legislation shall be riiacwead from Budget Code 13000. <<GovV1>> 

Reorganization by Dep’t Heads. Amends GS 143B-10(b) to require each Dep’t head to report within 
30 days all reorganizations and reasons therefor to General Assembly when in session, otherwise we Joint 
Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations. <<GOV2>> 


HUMAN RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 


Jail and detention services transfer. Directs Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) and Dep’t of 
Justice (DOJ) to study feasibility of transferring jail and detention unit standard and inspection 
services from DHR to DOJ. Requires report to Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research 
Div’n by Mar. 15, 1988. <<AOC11>> 

Medicaid eligibility, services, reimbursement / AFDC eligibility, payments. Identical to SL 
1985, Ch. 479, Sec. 86, as amended by SL 1986, Ch. 1014, Sec. 118, with exceptions as set out below. 
Increases payment base for drugs to that allowed by federal regulations plus $3.85 (now, $3.50) 
professional services fee per month. Authorizes reimbursement for case management services in accordance 
with availability of funds to be transferred within DHR. Authorizes provision of hospice services in 
accordance with DHR plan. Effective Jan. 1, 1988, increases income eligibliity standards for medicaid 
and AFDC and the Standard of Need for AFDC. <<DHR1>»> 
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Aged and family care homes/allocation of costs. Maintains state/county cost sharing at 


50%/50%.<<DHR2>>

Community Work Experience Program. States purpose and components of program, and requires Div’n 
of Social Services to report to Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on 
implementation by April 1, 1988 and Oct. 1, 1989.<<DHR11>> 

Transfers of certain funds authorized. Authorizes Director of Budget to transfer excess funds 
appropriated to a specific service or program/fund (whether Block Grant or General Fund appropriation) 
into another service or program/fund for local human services within the budget of the respective State 
agency, with Office of Budget to report to Charimen of House and Senate Appropriations Base and Expansion 
Committees and to Chairmen of DHR Appropriations Subcommittees on each transfer authorized. <<DHR12>> 

Adoption subsidy. Continues adoption subsidy for hard to place children at $150 per month.

No eye clinics in certain counties. Prohibits use of DHR funds for eye clinic in county where 


optometrist or ophthalmologist is willing to perform same services. <<DHR22>> 
Emergency assistance. Bars Div’n of Social Services from spending more state funds for 


emergency assistance than appropriated under act. Effective Sept. 1, 1987, emergency assistance benefits 
not to exceed $300 per year per family, payable over a 30 day period.

Div’n of Social Services to report to Chairmen of House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees and Fiscal Research Div’n by March 15, 1988 on categories of emergencies 
and amounts of expenditures under this section for fiscal 1987-88. <<DHR24A>> 

Maternal and child health programs. Provides that all income earned by local health departments 
from Maternal and Child Health Programs shall be budgeted and expended to further the objectives of the 
program that generated the income. Div’n of Health Services to determine amount of additional revenue 
earned from Maternal and CHild Health Programs as a result of expansion of Medicaid eligibility and 
report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n not later than 30 
days before convening of 1988 Regular Session. <<DHR26>> 

Youth Substance Abuse Service plan development. Earmarks $3,016,748 for fiscal 1987-88 to begin 
development of service in accordance with Youth Substance Abuse Plan as transmitted by DHR Sec’y Mental 
Health Study Comm’n. <<DHR29>> 
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Certified lab cert. compliance. Provides for receipts collected under GS 130A-326(7) to be 
deposited in General Fund. Earmarks $39,940 for 1987-88 and $53,250 for 1988-89 from Div'n of Health 


Services appropriation for administration of compliance program. <<DHR30>> 

Medicaid coverage for pregnant women and children. Effective Oct. 1, 1987, Authorizes DHR to 
provide Medicaid coverage to extent permitted by federal law for pregnant women and for children under 
age 5, whose family income is equal to or less than 100% of federal poverty guidelines. Limits services 
for pregnant women to those related to pregnancy or conditions that may complicate pregnancy. No 
resource test to be applied. DHR to adopt rules to allow qualified providers to make initial eligibility 
determinations for pregnant women. <<DHR32>> 

Children in long term care/income. Amends GS 143-127.1(d) to delete limitation that provision 
applies only to persons under the age of 21 who since July 1, 1978, had spent at least 180 days as 
long-term care patients. <<DHR40>> 

Domiciliary home rate increase. Provides that effective Oct. 1, 1987, maximum monthly rate 
increase (apparently intends maximum monthly rate) for ambulatory residents in domiciliary care 
facilities is $654 and maximum monthly rate for semi-ambulatory residents is $687. <<DHR 42>> 

Health promotion funds. Provides for following allocations from Preventive Health Block Grant 
funds appropriated to Division of Health Services for Health Promotion Programs: (1) $333,304 to the 29 
risk reduction projects funded in 1986-87, at same allocation rate as used in 1986-87; (2) $6,000 each to 
the 29 risk reduction projects; and (3) $285,461 to be divided equally between the 55 remaining local 
health departments for risk reduction projects. Provides that of the $750,000 appropriated each fiscal 


year from General Fund for risk reduction projects, (1) $675,000 is to be divided in equal amounts among 
the 55 local health departments that do not have existing risk reduction projects, and (2) $75,000 is to 
be used by the Div’n for program development and evaluation. Directs Div’n to report to Joint 


Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n of Legislative Services Office by 
March 15, 1988, on use of allocated funds. <<DHR 46C>> 

Medicaid/19-21 year olds. Effective Jan. 1, 1988, requires DHR to provide Medicaid to 19, 20, 
and 21 year olds in accordance with federal rules and regulations. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of 
Medical Assistance, provides for $147,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $293,000 for fiscal 1988-89 to be used 
for implementation of this provision. <<DHR 56>> 


Cancer registry. Earmarks $300,000 in each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium for State Cancer 
Registry, in addition to any other funds specifically appropriated for that purpose. <<DHR36>> 


Pioneer pilot. Adds new GS 122C-151.1 to authorize pioneer testing program for state funding of 
area authorities, as recommended by Mental Health Study Comm’n in Feb. 1987 report to General Assembly. 
Allocates $705,000 of fiscal 1987-88 appropriation and $650,000 of fiscal 1988-89 appropriation to cover 
implementation costs. Pioneer sites are Blue Ridge Center, Halifax County Center, Roanoke-Chowan Center, 
Guilford County Area Authority, and Sandhills Center. <<DHR38>> 

DHR_ employees as in-kind match. Authorizes DHR to assign employees of Office of Health 
Resources, Div’n of Facility Services to serve as in-kind match to nonprofit corporations working to 
establish health care cost containment strategies. <<DHR44>> 

Respite care program. Establishes respite care program (similiar to SL 1985, Ch. 1013, Sec. 7.1) 
to provide relief to caregivers of impaired adults who cannot be left alone and whose income precludes 
coverage under Medicaid. Eligibility limited to unpaid primary caregivers of people 60 and over and/or 
their spouses. Services include (1) companion and attendance services for patient, (2) personal care and 
meal preparation, both types of services limited to 48 hours, and (3) temporary relocation of patient, 
limited to 24 days. Other services, including counseling and training of caregiver, provided as needed. 
Program administered by Div’n of Aging, with contract authority delegated to participating Councils of 
Government and Area Agency on Aging offices. Authorizes sliding fee schedule of payment by caregivers. 
Authorizes use of up to $300,000 of fiscal 1987-88 Social Services Block Grant to implement program. 
Councils of Governments to prepare program and fiscal reports for Div’n of Aging, and Div’n to present 
annual report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n. Funds 
dispersed to Council of Governments to fund respite care based on number of citizens age 75 or over, but 
funding allocation may be changed by Sec’y of DHR. Sufficient funds from those appropriated to program 
may be used to cover Div’n of Aging administrative costs. <<DHR50>> 

Family Support Act. Amends Sec. 229, Ch. 1014, SL 1985 (which provides for AFDC eligibility for 
two-parent families) to provide that if any provision of the section is held invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, the invalidity shall not affect remaining provisions that can be given effect. 
Requires Social Services Comm’n to adopt rules to change the way it budgets Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) payments that will enable more recipients to find and keep work. Requires that 
rules include subtracting countable income from the State standard of need and paying a percentage of the 
difference; percentage applied to determine the amount of assistance is to be the same percentage set in 
the Current Operations Appropriations Act that determines the AFDC payment level from the standard of 
need. Requires DHR to authorize a special needs allowance under rules adopted by the Social Services 
Comm'n to AFDC recipients who are teenage parents and who are enrolled in elementary or secondary school 
or in a G.E.D. program; the grant must cover the cost of child care and of transportation costs to the 


Provides that of funds 
appropriated to DHR, $1,373,460 in fiscal 1987-88 and $2,947,184 in 1988-89 shall be used to implement 
the section. The section is effective Jan. 1, 1988, and applies to assistance provided for on or after 


that date. DHR may adopt implementing rules before that date, but they shall not become effective before 
that date. <<DHR 68A>> 


Western Developmental Center funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health 
Services, $135,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and same amount for fiscal 1988-89 shall be used at Western 
Carolina University for the Developmental Evaluation Center, for operating expenses to enable the Center 
to meet needs of preschool handicapped children and their families in Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Jackson, 
Haywood, Macon, and Swain Counties. <<DHR 72>> 

Indigent Care Study Comm’n. Continues cited Comm’n, and allocates $25,000 of appropriation to 
Legislative Services Comm’n to fund its activities. 
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Hazardous waste facility inspection. Of appropriations to Div’n of Health Services, Hazardous 
Waste. Management Branch, allocates $100,000 to employ additional staff to undertake inspection, 


permitting, and other regulatory activities required by S 535, if ratified.

Retired appellate judge service extended. Extends expiration date of GS 7A-39.14 (retired or 


emergency appellate judge service) from June 30, 1987 to July 31, 1989. <<AOC3>> 
Emergency judges creditable service requirement. Amends GS 7A-52(a) to reduce to eight (now, — 
twelve) years of creditable service required to qualify as emergency judge. <<AOC4>> 
Ass’t ublic defenders. Of funds appropriated to Indigent Persons Attorney Fee Fund, earmarks 
$106,353 for fiscal 1987-88 and $141,435 for fiscal 1988-89 to establish three new ass’t public defender

757, SL 1985 to continue as adviosry Comm’n and to assess implementation of 1986 report; to emphasize | 
increasing competitiveness of urban areas, to provide that terms of current members expire August 15, 
1987 and new members to be appointed to serve at pleasure of Lt. Governor or until June 30, 1989, which 
ever is first. Of funds appropriated to Office of Lt. Gov., $200,000 to be used to fund Comm’n. Sets 
expiration date of June 30, 1989. <<GEN7>> 


NATURAL RESOURCES & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, DEP’T OF 


Land records management program. Rewrites G.S. 143-345.6 to provide that Dep’t of Natural 


Resources and Community Development to administer land records management program and in cooperation with 
Dep’t of Cultural Resources to establish minimum standards and provide advice and assistance to local 
gov’ts in implementing minimum standards with regard to uniform indexing of land records, uniform 
recording and indexing procedures for maps, plats and condominiums, and security and reproduction of land 
records. Provides that Dep’t in cooperation with Sec’y of Revenue to conduct program for preparation of 
county cadastral maps. Repeals expiration provision for land records management program. Of funds 
appropriated to Dep’t , $97,779 in fiscal 1987-88 and $135,041 in fiscal 1988-89 to be used for 
additional personnel in Land Records Management Program and $250,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to purchase a 
global positioning system. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. <<ADM24>> 

Sales tax proceeds for wildlife fund. Rewrites GS 105-164.44B to set at $1,960,000 amount of 
estimated sales taxes collected on hunting and fishing supplies and equipment for fiscal 1987-88 that is 
to be transferred to Wildlife Resources Fund. For subsequent fiscal years, provides that amount will be 
adjusted according to percentage of increase or decrease of state sales tax collections during preceding 
fiscal year..<<NRCD2>> 

Job Training Partnership Act. Directs State Job Training Coordinating Council and Governor 
maximize direct contracting with agency or institution capable of providing required services and 
ensure that Job Training Partnership Act ("Act") management information system is updated quarterly. 
Provides that information must be made available on request to State agencies with responsibilities under 
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Act. Spells out state priorities for employment and training of persons eligible for services under Act, 
including remedial education and basic skills training, institutional and on-the-job training, 
pre-apprenticeship programs, supportive services to enable persons to participate in program and to keep 
employment for six months after completing training, and training programs operated by private 
sector.<<NRCD4>> 

Community service workers for state parks. Provides funds appropriated to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development (NRCD) in SL 1986, Ch. 1014, Sec. 231, for community service workers 
remain available for 1987-89 biennium. Directs that funds be used for personnel to supervise community 


service workers, to provide logistical support for park projects, and to transport workers and 
supervisors. Directs NRCD to continue to maximize use of community service workers over 1987-89 
biennium. Requires quarterly report to Joint Comm’n on Gov’l Operations and to Chairmen of 


Appropriations Committees on Base and Expansion Budgets and to Chairmen of Appropriations Committees on 
Natural and Economic Resources. <<NRCD7>> 

Chowan Interstate Comm’n. Amends Sec. 207(b) and (c), Ch. 757, SL 1985 to add Comm'n 
responsibility to study Virginia/North Carolina highways and waters of mutual interest. Reappropriates 
any funds not spent or encumbered by Comm’n on June 30, 1987 to June 30, 1989. Effective June 30, 1987. 
<<GA2>> 

Uniforms for seasonal. state park employees. Requires Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development to design and furnish uniform vests for seasonal employees. <<NRCD14>> 

Adopt-A-Trail Program. Adds GS 113A-92.1 directing NRCD to establish Adopt-A-Trail Program, and 
to encourage local groups to participate for purposes such as trial marking, building, and blazing. 
Allocates $108,496 from funds appropriated to NRCD for fiscal 1987-88, to be used as follows: $35,000 
for ‘operating costs, $73,496 for four regional coordinators. Makes same allocation for fiscal 1988-89. 
<<NRCD15>> 

Albemarle/Pamlico Estuarine study. Provides that of funds appropriated for Albemarle/Pamlico 
Estuarine Study, $375,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $500,000 for fiscal 1988-89 to be used to match federal 
funds to conduct study. <<NRCD16>> 

Dep’t of Natural Resources receipts. Requires receipts collected by Dep’t of Natural Resources 
and Community Development, Environmental Management Division, for environmental violation fines, 
laboratory fees, air permits, and water permits to be deposited in General Fund immediately upon 
collection.

Dropout prevention study. State Board of Education to study relationship between academic 
achievement in grades K through 6 and problem of children dropping out of school, with report and 
recommendations to General Assembly. Board is also to develop information on relationship between 
dropout problem and academic achievement at all grade levels.<<DPI2A>> 

No testing in grades 1 and 2. Amends GS 115c-174.11(a) to delete existing provisions for 
norm-referenced tests in first and second grade, and adds provision for "developmentally appropriate 
individualized assessment instruments consistent with the Basic Education Program for the first and 
second grades." Deletes requirement for standardized testing in grades one and two in GS 115C-549 and 
-557. <<DPI5>> 

Textbooks for handicapped children. State Board of Education to adopt basic textbooks needed to 
instruct handicapped children, to be available to local boards of education beginning 1988-89 school 
year. Board to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on monthly basis on progress in making books 
available. For 1987-88 school year, local boards of education may use State funds to buy textbooks not 
adopted by State Board. Amends GS 115Cc-90 to require all textbook contracts to include a clause granting 
to State Board of Education license to produce Braille, large print, and audio-cassette tape copies of 
textbooks, and urges State Board to request such a license under existing contracts. Requires $400,000 of 
funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be placed in 
a reserve to provide for production of Braille, large print, and audio-cassette tape copies of textbooks 
and the purchase of modified textbooks. Local school administrative units to report to State Board 
modified textbooks not used by handicapped children, and Board may recall them for use in other schools. 
Controller of . State Board of Education to report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
and to Fiscal Research Div’n before Nov. 1, 1987 on number of children without appropriate textbooks and 
why. <<DPI6>> 


Accounting for ADM positions serving exceptional children. Provides that funds appropriated in 


budget line item "State aid--exceptional children" be used to benefit directly children with special 
needs. State Board of Education to notify superintendent of each school administrative unit for 1987-88 
school year number of special needs children in self-contained classes, and superintendent to account for 
proper utilization of these positions, with report to State Board of Education. Board to report to 
Legislative Comm’n on Children with Special Needs and Fiscal Research Div’n by Nov. 1, 1987. <<DPI7>> 

Bu buses in lieu of contract transportation. Authorizes local school boards to use funds 
appropriated for contract transportation of handicapped children to buy buses and minibuses as well. 
<<DPI8>> 

Vocational program standards. Sets out minimum standards for approval of local vocational 
education plans as follows: (1) compliance with GS 115C-151, (2) no duplication of programs, (3) 
documented need for current programs based on labor market data, (4) documented need for new vocational 
programs based on student and labor market demand, and (5) responsive to technological change. <<DPI9>> 

Salar supplements not eligible for legislative salary increases. Salary supplements based on 
advanced degrees and vocational teacher supplements for extra work are not eligible for any percentage 
legislative salary increase granted to teachers and State employees. <<DPI10>> 

Distance learning program funds. Provides that $1,998,150 for fiscal 1987-88 and $1,030,000 for 
fiscal 1988-89 appropriated to Dep’t of Public Instruction for Distance Learning Program to be used to 
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establish one satellite earth station at the 54 smallest and most rural schools in State and establish no 
more than one satellite earth station in each county not receiving a station for one or more small, rural 
schools. Provides that $95,150 of the funds to be used for telecommunication specialist, sec’y, and 
staff support in Dep’t of Public Instruction.<<DPI11>> 

Scholarship loans for prospective teachers. Continues Scholarship Loan Fund for Prospective 
Teachers program which was to be terminated effective Aug. 22, 1987 but amends Art. 32A of Chapter 115C 
to make following changes in program: (1) Provides that criteria for awarding scholarship loans from fund 
to include measures of academic performance including grade point averages, scores on standardized tests, 
class rank, and recommendations of guidance counselors and principals; (2) increases annual scholarship 
amount from $350 to $2000; (3) deletes authority for scholarship recipients to teach in US gov’t schools 
on NC military reservations. Of the appropriations to the Dep’t of Public Instruction, $1,600,000 for 
each year of the biennium to be used for 200 new scholarships each year. <<DPI12>> 

Regional offices. Requires regional centers of Dep’t of Public Education to be set out in 
separate fund codes in the budget. <<DPI3>> 

Eguipment funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Instruction, $1,000,000 to be 
allocated to provide an equal amount per class to each kindergarten class for equipment. <<DPI15>> 

Science/math extended employment. Funds in code 1812-6620 for extended employment of science and 
math teachers allocated on basis of months of employment. <<DPI16>> 

Math/science summer institutes. Funds in code 1460-4949 for math and science summer institutes 
may be used to train teachers in grades 4-9. <<DPI17>> 

Prevocational programs in grade 6. Amends GS 115C-151 to authorize vocational education programs 
in middle schools. Makes conforming change to GS 115C-152 and -159. <<DPI18>> 

Study teacher improvement programs. Provides that Joint Legislative Comm’n on Government 
Operations to evaluate certified school personnel evaluation pilot program, school career development 
pilot programs (in 15 pilot counties and Charlotte-Mecklenburg school system), and Lead Teacher Program. 
<<DPI19>> 

Staff development. Funds appropriated for fiscal 1987-88 for staff development remain available 
for expenditure until Sept. 1, 1988. Funds for fiscal 1988-89 and subsequent fiscal years for staff 
development to become available on Sept. 1 of that year and remain available until following Aug. 31. 
<<DPI20>> 

Charlotte-Mecklenburg Career Development Program. Extends cited program to July 1, 1988. 
Amends 115C-—363.8 to require State Board to monitor the Charlotte—Mecklenburg career development plan and 
report to State Board on implementation of plan. <<DPI23A>> 

Cost allocation/exceptional children’s out-of-district placement. Repeals Ch. 465, SL 1985, as 
amended by Sec. 76, Ch. 1014, SL 1985 and Sec. 3, Ch. 524, SL 1987 (authorized placement of child in 
school in another educational agency if determined by local superintendents to be most cost-effective way 
to provide appropriate education to that child, and provided for agreement between two local educational 
agencies for payment for services). <<DPI24>> 

School health coordinators/bicycle safety instruction. Amends GS 115C-81(e) to require 
instruction in bicycle safety where appropriate as part of comprehensive school health education program, 
and to establish an impartial panel designated by State Board to review health education plans submitted 
by local school administrative units. State Board to allocate State-funded school health coordinators, 
who, if initially employed after June 30, 1987, must have a degree in health education, and who, where 
feasible, are to serve more than one local school unit. Specifies that, in addition to state officials, 
those local school administrative units that receive an allocation of state funds for a school health 
coordinator and their health coordinators are to be involved in development and administration of the 
comprehensive school health education program (now, all local units and a school health education 
coordinator for each county are to be involved.) Requires $371,970 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Public Education for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be used for salaries, benefits, and related 
expenses for 10 additional school health coordinators. <<DPI25>> 

CPR training. Amends GS 115C-81(c) to require local boards of education to provide for 
instruction in cardio-pulmonary resuscitation and the Heimlich maneuver, and makes technical correction. 
<<CPR26>> 

Athletic trainer funds. Funds appropriated for athletic trainers to be allocated to local 
school administrative units at rate not to exceed $500 per trainer. <<DPI27>> 

Child nutrition funds. Earmarks $280,000 for fiscal 1987-88 for local staff development in 
financial management, food production, meal service, and nutrition education. Allocates $500 to each 
school unit; remainder allocated on basis of average daily membership. Dep’t of Public Education to 
report by May 1, 1988 to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on 
progress in providing staff development in nutrition programs. <<DPI28>> 

School planning. Allocates from Public School Building Capital Fund to Dep’t of Public 
Instruction up to $215,250 for fiscal 1987-88 and $287,000 for fiscal 1988-89 for staff members to work 
with local school administrative units in assessing facility needs and conducting final inspections of 
construction projects. <<DPI30>> 

Teacher effectiveness training. Earmarks $9,068,000 of Dep’t of Public 


Instruction appropriations to provide stipend of $250 to ech certified school employeee who successfully 
completes effective teacher training program 


before June 1, 1988 and has not yet received a stipend. <<DPI31A>> 

Lead Teacher Pilot Program. Adds new Article 24C to GS Ch. 115C, "Lead Teacher Pilot Program." 
New GS 115C-363.12 establishes program, consisting of 6 schools in Haywood, Stanly, and Granville 
counties. Each county unit to develop a plan for pilot program, to be submitted to State Board and Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations prior to implementation on July 1, 1987. Faculty and 
administration of each pilot school to select lead teachers, with positions limited to 2 years and 
rotated as projects are funded beyond initial 2 year period. Broad latitude in instructional activities 
allowed, to extent consistent with law and regulation. Requires $450,000 of funds appropriated for each 
year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to implement lead teacher pilot program. <<DP1I32>>

has too few students to provide a teacher to offer a curricular offering in accordance with Basic 
Education Program. State Board to monitor alternative use of funds and report to General Assembly. 
<<DPI36>> 

Textbook inventory services. Authorized Dep’t of Public Instruction to use funds appropriated 
to it to hire managing accountant for Textbook Services Area. <<DPI39>> 

Allocation/accounting of exceptional children funds. State Board to develop plan for allocation 
and accounting for funds for services to exceptional children, with periodic reports to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations, beginning May 1, 1988. <<DPI44>> 


REVENUE, DEP‘T OF 


Computer equipment reserve. Appropriates $1,660,714 for fiscal 1987-89 to a Reserve Fund for 
the Management Information Systems Div’n of Dep’t of Revenue, and requires Sec’y of Dep’t, State 


Controller, and Chief of State Information Processing Services to present report to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations between Jan. 1, 1988, and March 1, 1988. Report to include description 
of show funds to be expended on acquisition of computer equipment and support services for Dep’t of 
Revenue, and shall include detailed plan for any merger of functions, operations, and computer processing 
between Dep’t of Revenue Computer Center and State Information Processing Services. Prohibits Dep’t from 
committing funds for expenditure before July 1, 1988. <<REV1>> 

New Revenue Department costs from tax _ revisions funded from proceeds. Authorizes Dep’t of 
Revenue to retain $281,252 from income tax withholding collections in February, 1988, and $200,961 from 
February, 1989, collections for administrative costs resulting from Ch. 622, SL 1987; and to retain 
$40,571 from sales tax collections in Sept., 1987, to cover transition problems resulting from 
elimination by that act of discount allowed for collecting sales taxes. <<REV4) 


STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT, OFFICE OF 


Office of State Controller duties. Amends GS 147-86.11(a) and 143B-426.39(9) to make State 
Controller (rather than Director of Budget) responsible for developing and implementing uniform statewide 
plan to carry out cash management policy for all State agencies. <<OSBM3) 

Legislative and Judicial budgets. Rewrites GS 143-8 to provide for Legislative Administrative 
Officer and Administrative Officer of the Courts to submit expenditure information for current biennium 
and budget requests for ensuing biennium for General Assembly and Judicial Dep’t, respectively, to 
Director of the Budget (now, submissions made by State Disbursing Officer), requires that Judicial Dep’t 
budget be approved and certified by Chief Justice and that General Assembly budget be approved and 
certified by Speaker and President Pro Tempore, and requires Director to include these estimates and 
accompanying explanations in the budget submitted to General Assembly, together with such recommendations 
may he may have with respect to them. <<OSBM6>> 

Subsistence. Amends GS 138-5(a)(2) to provide that members of the state boards and commissions 
are to receive subsistence allowance at the rate allowed to state employees generally, and amends GS 
138-6(a)(3) to provide that State employees serving on boards or commissions may be reimbursed for lunch 
when ‘the lunch is pre-planned as part of the meeting. Rewrites GS 138-5(d) to provide that subsistence 
reimbursement for actual lodging expenses must be documented by receipt from commercial establishment 
(now, documentation not required in some instances). Amends GS 138-6(c) to delete present requirement of 
prior written approval of agency head for reimbursement for overnight lodging. Effective Sept. 1, 1987. 
<<OSBM2, OSBM5>> 

Accounting equipment/software. Amends GS 147-64.6(c)(10) to delete requirement that State 
Auditor give prior written approval for acquisition of hardware or software for accounting systems 
prescribed by State Controller. <<OSBM7>> 


Prohibition of Unauthorized expenditures by State Treasurer. Prohibits cited expenditures or 
addition of unauthorized positions by cited dep’t. <<OSBM10) 


Report on expenditures from Reserve for Industrial Development. Requires Office of State Budget 
and Management to report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations as to intentions for 
spending $8,250,000 Reserve for Industrial Development before committing of spending funds. <<OSBM11) 


TRANSPORTATION, DEP’T OF 


Highway fund allocations. Provides that Controller of Dep’t of Transportation to allocate at 
beginning of fiscal year, from funds appropriated for constuction, highway match, maintenance and ferry 
operations, sufficient funds to eliminate overdrafts on state maintenance and construction projects and 
provides that allocations may not be diverted to other purposes. 

Highway funds limitations on overexpenditures. Provides that overexpenditures from state 
construction, highway match, state maintenance or ferry operations appropriations may be made by 
authorization of Director of Budget so long as there are corresponding underexpenditures within these 
same titles and over or underexpenditures within a title may not vary by more than 10% without prior 
consulation with Advisory Budget Comm’n. 

Highway funds appropriations. Certifies anticipated Highway Fund revenues of $898,100,000 for 
fiscal 1989-90 and $914,200,000 for fiscal 1990-91. 
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Widening existing roads. Up to 10% of funds appropriated for contract maintenance road 
resurfacing program may be used for widening existing narrow roads that are scheduled for resurfacing. 

DMV use sales tax on motor vehicles. Allows Dep’t of Transportation to retain from collected 
sales tax on motor vehicles amount equal to cost to DMV of collecting tax, not to exceed $475,000 pe 
year. <<TRANS1>> 

Urban construction funds. Earmarks $20 million of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Transportation 
for fiscal 1987-88 for Small Urban Construction projects, with $14 million to be allocated equally among 
14 Highway Div’ns for projects located within one-mile radius of municipal corporate limits, and $6 
million to be used statewide. Provides that funds used from this allocation for rural secondary road 
construction are not subject to county formula allocation as provided by GS 136-44.5. <<TRANS2>> 

Highway Fund adjustments. Sets out guidelines for use of Highway Fund unreserved credit balance 


remaining at end of fiscal year. <<TRANS3>> 
Marion H. Brock law enforcement center. Of funds appropriated for building additions in Division 


of Motor Vehicles, $100,000 is authorized for facilities for Division’s use of Marion H. Brock Law 
Enforcement Center. <<TRANS5>> 


Pay grade increase for DMV positions. Raises education program specialist and driver education 


representative positions within Dep’t of Transportation, School Bus and Traffic Safety Section, one pay © 
grade and provides that of Highway funds appropriated to Dep’t of Transportation, $121,540 in fiscal 
1987-88 and $121,910 for fiscal 1988-89 be used to implement pay grade increase. <<TRANS9>> 

Continuing public transportation appropriations. Adds G.S. 136-16.4 to annually appropriate from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Transportation for aviation purposes sum equal to estimated revenue derived from 
sales and use taxes collected during year from sales of aircraft, parts and fuel. Adds G.S. 136-16.6 to 
annually appropriate from General Fund to Dep’t of Transportation for rail purposes greater of $100,000 
or 100% of annual dividends recieved in prior fiscal year by State from ownership of stock in NC Railroad 
Co. and Atlantic and NC Railroad Co. Adds G.S. 136-16.8 to annually appropriate from Highway Fund to 
Dep’t of Transportation for public transportation purposes greater of $1,600,000 or amount derived by 
multiplying number of vehicles estimated to be registered as of first day of fiscal year by fifty cents. 
Effective Sept. 1, 1987 and expires June 30, 1990. <<TRANSI1OA>> 

Expenditure of special appropriations for highways. Of special appropriations for highways for 
fiscal 1987-88 to Dep’t of Transportation $60,000,000 may be used for supplemental funding for highway 
construction for State and Federal Aid Road systems, supplemental funding for planning highways and 
acquisition of rights-of-way, matching funds for unanticipated federal aid contstruction funds, payment 
on road bonds, or maintaining a uniform seasonal pace of highway construction. Requires funds to be 
allocated in substantially equal amounts among highway divisions. Requires Dep’t to report to General 
Assembly by May 1, 1988 on how funds were used and are proposed to be used and requires monthly report to 
Government Operations Comm’n and Fiscal Research Divison.<<TRANS13A>> 

Comm’n paid to branch agents. Increases commission paid to branch agents for Division of Motor 
Vehicles from 70 to 72 cents per transaction, effective July 1, 1987. <<TRANS15>> 





UNC BOARD OF GOVERNORS 


Residential summer school funds. Provides that residential summer school program operated by — 
Office of Rural Education, Western Carolina University, and Rural Education Institute, East Carolina 
University, shall serve students who do not qualify as gifted but who demonstrate .leadership potential, 
given extra motivation and opportunity. Program is to consist of four three-week residential summer 
sessions, with each university conducting two. Each session to serve 150 students, with two sessions 
serving eighth and ninth grade students and two sessions serving tenth, eleventh, and twelfth students. 
Each student may attend only one session during school career. Requires three to one ratio of rural to 
urban students. Provides selection criteria to be developed with advice of teachers, principals, and 
guidance counselors, and requires participation of secondary and post-secondary educators in program 
development, with emphasis on reading, writing, arithmetic, and communication skills. <<UNC6>> 

UNC vending reports. Amends GS 143-12.1(h) to extend application of statute concerning 
state-operated vending facilities to operations under GS 116-36.3 (institutional student auxiliary 
enterprises). Amends GS 116-36.4 to delete requirement that UNC Board of Governors report on receipts 
and expenditures of net proceeds from vending facilities, retaining requirement of report on use of 
proceeds. Requires report to be broken down by campus and authorized purpose. Deletes requirement of 
quarterly report. Annual report submitted by Oct. 1, 1987, is to be prepared under prior law. 
Subsequent reports are to be prepared under new law.<<UNC9>> 

UNC-CH clerical positions within-grade adjustments. Authorizes UNC-CH to use appropriated funds 
to grant within-grade adjustments to clerical and related positions as result of Dec. 1986 decision of 
State Personnel Comm’n to authorize new hires to begin at step 2. Prohibits Comm’n from authorizing 
within-grade adjustments for any position because of allowing new hires to start at level above Step 1 
unless funds are available to pay higher rate. <<UNC10>> 

NCSU forestry biotech funds. Allocates $160,000 of funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors 
for expansion of agricultural programs for each year of biennium for forestry biotechnology research at 
NC State University. <<UNC11>> 

Aquaculture program funds. Allocates $400,000 of funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors 
for expansion of agricultural program for each year of biennium for research and development of 
acquaculture programs throughout State. <<UNC11A>> 

NCSU sewage study funds. Allocates $50,000 of appropriation to Board of Governors for fiscal 
1987-88 for NCSU study of alternative disposal systems for residential sewage in parts of NC with poor 
soil absorption qualify. 

Parent-to-Parent funds. Allocates $75,000 of Board of Governors appropriation for each year o 
biennium for parent-to-parent program of UNC-CH School of Medicine, Div’n of Pediatrics.

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Economic development, NCSU and NCCU. Of funds appropriated to Board of Governors for expansion 
of agricultural programs, earmarks $125,000 for each year of biennium for economic development research 
projects at NCSU and NC Central. 

ECU Medical School medicare/medicaid reimbursement. Amends SL 1983, Ch. 761, Sec. 116, 
concerning disposition of medicare-medicaid receipts held in trust by Pitt Memorial Hospital for ECU 
Medical School pending resolution of litigation, to provide that after allocated appropriate share to 
medical faculty practice plan, remainder shall be transferred to School of Medicine operating budget 
(now, divided equally between General Fund and Medical School).

H 1187 1987 technical corrections (previous digests on pp. 1064, 1139) 

Senate committee substitute makes technical changes and substantive 
changes set out below. (1) Amends GS 153A-19 (Establishing and naming 
townships), as amended by SL 1987, Ch. 715 (Redistricting Data Program) to add 
section requiring township boundaries and changes in boundaries to be reported 
to US Census Bureau in Boundary and Annexations Survey. Directs counties to 
consult with county board of elections and other appropriate agencies about 
location of boundaries in responding to surveys. Makes conforming changes in GS 
160A-29, -39, and -51. Adds GS 160A-58.8 providing that annexations made under 
GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, Part 4 (Annexation of noncontiguous areas) must be 
recorded and reported in same manner. (2) Amends GS 163-132.2(a) (Establishment 
of precinct boundaries for 1990 Census), as amended by SL 1987, Ch. 715, to add 
provision that if precinct boundary is altered because of new law, boundary on 
map shall be shown as it is on Jan. 1, 1988, but fact that boundary is changed 
because of intervening annexation must be reported to State Board of Elections 
and Legislative Services Office. 


H 1295 Register of deeds pension (previous digests on pp. 714, 915, 1064, 
12 pe 2 50.5 1 323) 
Senate amendment #5 specifies that county register of deeds must have 
retired with at least 12 years eligible service in order to be eligible for 
monthly pension. 


H 1745 Pesticide applicator fees 

House committee substitute for blank bill is entitled "AN ACT TO 
AUTHORIZE THE PESTICIDE BOARD TO CHARGE A FEE OF UP TO TEN DOLLARS TO MAKE THE 
CERTIFICATION AND RECERTIFICATION PROGRAM SELF-FUNDED OUT OF RECEIPTS.", and 
amends GS 143-440(b) as title indicates. Effective Sept. 1, 1987.

S 02 Documents depository act (previous digest on p. 68) 

Senate amendment authorizes State Library to exclude from required 
deposit items or materials it finds to be inappropriate for deposit. Changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1987. 


S 110 Clean Water Loan and Grant Fund (previous digest on p. 112) 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA CLEAN WATER LOAN AND GRANT PROGRAM." Creates Clean 
Water Loan and Grant Fund, and within that Fund a special Water Pollution 
Control Revolving Fund, consisting initially of such funds as may be 
appropriated to it by General Assembly and federal funds received pursuant to 
Federal Water Quality Act of 1987. Provides for available funds to be allocated 
among the following accounts: General Wastewater Revolving Loans, 452; 
Emergency Wastewater Revolving Loans, 13%; High-Unit Cost Wastewater Account, 
10%; General Water Supply Account, 23%; High-Unit Cost Water Supply Account, 32; 
Emergency Water Supply Revolving Loan Account, 5%; and Administrative Account, 
Led Authorizes loans and grants to local governments (counties, cities, and 
various special districts authorized to provide water and/or sewer services). 
Loans must be authorized under present procedures prescribed in Local Government 
Bond Act. Provides for interest on revolving loans to be set at rate fixed 
under Federal Water Pollution Control Act for water pollution control loans, but 
not to exceed lesser of 4% or 1/2 prevailing national market rate general 
obligation debt of similar maturity. Sets maximum loan or grant at 100% of 
nonfederal share of construction costs of eligible project with total cap of 
$3,000,000 in loans and $500,000 in grants to any one local unit during any 
fiscal year. Authorizes loans and grants from General Wastewater and General 
Water Supply accounts for any approved project. Authorizes grants from 
High-Unit Cost Wastewater and Water Supply Accounts for projects for’ which user 
fees needed to amortize project will exceed 1.5% of median household income in 
county in which project is’ located. Loans from Emergency Wastewater and 
Emergency Water Supply accounts are available to remedy serious public health 
hazards as certified by Environmental Management Comm’n and Div’n of Health 
Services, respectively. 

Provides for administration of applications for loans and grants from 
water supply side of the program by Div’n of Health Services, and from 
wastewater side by Environmental Management Comm’n, with general administrative 
oversight lodged in Office of State Budget and Management. Requires 
environmental assessment and public hearing. Directs administering agencies to 
establish system of priorities similar to those developed under Clean Water Bond 
Act of 1977. 

Directs administering agencies to report by July 31 of each year to 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Makes numerous conforming amendments to Local Government Bond Act and 
Local Government Budget and Fiscal Control Act. 


Supa Oy Investment credit/capital resource (previous digests on pp. 228, 314, 

816, 1082) 

Senate committee substitute #2 limits total credits allowed to 
taxpayers in a calendar year to $3 million, and provides for allocation of 
credits claimed in excess of $3 million as follows: $1.5 million allocated 
among taxpayers claiming credits for investment in NC Capital Resource 
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Corporations; $1.5 million allocated among taxpayers claiming other credits 
under act. Provides that unused portion of allocation cap in one category may 
be apportioned to the other until total credits allowed equals $3 million. 
Makes provisions of act concerning tax credits effective for tax years beginning 
on and after Jan. 1, 1988; remainder of act effective on ratification. 


S 358 Benefits withheld in IV-D cases (previous digests on pp. 351, 566, 
1316) 
House amendment amends GS 96-4(t) to allow Employment Security Comm’n 
to release records on amount of compensation paid if the records are subpoenaed 
in a child support case. 


S 375 Hazardous waste liability (previous digests on pp. 366, 941, 978) 

House committee substitute deletes portion of bill making parent 
corporation of operator a guarantor only in event other financial devices fail 
to provide sufficient funds for facility closure, postclosure monitoring and 
corrective measures, and potential liability. Bill now provides that parent 
corporation or other parent entity of commercial operator is deemed guarantor of 
payment by operator for cited events. 


S 423 Elkin charter consolidation (previous digests 395, 1243) 
Conference report adds amendment specifying that act does not repeal 
Sec. 3 of Ch. 730 of 1987 Session Laws. 
S 739 Toll limitations while incompetent (previous digests on pp. 627, 789) 
House committee substitute corrects statutory cross reference to 
reflect enactment of new GS Ch. 35A. 


83,499 Multiple employer trusts (previous digests on pp. 632, 864) 

Senate committee substitute makes technical and clarifying changes and 
substantive changes as set forth below. (1) Clarifies that Comm’n’s purpose is 
to assist in making health insurance available to employees of small businesses 
(was, "for the purpose of making" insurance available). (2) Deletes requirement 
that Comm'n organize employers affected by bill, leaving requirement that Comm'n 
facilitate provision of insurance to affected groups. (3) Directs Comm'n to 
establish participation criteria for authorized multiple-employer welfare 
arrangements. (4) Deletes specific provision that staff costs be funded in part 
from premiums and _ substitutes general language permitting funding from “other 


sources." (5) Deletes provision that coverage under bill is secondary to any 
other available coverage held by individual participant. (6) Changes 
composition of Comm'n. New bill provides that one member (was, two) will 


represent small businesses with eligible employees. Specifies that of two 
members representing domestic health care insurers, one must be licensed under 
GS Ch. 57 and one must be licensed under GS Ch. 58. Requires that one member be 
licensed physician who provides program services. Specifies that member 
representing public must be familiar with health insurance issues and be an 
advocate of low and moderate income employees. Small business representative, 
health care insurer licensed under Ch. 5/7, and physician to be appointed on 
recommendation of Speaker of House; remainder to be appointed on recommendation 
of Lieutenant Governor. (7) Provides Dep’t of Insurance may require that 
marketing representatives used by Comm’n be _ licensed as representatives of 
insurance companies, health maintenance organizations, or other insurance 
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providers (was, "or multiple-employer welfare arrangements"). (8) Amends GS 
120-123 to add Comm’n to list of boards and comm’ns on which members of General 


Assembly may not serve. 


S 1018 DHR grant acceptance (previous digest on p. 878) 

Senate committee substitute codifies bill as GS 143-23.2, and 108A-66, 
and makes following changes: (1) Allows NC Memorial Hospital to allow transfer 
of funds under same authority granted to Dep’t of Human Resources; (2) 
eliminates appropriation, but authorizes Dep’t to use $5,000 of funds 
appropriated to it to implement act; and (3) changes effective date of provision 
allowing acceptance of grants and transfer of funds to Jan. 1, 1988 and makes 
section on mandating different method of compensating hospitals handling 
disproportionate share of indigent patients effective when funds are available 
to implement it, but Dep’t may proceed with planning without implementing funds. 


S 1241 Distillery tax credit changes (previous digests on pp. 959, 1167) 

Senate committee substitute amends GS 105-130.27 (credit against 
corporate income tax for construction of fuel ethanol distillery) and GS 
105-151.6 (similar credit against personal income tax) to set out procedure for 
claiming credit. Bill now provides that credit must be taken for taxable year 
beginning during calendar year following calendar year in which payments for 
construction and installation were made. Requires taxpayer to file application 
for credit with Sec’y of Revenue on or before April 15 of that year on form 
furnished by Sec’y. Limits total amount of all credits allowed under each 
section to $1,500,000. Provides that if total claims exceed this amount, Sec’y 
is to allocate total among all claims on pro rata basis. Requires Sec’y to 
notify taxpayer of reduction on or before Dec. 31. Provides allocations are 
final, and prohibits adjustment to account for credits applied for but not 
claimed. Deletes provision permitting credit to be carried back to the three 
preceding taxable years. In addition, amends GS 105-151.6 to specify that 
credit under that section includes credit passed through from partnership or 
electing special corporation. Specifies that investment in distillery made by 
such business entity will be considered to have been made by taxpayer for 
purpose of this section.

ina Low Level Waste Mgt Auth (previous digest on p. 43, 1247) 

House committee substitute #2 replaces House committee substitute #1 
with "AN ACT TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT 
AUTHORITY, TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE IN NORTH 
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CAROLINA, AND TO AMEND THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE 
MANAGEMENT COMPACT." Committee substitute #2 incorporates provisions of Senate 
committee substitute for S 848 (digested on p. 683) , with changes and additions 
noted below. 

Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority. Provides’ for 
Authority composed of 15 members, five appointed by Governor, and ten appointed 
by General Assembly--five on recommendation of Speaker and five on 
recommendation of Lt. Governor. Omits all provisions concerning taxes and fees 
levied or imposed by the Authority, the State, or local governments. Adds 
Authority to list of agencies on which sitting members of General Assembly may 
not serve, and exempts Authority employees from State Personnel Act. Otherwise, 
includes provisions of S 848 (Senate Comm. Sub.) concerning structure, powers, 
and duties of Authority without major change. 

Joint Select Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste. Confirms cited 
committee, by Speaker and Lt. Governor in Sept., 1986, as joint committee of 
General Assembly. Committee consists of six Senators appointed by Lt. Governor 
and six Representatives appointed by Speaker. Directs Committee to study 
alternatives for NC in dealing with low-level radioactive waste. States it to 
be intention of General Assembly to establish $90 million trust fund to be used 
to compensate counties in which disposal facility is located, with principal to 
be used only for costs of health and safety measures directly related to 
facility and income to be paid to county in which facility is located. Directs 
Committee to study issue of compensation to county in which facility is located 
in context of this policy and to report to 1988 session with recommendations on 
how to fund trust fund, how to administer it, and whether other local 
governments in vicinity of facility should share in trust income. 

Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Compact. 
Adds following new provisions to GS 104F-1, constituting Southeast Compact: (1) 
no party state shall be required to operate a regional facility for longer than 
20 years or to dispose of more than 32 million cubic feet of waste, whichever 
occurs first; (2) any state may withdraw from pact at any time, but if regional 
facility is located in such state, the facility shall remain available to the 
region for four years thereafter; and (3) right of a state to withdraw ends no 
later than five years after beginning of second host state disposal facility. 
Provides that North Carolina will withdraw from Compact unless all member states 
adopt amendments substantially similar to the above by Dec. 31, 1988 and 
Congress has approved changes by Dec. 31, 1992. 


H 684 Cary road facility fees (previous digests on pp. 410, 843) 

Senate amendment deletes provision stating that nothing in bill 
authorizes the Town of Cary to acquire rights-of-way for State highway system or 
to construct any street or highway on State highway system. 


H 749 New Hanover tree bill (previous digests on pp. 443, 884) 

Senate amendment provides that an ordinance enacted pursuant to bill 
shall not apply to any agricultural land, forestland or horticultural land (as 
defined in GS 105-277.2) located in New Hanover County or any of its cities. 


H 923 Durham facilities fees (previous digests on pp. 525, 885) 

Senate amendment deletes provisions stating that nothing in the bill 
authorizes the City of Durham to acquire rights-of-way for State highway system 
or to construct any street or highway on State highway system. 
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H 1277 Low-Level Waste Mgt Auth-3 (previous digests on p. 709) 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE IN NORTH CAROLINA." 
Establishes Authority in terms essentially identical to H 35 (House Comm. Sub. 
#2), digested in today’s Bulletin, except omits all provisions concerning 
actual selection of a site, provisions concerning construction, operation, and 
financing of facility, and provisions concerning compensation of host community. 
Retains authority for Authority to establish criteria and procedures for 
characterizing and evaluating alternative locations for waste facility. 
Appropriates to Authority $500,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $2,000,000 for 1988-89 
to defray its expenses. Does not contain provisions concerning Joint Select 
Committee or Southeast Compact. 


H 1279 Low-level waste compact study (previous digest on p. 709) 

House committee substitute changes title to read "AN ACT TO CREATE THE 
LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON THE SOUTHEAST INTERSTATE LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE 
WASTE MANAGEMENT COMPACT." Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on the Southeast 
Interstate Low-Level Radioactive Management Compact, consisting of seven 
senators appointed by Lt. Governor and seven representatives appointed by 
Speaker of the House. Requires appointment by Sep. 15, 1987, and for appointing 
officers each to fill vacancies and appoint Senate and House cochairmen. Comm'n 
to study legal issues of continued membership in named Compact, including the 
extent states may bind themselves’ to continue participation, possibility of 
amending Compact and consequence of withdrawal, costs/benefits of continuation 
or withdrawal or alternatives to Compact, and other issues relevant to decision 
to: (1) continue in Compact, (2) withdraw and become part of smaller compact, 
or (3) withdraw and manage own waste as noncompact state. Public hearings 
authorized. Report required by first day of 1988 Regular Session, and bills to 
implement Comm’n recommendations may be introduced in 1988. Appropriates 
$25,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to fund the study.

Senate committee substitute reduces from $9,000 to $4,000 the proposed 
amount of retirement pay excluded from taxable income (now, $3,000 excluded from 
taxable income). 


S 182 Local ordinance penalties increased (previous digests on pp. 180, 188, 
1324) 
House amendment makes technical change. 


S 306 Manuf. housing zoning and taxation (previous digests on pp. 310, 427) 
Senate committee substitute replaces original bill, as amended, with 
"AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE LAW CONCERNING LOCAL REGULATION OF THE PLACEMENT OF 
MANUFACTURED HOMES." Identical to House committee substitute #2 for H 50/7, 
digested in yesterday’s Bulletin, except for the following differences: (1) 
authorizes cities and counties to designate individual lots within zoning 
jurisdiction on which manufactured homes may be located, and (2) includes 
provision that proposed GS_ 160A-383.1 does not preempt or supersede valid 
restrictive covenants running with the land, but does not include related 
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provision that the terms "mobile home" and "trailer" in any valid restrictive 
covenants running with the land shall include the term "manufactured home" as 
defined in GS 143-145(7). 


S 484 Coin laundry, no sales tax (previous digest on p. 423) 
Senate committee substitute changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1987 to 
JULY lye hoods . 


S 491 Maximum cost to administer estate (previous digest on p. 425) 
Senate amendment changes effective date from July 1, 1987 to Sept. 1, 
1987. 


S 508 DWI assessment/license revocation (previous digests on pages 464, 830, 

1110, and 1297) 

House amendment provides that in both statewide and pilot assessment 
and treatment programs (and alcohol and drug education traffic schools in pilot 
counties), assessment or treatment agency or alcohol and drug education traffic 
school must give Div’n of Motor Vehicles (DMV) original of certificate of 
completion of court-ordered assessment, treatment, or school; must give 
defendant a copy of certificate; and must retain a copy of certificate on file 
for five years. Prohibits DMV from reissuing driver’s license of defendant 
ordered to obtain assessment or to participate in treatment program or school 
unless DMV has received such original certificate. Also provides that in 
counties participating in pilot program, a defendant has option, to be exercised 
at time of conviction, of meeting probation conditions either in county of 
conviction or in county of his residence and that he shall be sentenced 
according to law of selected county. 


S 604 Cotton Warehouse Act (previous digests on pp. 492, 864, 1119) 

Senate amendment deletes proposed transfer of $52,500 for fiscal 
1987-88 and $49,000 for fiscal 1988-89 from the State Warehouse Fund to the 
Dep’t of Agriculture to administer bill’s provisions. 


S 668 Flying while impaired (previous digests on pp. 532, 766, 775, 1311) 

House amendment revises GS 63-27(a) to make the offense operating 
aircraft on ground, in the air, or on water within NC: (1) while under the 
influence of an impairing substance or (2) after having consumed sufficient 
alcohol that the operator has, at any relevant time after operation, an alcohol 
concentration of 0.04 or more. (Deletes requirement added in Senate that 
appreciable impairment of physical or mental faculties or both also be proved 
under subdivision (2).) 


S 738 Housing Trust Fund (previous digest on p. 627) 

Senate committee substitute makes following major changes in original 
bill: (1) creates NC Housing Partnership to promulgate policies and regulations 
for the administration of the NC Housing Trust Fund, and creates NC Housing 
Finance Agency to administer Fund in accordance with those policies and 
regulations (originally, created NC Housing Comm'n to administer fund pursuant 
to its own rules and regulations); (2) NC Housing Partnership composed of the 
following 13 members: (a) Executive Director of Agency, (b) Sec’y of Dep’t of 
Natural Resources and Community Development, (c) State Treasurer, (d) five 
members appointed by Lt. Governor, three to represent specified interests, and 
five members by Speaker of the House, three to represent specified interests, 
and all to serve three-year terms beginning on Sept. 1, 1987; (3) grants 
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Partnership following powers and duties: (a) promulgate rules and regulations 
for implementation of programs that use Fund and for Agency’s administration of 
Fund, (b) promote development of coordinated State low income housing plan, (c) 
obtain necessary information from other State agencies about housing, and (d) 
allocate monies in Fund; (4) authorizes Partnership to appoint Executive 
Director, and Director may employ professional and clerical assistance as 
Partnership considers necessary to administer GS Ch. 122E; Partnership 
employees, other than Director, must be compensated in accord with salary 
schedules adopted pursuant to State Personnel Act; (5) Partnership members do 
not receive a salary for their duties, but shall be compensated for actual 
expenses for travel and subsistence and per diem allowed by law for State boards 
and commissions; (6) deletes provisions that limit amount the State Treasurer or 
Agency (formerly, Comm’n) may receive from Fund’s interest earnings to cover 
administrative expenses; (7) directs Agency to file report of planned 
expenditures required by specified settlement agreement before first expenditure 
. of Stripper Well Litigation Funds; (8) requires Partnership to ensure that same 
percentages of monies from Fund as in original bill benefit the same categories 
of families specified in original bill (no longer defined very low income, low 
income, and moderate income families); extends benefits to "persons" who satisfy 
income criteria and uses figures from US Dep’t of Housing and Urban Development 
(originally, NC Office of State Budget) to determine median family incomes; (9) 
reduces to ten years (originally, 20 years) the period that specified projects 
receiving grants or loans from Fund must guarantee that at least 20 per cent 
of units are affordable housing units and are occupied by specified low income 
persons or families; (10) permits use of State-appropriated funds for new 
construction, and deletes from original bill following activities eligible for 
use of State-appropriated funds: (a) assistance to administrative agent of 
project funded under Section 515 program of US Farmers Home Administration, (b) 
costs of demolition and development or improvement of infrastructure for 
designated eligible projects, (c) allocations to be used in conjunction with 
either single family or multi-family tax-exempt housing bond issuances, and (d) 
allocations to lending institutions operating in NC that will use those funds to 
make and service emergency loans to owners of single family residences who 
satisfy outlined conditions; (11) provides that units of State are eligible 
applicants (originally, NC Housing Finance Agency only eligible State unit); 
(12) deletes provision in original bill that required Comm’n to establish 
standards for determining the amount, terms and conditions of each grant or 
loan; (13) specifies that the priority for applications that provide for the 
leveraging of Fund monies applies only if the leveraging is by combination with 
other private or governmental loan, grant, or bond financing programs; (14) 
repeals Art. 3B, GS Ch. 147 (NC Housing Comm'n); (15) provides’ that staff and 
equipment costs and expenses of Partnership, not to exceed $100,000 per fiscal 
year, shall be paid from nontax revenues of Housing Finance Agency for each 
fiscal year of 1987-89 biennium; and (16) allocates all funds and interest on 
funds received to date from Stripper Well Litigation to NC Housing Trust Fund; 
expresses intent that equitable portion of future Stripper Well Litigation funds 
will be distributed to programs other than Fund. 


See yal Nonprofit directors immunity-2 (previous digests on pp. 634, 865, 892) 
House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO LIMIT THE 
LIABILITY OF A DIRECTOR, TRUSTEE, OR OFFICER OF A RELIGIOUS SOCIETY, A FRATERNAL 
SOCIETY OR ORDER, OR A NONPROFIT CORPORATION", and makes the following major 
changes: (1) amends proposed GS 61-1(b) to extend immunity provisions to 
directors and officers of religious societies (originally, only trustees), and 
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clarifies that immunity is from liability for money damages; (2) amends proposed 
GS 61-1(b) to provide that immunity not available if person is compensated for 
his services beyond reimbursement for expenses (originally, payments of less 
than $500 per year for specified items not considered compensation); (3) amends 
proposed GS 61-1(b) to provide that immunity is not available if a person (a) 
incurs liability from the operation of a motor vehicle or (b) is sued in an 
action that would qualify as a derivative action if the organization were a 
for-profit corporation or as a member’s or director’s derivative action if it 
were a non-profit corporation; (4) clarifies that the immunity granted by GS 
61-1(b) is personal to individual officers, directors, and trustees and does not 
immunize the organization for their conduct; (5) amends GS 58-340.8 (Ch. 483, 
SL 1987) to extend immunity provisions identical to those of proposed GS 61-1(b) 
to officers or members of a supreme governing body of a fraternal benefit 
society or order; (6) amends proposed GS 55A-28.1A to extend immunity provisions 
identical to those of proposed GS 61-1(b) to directors, officers and trustees of 
nonprofit corporations.

House amendment #2 adds 
unrelated provision amending GS 160A-304(a) to place a $15 limit on the license 
or permit fee cities may charge taxicab drivers, and amends bill title to 
reflect new provision.

House Amendment #1 adds preamble declaring intent of General Assembly

Senate amendments rewrite credit ceiling provisions in GS 105-130.27 
(credit against corporate income tax for construction of fuel ethanol 
distillery) and GS 105-151.6 (similar credit against personal income tax) to 
raise each ceiling to $2,500,000 aggregate (originally, $1,500,000). If 
aggregate credits under either section fail to reach $2,500,000, the credit 
ceiling of other section is raised (and individual additional credit given pro 
rata), with $5,000,000 ceiling on total credits under both sections.

FOR THE ADOLESCENT SUBSTANCE ABUSE PROGRAM." Adds new GS 122C-113(b1) to direct 
Sec’y of Human Resources to cooperate with State Board of Education in 
coordinating responsibilities of DHR and Dep’t of Public Education for 
adolescent substance abuse program. Provides that Div’n of Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services is responsible for non-school 
based programs, while Dep’t of Public Education is primarily responsible for 
in-school education, identification, and intervention services, including 
student assistance.

Amends GS 115C-363.4 to provide for the assignment of extra duties 
to Career Status II and III teachers and paying them for these extra duties. 
Career Status III teachers shall be given first consideration for such duties as 
department chairman, grade chairman, and lead _ teacher. Career Status II 
teachers shall be given first consideration for such duties as being a mentor 
teacher, supervising student teachers, and leadership in curriculum development.

Rewrites GS 136-29 concerning adjustment and resolution of 
highway construction contract claims. Retains existing procedures for handling 
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highway contract claims by State Highway Administrator, but provides for appeals 
from Administrator’s decision pursuant to contested claims provisions of 
Administrative Procedure Act (GS Ch. 150B) (now, appeal to Superior Court or to 
Board of Contract Appeals at option of contractor). Rewrites GS 143-135.3, 
concerning adjustment and resolution of State construction contract claims other 
than highway construction contacts. Provides that contractor who has not 
completed contract for construction or repair work and has not been paid what he 
claims is due may submit claim to Director of Office of State Construction, and 
authorizes Director to deny, allow, or compromise the claim in whole or part. 
Provides that such a claim is not a contested case under APA. With respect. to 
claims on completed construction or repair contracts, allows contractor to 
submit claim to Director within 60 days after receiving final statement of 
contracting agency’s disposition of his claim. Requires Director to investigate 
within 90 days (or longer if Director and contractor agree). Authorizes appeal 
from Director’s decision under contested case provisions of APA. Effective Oct. 
1, 1987; applies to actions brought for claims denied by State Highway 
Administrator or Director Office of Sate Construction on or after that date.

persons); (4) revises rewritten GS 58-248.33(g)(6), concerning business produced 
by designated agents, to provide that designated agents appointed before Sep. 1, 
1987, may place liability policies with voluntary carrier, provided that all 
such policies are retained by voluntary carrier unless ceded to Facility using 
Facility rates, and requiring designated agents to provide Facility with list of 
such policies written by voluntary carrier at least annually (or on request) on 
form approved by Facility; and (5) amends transitional provisions to provide 
that with respect to at-fault accidents occurring before effective date of 
revised subclassification plan promulgated pursuant to Act, premium surcharges 
shall be determined by plan in effect at time of the accident.

Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A CENTRAL VOTER FILE SYSTEM IN THE OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 
OF STATE." Provides Sec’y of State to develop and send to each county board of 
elections by Sep. 15, 1987 standard format for data for voter records maintained 
by county boards on electronic data processing equipment. Requires each county 
board that maintains electronic voter records to provide standardized voter 
registration data to Sec’y; board to be reimbursed $600 for cost of preparing 
the electronic data. Requires Sec’y to contract with UNC to convert data 
received from county boards to single computer tape file no later than Dec. 1, 
1987. Sets out schedule for producing and distributing the converted, merged 
tape file. Requires Sec’y to provide, upon request, one copy of merged data 
tape to state chairman of each political party, charging only cost of the 
magnetic tape; Sec’y to sell copies to others at $1000/copy. (Senate amendment 
defines political party as in GS 163-96.) Allocates $70,000 to Sec’y of State 
from funds already appropriated for fiscal 1987-88 to implement act. Transfers 
$70,000 to Sec’y of State for 1988-89 from funds appropriated by SL 1985, Ch. 
757, Sec. 53(a) (feasibility study of central voter file) to implement act, and 
repeals that 1985 legislation. 


S 1307 Lenox Baker Hospital transfer 

Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE TRANSFER OF THE LENOX BAKER HOSPITAL TO DUKE UNIVERSITY." Transfers 
real property constituting Lenox Baker Children’s Hospital to Duke University on 
date agreed to by Dep’t of Human Resources and Duke not later than Nov. 1, 1987, 
subject to following conditions to be agreed to by Duke: (1) Duke will offer 
employment to Lenox Baker employees who are acceptable to Duke, are interested 
in such employment, and who are necessary to the operation; (2) Duke will 
maintain services now provided by Lenox Baker for at least five years; (3) Duke 
will treat patients without regard for ability to pay; (4) Duke will provide 
Developmental Evaluation Center and Speech & Hearing Clinic with space and make 
it available to State rent-free until expiration of five years or date on which 
State-funding for such programs terminates, and (5) Duke will maintain name of 
Lenox Baker Children’s Hospital. Provides that Lenox Baker employees shall 
receive severance pay pursuant to GS 143-27.2 and any other benefits to which 
they are entitled, and that Certificate of Need Law (GS Ch. 131E, Art. 9) does 
not apply to transfer. Appropriates from General Fund to Duke Univ. for fiscal 
1987-88 $444,000 to construct therapeutic pool at Lenox Baker Hospital. 
Authorizes use of up to $724,061 of funds appropriated for 1987-88 for operation 
of Lenox Baker for (1) operation of the facility from July 1 to Nov. 1, 1987, 
and (2) payment of employee benefits. Provides for remainder of appropriation 
towerevert ans Dec...31, 1987. Of funds appropriated to DHR, Div’n of Health 
Services, in 1987 Current Appropriations Act for Lenox Baker, transfers $91,523 
for each year of biennium to Dep’t of Public Education to be used to provide 
three 12-month teaching positions to Durham County school system to continue 
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educational services to children at Lenox Baker. Provides that all accounts 
receivable outstanding at date of transfer become property of Duke Univ. 
Abolishes Board of Directors of Lenox Baker Hospital, and makes conforming 
amendments to affected portions of General Statutes. 


S 1356 Adolescent substance abuse program (previous digest on Pp. 1363) 
Senate amendment clarifies that community based intervention and 
treatment programs are those that “ensure continued services while in 


treatment." 


S 1557 Railway corridor preservation (previous digest on p. 1357,) 

Senate amendment #1 corrects statutory citation. Senate amendment #2 
deletes provisions prohibiting use for highway purposes of abandoned railroad 
corridor property acquired by Dep’t of Transportation pursuant to bai Li.

refrain from entering order of garnishment if debtor makes a good faith effort 
to obtain payment from a third party; and adding a $1 processing fee to amount 
garnished for each payment. Amends GS 131E-50 to authorize recovery of 
employee’s reasonable costs and attorney’s fees for action for reinstatement. 
Amends GS 131E-51 to provide that upon satisfaction of judgment, expiration of 
garnishment order, or 60 months from entry of garnishment order, whichever first 
occurs, judgment to be marked paid and satisfied by clerk of court. Repeals 
local acts providing for garnishment by Granville Hospital, Northern Hospital of 
Surry County, Albemarle Hospital, and Catawba Memorial Hospital. 


S 6/2 Iredell school elections (previous digests on pp. 672, 1030, 1272) 

Conference report provides that Senate concurs’ in House committee 
substitute except as follows: Iredell County Board of Education expanded from 5 
to 7 members, with terms as_ provided by act. Board authorized to adopt an 
apportionment plan dividing Iredell County School Administrative Unit into 
electoral districts to elect members to Board.

Deletes specific timetables for site identification, public hearings, site 
selection, operator selection, etc. Deletes provisions on construction, 
control, and closing of facility. Rewrites proposed GS 104G-15 to delete 
requirement that surcharge be imposed in first five years of facility’s 
operation sufficient to repay General Fund for start-up appropriation. Deletes 
provisions establishing Long Term Care Fund. Rewrites proposed GS 104G-18 to 
replace system of compensation to local and state gov’ts with a tax, based on 
volume and curies, to be collected by Authority and paid to state and to local 
gov’ts where facility located. Directs Authority to develop recommended tax 
schedule and distribution formula to be considered by General Assembly. 
Transfers $400,000 placed in Hazardous Waste Reserve to Authority, with 
Authority given permission to request additional funds from Contingency and 
Emergency Fund if necessary. Makes transfer effective July 1, 1989.

Requires State Construction Div’n to report to Governmental 
Operations Comm'n and Fiscal Research Div’n on its intended use of funds from cited reserve at least 45 
days before using the funds, and requires report on how funds are actually spent. <<>> 

Seaboard Building renovation. Earmarks $289,000 of renovation and repair funds appropriated to 
Office of State Budget and Management for 1987-88 for renovation of Seaboard Building. 

N.R.C.D. Laboratory report. Requires Dep't of Administration to report to Governmental 
Operations Comm'n on proposed plans and location of Toxic Metal and Organic Analytical Laboratory 
(NRCD) before determining site for lab. 


AGRICULTURE, DEP’T OF 
Maritime Museum watercraft center. Amends Sec. 64, Ch. 757, SL 1985 to provide $75,000 to 
construct new watercraft center at NC Maritime Museum. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES, DEP’T OF 

Capital funds not revert. Funds appropriated for fiscal 1987-89 biennium for capital projects 
do not revert. — 

Capital loan authority. State Board of Community Colleges authorized to negotiate loans of 
state-appropriated capital construction funds between institutions upon confirmation by both local 
boards of trustees. 

Western regional health center. Requires that $945,000 for 1987-88 fiscal year be used for 
capital improvements for Western NC Regional Allied Health and Geriatric Training Center of 
Southwestern Technical College for equipment and furnishings. No local match required. 

Mayland Tech funds. Requires Mitchell, Avery, and Yancey counties to provide (over 1987-89 
biennium) at least $100,000 to match funds allocated to Mayland Technical College in act. 

Piedmont Tech matching. Funds allocated to Piedmont Technical College for capital projects by 
1985 session or to repay loan to Rockingham Community College are not subject to matching requirement. 

Asheville-Buncombe Tech matching. Funds allocated to Asheville-Buncombe Technical College for 
Madison County Satellite for capital projects are not subject to matching requirement. 

Isothermal Community College matching. Funds allocated to Isothermal Community College by 1985 
session and this Act for Polk County Satellite for capital projects are not subject to matching 
requirement. 


Lincoln School of Technology. Funds appropriated for Gaston College earmarked for purchase of 
equipment for Lincoln School of Technology. ’ 


Anson Technical College matching. Funds appropriated for Anson Technical College capital 
projects not subject to matching requirement. 
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CORRECTION, DEP’T OF 

Cherry Hospital building study. Directs Dep’t of Administration to study and recommend use of 
vacant and underutilized buildings at Cherry Hospital. Requires report to Chairmen of Appropriations 
Base and Expansion Budget Committees in the House, the Chairmen of the Appropriations and Base Budget 
Committees in the Senate, the Chairmen of the Joint Appropriations Committee on Justice and Public 
Safety and the Joint Comm’n on Governmental Operations, and Fiscal Research Div’n by Mar. 15, 1988. 

Harnett Prison chapel funds. Provides that 1986 appropriation for Harnett prison chapel shall 
remain available for expenditure until June 30, 1988 (now, 1987). 

Cherry Hospital/Caledonia Prison renovation. Transfers $134,000 from Reserve for Prison Needs 
to DOC capital improvement account. (Funds were authorized in 1986 (SL 1985, Ch. 1014, Sec. 207) for 
renovation of Building A at Cherry Hospital for use as minimum custody facility for female inmates.) 
Directs funds to be used to renovate Caledonia Prison dormitories as required by consent order in 
Stacker v. Woodard. Repeals remainder of Sec. 207. 

Report on improved correctional facilities. Requires Office of State Budget and Management and 
Dep’t of Correction to provide quarterly reports to Chairmen of Appropriations Base and Expansion 
Budgets House Committees, Chairmen of the Appropriations and Base Budget Senate Committees, Joint 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on expenditures of funds appropriated in 
1985 for South Piedmont Area and Montgomery County Unit capital projects, with reports to continue 
until projects completed. Requires final report immediately after improvements completed. Also 
requires report on use of funds appropriated by 1987 General Assembly for DOC capital projects. Sets 
out detailed requirements for contents of report. 

Electronic security system at prison prohibited. Prohibits purchase or use of electronic 
perimeter security system at correctional facilities, with exception of Craggy and McCain Prisons. 
Permits DOC to recommend reconsideration of installation of systems at other facilities upon finding 
that systems are fully tested. 

Vance County prison unit building. Requires that $15,000 from Prison Repair and Renovation 
Reserve be used to defray cost of vocational building at Vance County Prison Unit (Gillburg). 


Cumberland County Work Release Center funds. Funds appropriated for center must be released to 


Cumberland County when it is ready to begin design and construction. 








HUMAN RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 

Black Mountain Center. Specifies that of funds appropriated to Center in Sec. 4, Ch. 1014, SL 
1985, $258,576 for renovating houses and constructing building for cluster home project, $204,000 for 
renovation of Building 17, and $103,500 to enclose exit and construct ramp for Moore wing must be used 
to address ICF/MR deficiencies and to remove asbestos. Requires that $56,000 be used for study of 
using existing Alcoholic Rehabilitation Center at Black Mountain as ICF/MR Facility and later use of 
Center as alcoholic rehabilitation center. 


NATURAL RESOURCES AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, DEP’T OF 

NC Zoological Park funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t, $6 million to be used for Zoo, 
provide Zoological Park Society raises $1.5 million for fiscal 1987-88 to match appropriation on 
four-to-one basis. Dep’t may expend funds only to extent required matching funds have been raised. 
Funds do not revert at end of fiscal year. 

Park land acquisition. Of funds in specified reserve, $1,975,000 must be used to purchase park 
land at Lake James; $500,000 to purchase land for Eno State Park; and remainder to purchase areas 
specified in Sec. 126(b), Ch. 757, SL 1985. Dep’t may also use funds for land surveys and appraisal 
fees. 

Clean Water Fund amendments. Amends Sec. 5.12(g), Ch. 480, SL 1985 to provide that a city or 
gov’t unit to which suballocation has been transferred under subsection may transfer some or all of 
that transferred suballocation back to the transferring county. 


PUBLIC EDUCATION, DEP’T OF 


Reserve for Education Building. Transfers total of $3,850,333 from various reserves into 
Reserve for Education Building. Maximum of $1,500,000 may be used to plan construction of new 
building. Requires that architect be selected within 60 days of act’s effective date and construction 
plans to be completed within 12 months of act’s effective date. 


TRANSPORTATION, DEP’T OF 


Law enforcement center. Authorizes $100,000 for facilities to be provided for use of Division 
of Motor Vehicles in Marion H. Brock Law Enforcement Center. 


STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT, OFFICE OF 


office of Administrative Hearings building. Reverts to General Fund $425,000 appropriated in 
1986 budget for purchase of Credit Union Building for Office of Administrative Headings. 





UNC BOARD OF GOVERNORS 

Unencumbered capital improvement funds/advanced planning. Repeals GS 116-11(9)d (which provides 
that unencumbered funds remaining in capital improvement codes credited to UNC Board of Governors or 
constituent institutions for projects not enumerated by General Assembly may be used for advance 
planning within University system). 

Autistic adults funds. Requires that $638,000 of appropriated funds (UNC-CH School of Medicine, 
Division TEACCH) be used to purchase and improve property for special living and training center for 
autistic adults who have aged beyond public school services. Funds to be expended only if Office of 
State Budget and Management certifies that provision for transfer of title to property have been made. 


NCSU Pulp and Paper Lab. Funds appropriated for lab may only be spent if matched by $1 million 
of non-State funds.

ae Low Level Waste Mgt Auth (previous digests on pp. 43, 1247, 1357, 1377) 

House amendment #9 amends GS 104F-1 to provide that the right of a 
party state to withdraw terminates within 30 days following commencement of 
operation in the second host state disposal facility (was, 5 years), and defines 
the Barnwell County, South Carolina facility as the first host state disposal 
facility. 


es ¥/ Victims’ compensation changes (previous digests on pp. 50, 355) 
Senate amendments (1) adds new GS 15B-25 providing that Act does not 
create right to compensation; compensation payable only to extent funds have 
been appropriated by General Assembly, and (2) changes effective date to 
\| ratification. 


H 124 Weapons in courthouse (previous digests on p. 1339) 

Senate amendment provides that if court is housed in building 
containing nonpublic uses in addition to court, then weapon prohibition applies 
only to portion of building used for court purposes while the building is being 
used for court purposes (underlined language added). 


H 142 #£=Military retirement exclusion (previous digest on p. 100) 

House committee substitute changes title to "AN ACT TO INCREASE THE 
ANNUAL INCOME TAX EXCLUSION FOR MILITARY RETIREMENT PAY" and amends GS 
105-141(b)(18) to increase exclusion from $3,000 to $4,500 effective for taxable 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1988. 


H 545 #£=xRetirement credit/workers comp. leave (previous digest on p. 344) 
Senate amendment #1 amends GS 135-4(r)(2) and (3) to make act 
applicable to leaves of absence terminating on and after Jan. 1, 1988 (was, 


1986). 


H 576 #£zSickle cell program change (previous digests on pp. 361, 1047) 
Senate amendment #2 makes technical correction to GS 130A-130. 


H 639 Custody review waivers (previus digests on pp. 389, 859, 1215) 
Conference report provides that House concurs in Senate amendment #1, 


digestd on p. 1215. 
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H 674 Court reports/Community Colleges (digested on p. 408) 

House amendment (1) provides for Dep’t of Community Colleges to be 
provided 38 copies of appellate division reports (in original bill, as many as 
requested), and (2) makes bill applicable only to appellate division reports 
issued after the effective date. 


H 845 Mecklenburg contracts (previous digest on p. 483) 
Senate amendment provides that Board of Comm’rs may authorize 
Mecklenburg County Manager to negotiate one-term extension of contracts. 


H 1018 Sick leave retirement credit (previous digest on p. 591) 
Senate amendment #1 changes effective date of act from July 1, 1987 to 
Oct.415. 31987. 


H 1022 Credit insurance rate change (previous digests on pp. 592, 787) 

Senate committee substitute adds the following provisions: (1) amends 
GS 58-341 to exempt credit insurance written in connection with direct loans of 
more than 15 (was, 10) years duration from provisions of article regulating 
credit insurance; and (2) adds new GS 58-349(f1) providing that notwithstanding 
the premium rates otherwise set forth in the section for credit life insurance, 
the premium rates for such insurance written in connection with direct loans 
with contractual commitments of more than 10 years’ duration shall be filed with 
and approved by the Comm’r and that such rates shall exhibit a reasonable 
relationship to the benefits provided; adds new GS 58-350(e1) making same 
provision in regard to rates for credit accident and health insurance. 


H 1136 APA technical changes 

Yesterday’s Bulletin erroneously reported that the Conference Report 
for this bill was adopted on second reading in the House. The bill is on 
today’s Calendar for second reading. 


H 1142 Revenue laws technical changes (previous digests on pp. 647, 1249, 

1260, 1302, 1308) 

Conference report restores provisions of House committee substitute 
concerning school units located in more than one county and expressly states 
that these provisions apply only to Nash and Edgecombe Counties and school units 
located therein. 


H 1202 Public purchasing amendment (previous digest on p. 1178) 

House amendment deletes appropriation and provisions urging gov’t 
agencies to use services of Dep’t of Administration in purchasing from business 
enterprises owned by minority, women, and disabled persons and makes bill 
effective on ratification. 


H 1208 Domestic violence changes (previous digests on pp. 665, 1030, 1265) 
Conference report provides that House concurs’ in Senate committee 
substitute, digested on p. 1265, and amends GS 50B-2(b) to provide for hearing 
on a motion for emergency relief, where no ex parte order is entered, after 5 
days notice or date of service of process on other party, whever occurs first, 
but that no hearing is required if service of process is not completed on the 
other party. Amends GS 50B-2(c) to provide for hearing if it clearly appears to 
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the court from specific facts shown that there is a danger of acts of domestic 
violence against the aggrieved party or minor children from such acts 


(underlined words added). 


H 1218 Butner fire contracts 

House committee substitute, adopted August 10, 1987, completely 
replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO PERMIT THE DEPARTMENT OF CRIME CONTROL 
AND PUBLIC SAFETY TO CONTRACT TO PROVIDE FIRE PROTECTION IN THE VICINITY OF 
BUTNER." Adds new GS _ 122C-411 to authorize Dep’t of Crime Control & Public 
Safety to contract with industries in Butner vicinity for fire projection at 
contract rate of $.20 per $100 assessed value. 


H 1237 Investment advisers regulated (previous digests on pp. 696, 887, 1150) 

House committee substitute rewrites GS 78C-2(3)c. (exempting from Act 
lawyer, accountant, engineer or teacher with respect to services that are 
incidental to practice of profession) to delete requirement that no special 
compensation for services be received. Adds new subdivisions exempting from Act 
personal representative of decedent’s estate, licensed realtor, employee whose 
duties include advising other employees on profit-sharing plans, and person 
exempt under Sec. 203(b) of Investment Advisor Act of 1940. Amends GS 
78C-16(a)(3) to delete sports agents from special provision exempting from Act’s 
registration provisions persons with no place of business in NC. 


H 1262 Clean detergent tech. amend. (previous digests on pp. 704, 977, 1279, 

Tecienta) } 

Conference report provides that Senate recedes from its committee 
substitute, digested on p. 977, and amendments, and amends GS 143-214.4(c)(6) to 
allow phosphate detergent use to clean professional uniforms. Changes effective 
date to Jan. 1, 1988. 


‘H 1478 Diabetes self-treatment (previous digest on p. 874) 
House amendment #1 requires report by Dep’t of Insurance by June 1, 
1988 (was, May 1, 1988) and changes effective date to September 1, 1987. 


H 1515 87-89 State aid appropriations 

House committee substitute appropriates from General Fund for "aid to 
certain governmental and nongovernmental units" $344,034,407 for fiscal 1987-88 
and $327,678,123 for fiscal 1988-89. Appropriates for such purposes from 
Highway Fund $65,351,923 for fiscal 1987-88 and $68,273,077 for fiscal 1988-89. 
Makes additional appropriations for capital improvements, amends Current 
Operations Appropriations Act to increase certain items, makes several hundred 
"local discretionary" appropriations, amends certain 1986 local appropriations, 
and contains numerous’ special provisions. A detailed digest appears in a 
separate section of today’s Bulletin. The digest incorporates five House 
amendments and five Senate amendments without separate identification. 


H 2164 Public records inspection (previous digest on p. 1339) 

House committee substitute amends GS 132-6 to permit withholding of 
public records relating to proposed expansion or location of specific business 
or industrial projects, but does not permit withholding of public records 
relating to general economic development policies or activities. Amends GS 
132-9 to place burden on custodian withholding records to show that disclosure 
of such information would frustrate the purpose of attracting the particular 
business or industrial project to the state. 
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SENATE BILLS 


S 240 Medical malpractice procedures (previous digests on pp. 252, 734, 

788, 816) 

House committee substitute retitles bill as "AN ACT TO ADDRESS THE 
MEDICAL MALPRACTICE INSURANCE PROBLEM BY CHANGES IN COURT PROCEDURE, MEDICAL 
BOARD POWERS, AND PEER REVIEW." Makes following changes in committee substitute 
adopted 5/6/87 (as amended 5/14/87 and 5/15/87): (1) specifies that 
Administrative Office of the Courts is to prescribe how clerks are to keep 
separate index of medical malpractice actions; (2) rewrites portion of new GS 
1A-1, Rule 26 (medical malpractice discovery conference) to require court to 
establish an appropriate schedule for designating expert witnesses consistent 
with discovery schedule (was, order parties to identify expert witnesses within 
120 days); (3) rewrites portion of new GS 1A-1, Rule 16(b) to (a) require 
referral to senior resident superior court judge or chief district court judge 
of any consent order for calendaring, (b) add to causes for not approving such 
consent order fact that specified date is unavailable or ends of justice would 
not be served by approving order, and (c) provide that judge is to calendar case 
for trial if he does not approve consent order; and (4) rewrites effective date 
provisions to make act effective October 1, 1987 and applicable to disciplinary 
actions commenced and suits filed on or after that date. 

Also adds numerous new provisions to bill. Rewrites GS 90-8 to (1) authorize 
secretary and president of Board of Medical Examiners to order that any 
documents or other material concerning any matter to be heard before or inquired 
into by the Board (was, records concerning the treatment of patients relevant to 
Board’s inquiry) be produced or made available for inspection, and (2) require 
Board, on written request and after hearing, to revoke subpoena if it finds that 
evidence does not relate to matter in issue or that subpoena is invalid or does 
not describe evidence with sufficient particularity. Amends GS 90-14 to provide 
that felony conviction results in automatic revocation of a license issued by 
the Board of Medical Examiners unless’ Board orders otherwise or receives a 
request for a hearing within 60 days of the person’s receiving notice from the 
Board after the conviction; GS 90-14.2 to be followed if hearing is requested. 
Rewrites GS 90-14(a)(12) to add as ground for revocation, suspension, annulment 
or denial of license the providing of services in manner to exploit patient for 
financial gain of the physician; authorizes Board, on finding of exploitation 
for financial gain, to order restitution to payer (patient or insurer) by 
physician. Adds new GS 90-14(a)(14) adding as new ground for revocation, etc., 
the failure to respond within reasonable time or in reasonable manner to 
inquiries from Board concerning any matter affecting the license to practice 
medicine. Adds new GS 90-14(d) authorizing Board and its members and staff to 
release confidential or nonpublic information to any health care licensure board 
in this or another state about the issuance, denial, annulment, suspension, 
revocation, or voluntary surrender (by Board-licensed physician) of a license; 
Board must notify physician within 60 days after transmittal and furnish him 
summary of transmitted information (or a copy of such information if requested 
within 30 days after physician is notified; notice and copies not to be provided 
if information relates to ongoing criminal investigation. Adds new GS 90-14(e) 
providing that Board and its members and staff shall not be held liable in civil 
or criminal proceeding for exercising in good faith the powers and duties 
authorized by law. 

Amends GS 90-14.13 requiring chief administrative officer of insurance 
company providing professional liability insurance for physicians who practice 
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medicine in North Carolina and of Liability Insurance Trust Fund Council (GS 
116-220), and of any trust fund operated by a hospital authority, group, or 
provider to report to the Board within 30 days (1) any award of damages or 
settlement affecting or involving a physician it insures, or (2) any 
cancellation or nonrenewal (if for cause) of its coverage of a physician; 
authorizes Board to request details of any such action; makes such reports 
privileged and not open to public; and requires Board to report violations of 
provision to Comm’r of Insurance. Amends GS 90-15.1 to remove $200 limitation 
on fees and penalties that may be payable before reinstatement, and to make 
reinstatement subject to Board’s requiring the physician to appear for an 
interview and to comply with other licensing requirements. Amends GS 90-15 to 
(1) require applicant for license by examination to pay cost of test materials 
in addition to fee prescribed by Board, and (2) increase form $10 to $100 the 
maximum amount per day a Board member may be paid for performing duties as Board 
member. 

Adds new GS Ch. 90, Article 1D, "Peer Review." New GS 90-21.22 authorizes 
Board to enter into agreements with the North Carolina Medical Society and its 
local components. for purpose of conducting peer review activities as specified 
in act. Requires that such agreements assure confidentiality of nonpublic 
information and of the review process and assure due process. Requires each 
society that enters into such an agreement with Board to establish a program for 
impaired physicians to identify, review, and evaluate their ability to function 
as physicians and to provide programs for treatment and rehabilitation. 
Authorizes Board to provide funds for such programs and requires it to adopt 
rules relating thereto. Requires society that enters such agreement to 
immediately report to Board detailed information about any physician licensed by 
Board if (1) he constitutes an imminent danger to the public or himself, (2) he 
refuses to cooperate with the program or submit to treatment, or is still 
impaired after treatment and exhibits professional incompetence, or (3) it 
reasonably appears that there are other grounds for disciplinary action. 
Provides that confidential patient or other nonpublic information acquired or 
used in good faith by a society pursuant to the section remains confidential and 
is not subject to discovery or subpoena in a civil case, and that no person 
participating in good faith in peer review or impaired physician programs shall 
be required in a civil case to disclose any information acquired or opinions, 
recommendations, or evaluations acquired or developed solely in the course of so 
participating. Provides that peer review activities conducted in good faith 
pursuant to an agreement under the section shall not be grounds for civil action 
under the laws of this state and are deemed state directed and sanctioned and 
constitute state action for purposes of antitrust laws. 

Rewrites GS 131E-87 (in the Hospital Licensure Act) to require hospital’s 
chief administrator to report to appropriate licensing board the details, as 
prescribed by the board, of any revocation, suspension, or limitation of 
privileges of a health care provider to practice in that hospital (underlined 
words added). Adds new GS Ch. 131E, Art. 5, Part E, "Risk Management." New GS 
131E-96 requires each hospital to develop a risk management program designed to 
identify, analyze, evaluate, and manage risks of injury to patients, visitors, 
employees, and property through loss reduction and prevention techniques and 
quality assurance activities, as prescribed in rules promulgated by the Comm'n; 
provides that DHR shall not issue or renew a license unless applicant is in 
compliance with the section. 

Adds_ new GS 131E-85(e) providing that DHR shall not issue or renew a license

under the Hospital Licensure Act unless the applicant has demonstrated that the 
procedures followed in determining hospital privileges are in accordance with 
Part B (Hospital Privileges) and rules of the Department. 

Provides that for the purpose of making applicable in the state the early 
opt-in provisions of Title 4 of the "Health Care Quality Improvement Act of 
1986," P.L. 99-660, the State elects to exercise on October 1, 1987, the 
provisions of Title 4, Sec. 411(c)(2)(A) of that act to promote good faith 
professional review activities. 


S 293 Banking holidays revised (previous digests on pp. 301, 816) 

House committee substitute (1) retitles bill as "AN ACT TO REVISE THE 
LEGAL BANKING HOLIDAYS AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL AMENDMENTS TO THE INTEREST LAWS"; 
(2) specifies legal holiday for banking institutions and state and federal 
associations as Friday, July 3, when July 4 (Independence Day) falls on a 
Saturday (in original bill as amended was Monday, July 6); and (3) makes 
technical amendments to interest rate provisions in GS 24-1.1A(a)(4) as 
contained in Sec. 1, Ch. 444, SL 1987 and in GS 24-1.2(2a). 


S 375 Hazardous waste liability (previous digests on pp. 366, 941, 978, 1343, 
1372) 
Conference report provides that the Senate concurs in the House 
committee substitute, digested on p. 1343, and re-inserting wording removed by 
House amendment #1, digested on p. 1372. 


S 484 Coin laundry, no sales tax (previous digests on pp. 423, 1360) 

House committee substitute makes conforming amendment to GS 
105-164.3(16), and adds new GS 105-164.3(16)£ to provide that sales price of 
tangible personal property sold through a coin-operated vending machine, other 
than closed-container soft drinks, is 50% of total amount for which the property 
is sold in the vending machine. 


S 753 Foreign sales corp. model (previous digest on p. 630) 
Senate amendment #1 provides that Dep’t of Commerce shall use funds 
available for fiscal 1987-89 biennium to implement this act. 


S 781 No zoning notice for rewrite (previous digests on pp. 637, 892, 1280, 
1298) 
Conference report rewrites GS 160A-384 and 153A-343 to add proviso that 
the sections’ notice requirements do not apply in the case of a total rezoning 
of all property within the boundaries of a municipality or county. 


S 944 Liquor excise tax/local sales tax (previous digests on pp. 77, 838, 

12343, 1320, 1362) 

Conference committee substitute completely replaces House committee 
substitute with "AN ACT TO INCREASE THE EXCISE TAX ON SPIRITUOUS LIQUOR AND TO 
PROVIDE THAT LOCAL SALES TAXES SHALL BE LEVIED BY THE COUNTY IN WHICH THE 
RETAILER IS LOCATED WHEN THE PROPERTY SOLD IS DELIVERED TO THE PURCHASER IN 
ANOTHER COUNTY." 

Liquor excise tax increased. Amends GS 105-113.80(c) to increase 
excise tax on liquor sold in ABC stores to 28% (now, 22.5%), amends GS 
18B-208(b) to delete expenses of ALE Div’n as factor in fixing ABC Comm’n 
bailment charges, and_ provides that operating expenses of Div’n shall be paid 
from budget of Dep’t of Crime Control & Public Safety. 


Out-of-county sales exemption repealed. Repeals portion of GS 105-467 
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exempting from local sales taxes transactions in which property is sold for 
delivery to purchaser outside taxing county, and substitutes provision that for 
purposes of local sales taxes, situs of the transaction is location of 
retailer’s place of business. 

Distribution formula, 0.5% local sales taxes. Revises formula for 
distribution of the two additional 0.5% local sales tax levies authorized by GS 
Ch. 105, Art. 40 and 42. Provides that net proceeds of these taxes shall be 
allocated among taxing counties on per capita basis, with each county’s share 
then adjusted by multiplying the per capita amount by an adjustment set out in 
bill ranging from fae “high tof ik 4ongror @Darealitoera low, of | .8t tor 
Columbus. Local option provisions. 
Provides that each board of county commissioners has the option of adopting the 
levy of county sales taxes as revised by this Act, but if commissioners fail to 
do so on or before Feb. 1, 1988, all of that county’s local sales taxes are 
repealed effective March 1, 1988. 

Statements of legislative intent. States it to be intent of General 
Assembly that Select Committee be appointed to study impact on local sales tax 
revenue and administrative cost savings to state of consolidating local and 
State sales taxes into one unified tax, with that committee to report to 1988 
Session. Further states it to be legislative intent that if local and state 
sales taxes are later consolidated, present method of distributing liquor excise 
tax proceeds would be revised to provide for distribution of 1/8 of total to 
local governments in same manner as may be provided for distribution of sales 
tax proceeds to local governments. 

Effective dates. Amendments to liquor excise tax effective Oct. 1, 
1987. Amendments to local sales tax statutes effective March 1, 1988, and 
applicable to sales made on or after that date. Remainder of Act effective on 
ratification. 


S 1185 Buncombe community penalties transfer (previous digests on pp. 956, 

1362) 

Senate amendment deletes provision that rules, decisions, etc. of Dep’t 
of Crime Control and Public Safety concerning functions transferred to 
Administrative Office of Courts and in force at time of transfer continue in 
effect until modified or repealed by Buncombe County Chief District Court Judge. 


S 1395 Health plan revision (digested on p. 1019) 

Senate committee substitute makes numerous changes in original bill. 
Amends GS 135-39.4A(b) to provide that the Administrator may be removed from 
office by the Comm’r of Insurance upon advice of executive committee of 
Committee on Employee Hospital and Medical Benefits, and for vacancy in office 
of Administrator to be filled by Comm’r of Insurance with term of employment and 
salary set on advice of said executive committee. Revised plan made effective 
July 1, 1987 (except as otherwise noted), and applicable to claims incurred on 
or after September 1, 1987. 

Amends GS 135-39.5 to make Administrator and Board of Trustees 
responsible for (a) determining basis of payments to health care providers 
pursuant to GS 58-260.6 (preferred provider contracts), and (b) authorizing 
coverage for alternative forms of care not otherwise provided by the Plan in 
individual cases when medically necessary, medically equivalent to services 
covered by the Plan, and when alternatives would be less costly. Adds to GS 
135-39.5B (prepaid plans) authority for Administrator and Board of Trustees to 
assess and collect from participating optional prepaid plans (HMOs) fees for 
administrative and risk management purposes; provides that fees may be based on 
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enrollees’ risk factors and number and types of contracts enrolled by each plan, 
and may be collected by Plan as _ prescribed by Administrator and Board of 
Trustees. Amends GS 135-40.1(17) to (a) add members of General Assembly to 
definition of "retired employees" covered by Plan, and (b) provide that on and 
after January 1, 1988, to be eligible as retired employee or retiree, person 
must have completed at least 5 years of contributory retirement service with 
employing unit before retirement from any State-supported retirement system. 
Effective January 1, 1988, amends GS 135-40.1(19) (definition of "usual, 
customary and reasonable") to authorize Administrator and Board of Trustees to 
update such charges, or other comparable allowances, semi-annually for 
physicians who accept Plan’s UCR or other comparable allowances as payment in 
full, other than for amounts to be paid by Plan members; otherwise, such charges 
or allowances not to be updated more frequently than on annual basis. Amends GS 
135-40.2(a) to add to those eligible on noncontributory basis surviving spouses 
of (a) deceased retired employees, if former plan member died before October 1, 
1986, and (b) deceased teachers, State employees, and members of General 
Assembly who are receiving survivor’s alternate benefit under any 
State-supported retirement program, if former plan member died before October 1, 
1986. Amends GS 135-40.2(b)(10) (eligibility on contributory basis of certain 
eligible dependents) to include child in posse [child in womb, before birth]. 
Adds new GS 135-40.2(g) making deceased member’s eligible spouse and dependent 
eligible for group benefits without waiting period for preexisting conditions if 
coverage is elected within 90 days after former member’s death. Amends GS 
135-40.5 to (a) require that outpatient surgery be performed in bona fide 
licensed ambulatory surgical facility (defined in GS 131E-1/6(1) and (la)) in 
order for Plan to pay 100% of facility and surgeon fees, (b) allow Plan to 
negotiate contracted reimbursement rate with ambulatory surgical facilities, (c) 
allow any qualified physician approved by Claims Processor and Administrator to 
give required second surgical opinions, and (d) remove following from procedures 


requiring second opinion: transurethral resection of prostate, 
hemorrhoidectomy, tonsillectomy and adenoidectomy, cholecystectomy, and thyroid 
surgery. Amends GS_ 135-40.6(1) to allow Plan to negotiate contracted 


reimbursement rate for in-patient hospital charges. Amends GS 135-40.6(3) 
(skilled nursing facility benefits) to (a) provide that Plan allowances for 
total daily charges may be negotiated but will not exceed daily semi-private 
hospital room rate as determined by Plan, (b) require attending physician to 
certify that continued hospital confinement would be required without the care 
and treatment of the skilled nursing facility, and (c) require advance approval 
by Claims Processor. Amends GS 135-40.6(4) to allow outpatient benefits for 
procedures performed at locations other than hospitals. Amends GS 135-40.6(8) 
(other covered charges) to (a) provide that private duty nursing must be 
approved in advance by Claims Processor as medically necessary, and that 
allowances therefor may not exceed Plan’s usual, customary and reasonable 
allowances or 90% of daily Plan-determined semi-private rate at skilled nursing 
facilities, (b) require attending physician to certify that continued hospital 
or skilled nursing facility confinement would be required without home health 
agency services and that services cannot be readily provided by family members, 
(c) limit Plan allowances for home health services to licensed home health 
agencies and to 90% of skilled nursing facility semi-private rates as determined 
by Plan or charges negotiated by Plan, (d) refer to approval by Claims Processor 
(was, Administrator) of extended ambulance transportation, and (e) add coverage 
for necessary medical services provided to terminally ill patients by licensed 
hospice organizations, when directed by attending physician and approved in 
advance by Claims Processor and Administrator. Amends GS 135-40.6A(b) to 
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authorize Administrator and Board of Trustees to require prior medical approvals 
for abdominoplasty, fimbrioplasty, and tubotubal anastomasis; deletes such 
authority in regard to subcutaneous injection of "filling" material (such as 
zyderm, silicone) and suction lipectomy.

ADMINISTRATION DEP’T OF 

Pollution Prevention Pays program transfer. Transfers cited program from Board of Science and 
Technology to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community Development, with elements of Type I transfer. 

Private tags on State-owned cars. Pursuant to GS 14-250, private tags authorized on State-owned 
vehicles for State Highway Patrol, DMV, SBI agents, and certain Crime Control and Public Safety officers. 

Domestic violence funds. Requires $435,000 for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be 
allocated as follows: $10,000 for grant-in-aid to NC Coalition Against Domestic Violence, Inc.; each of 
56 domestic violence centers in operation as of Aug. 1, 1987 offering specified services to receive grant 
each year of $15,000, or if more than one center in a county, a pro-rata share. 


Public building projects. Adds new Sec. 3.1, Ch. 102, SL 1987 to provide that State Capital 
Improvement Projects under jurisdiction of State Building Comm’n of less than $50,000 are exempt from 
requirements of act. Amends GS 143-135.26 to provide that when the General Assembly is the funded 


agency, the Legislative Services Comm'n is’ responsible for selection of the designer, and when the 
University is the funded agency, it is subject to GS 143, except it is responsible for final selection of 
the designer. 


ADMINISTRATIVE HEARINGS, OFFICE OF 

Personnel allocation. Provides that special provision in 1986 Current Operatinos Appropriations 
Act concerning Office of Administrative Hearings personnel (Secs. 47 and 48, Ch. 1014, SL 1985) shall 
remain in effect until July 1, 1989. 


AUDITOR'S OFFICE 


Community Colleges audit. Requires State Auditor to audit all community colleges and technical 
institutes at least once every 5 years. 


COMMERCE, DEP’T OF 

Tourism grant limitation. Prohibits Dep’t of Commerce from granting more than $5,000 to any one 
grantee during a fiscal year to promote tourism and prohibits grantee from receiving grant in three 
consecutive fiscal years. Grantee must match grant on dollar-for-dollar basis and limits uses of funds. 

Rural Economic Development Center. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce, $2,000,000 in 
each year of biennium to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. for administrative costs, pilot projects 
and research, but no more than $500,000 in each year to be used for administrative costs. 

Industrial Development Fund. Requires $5 million of Dep’t of Commerce funds to be used for a fund 
to assist local governments in most economically depressed counties in NC as determined by median per 
capita income. Funds to be used for renovation of buildings for manufacturing and industrial expansion, 
by city and county governments at rates of $1,200 for each new job created, up to a maximum of $250,000 
per project, and as provided by rules issued by Dep’t of Commerce. Dep’t to make annual report to 
General Assembly on uses of fund, and to make monthly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Division. 


Petroleum overcharge funds allocation. Appropriates funds to Dep’t of Commerce from Special 
Reserve for Oil Overcharge Funds (Sec. 182, Ch. 1014, SL 1985) as follows:

Funds appropriated to Dep’t to provide financial assistance 
to hospital programs of nursing education shall be distributed on basis of $850 for each full-time 
student enrolled as of previous Dec. 1. State Board of Community Colleges shall adopt rules to ensure 
funds used for faculty and instructional needs of diploma nursing programs. 


CORRECTION, DEP’T OF 
Substance abuse program. Amends Sec. 111(c), Ch. 738, SL 1987 to make Director, Mental Health and 


Psychological Programs, Division of Prisons, responsible for administration of Substance Abuse Program 
(was, Assistant Secretary for Substance Abuse). 

T.A.L.O. pilot program. Allocates $80,500 of funds appropriated to DOC for contract with 
Transition Assistance for Long Time Offenders, Inc., to establish pilot program to assist longtime 


offenders released from prison in making transition to life outside prison. Provides maximum amount of 
$12,475 may be paid to T.A.L.O. in advance for initial administrative costs. Funds not used shall revert 
to General Fund. Requires quarterly report by DOC and T.A.L.O. to Joint Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n, with final report by April 1988 to Joint Comm’n, Fiscal Research, 
and General Assembly. Sets out detailed contents required in report. 


CULTURAL RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 


NC Symphony balanced _ budget. Requires Symphony to operate on balanced budget as condition of 
accepting State grant-in-aid funds. 
Symphony expansion _ funds. Directs that $150,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $150,000 for fiscal 


1988-89 of funds appropriated to NC Dep’t of Cultural Resources, NC Symphony Society, be used on rotating 
challenge basis for two weeks of school education and evening concerts in the 33 counties that are most 
rural, have the lowest per capita income, and are not regularly visited by the Symphony, so as to reach 
all these counties on a rotating 4-year basis. Directs reports by Society to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division by May 1, 1988, and 1989, on use of funds and 
details on funded concerts. 

Historic Preservation Revolving Fund. Directs allocation of $50,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and 
$100,000 for 1988-89 from funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural Resources to NC Historic Preservation 
Foundation for expansion of revolving fund for historic preservation. Expenditures are to be subject to 
rules applicable to statewide revolving funds established by NC Historical Comm’n and Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources. Requires Foundation to furnish report (with stated contents) on Fund operations for 1977 
through 1987 and its current criteria and rules, to Chairmen of House and Senate Appropriation Committees 
on Base and Expansion Budget, Chairmen of Joint Appropriations Subcommittees on General Government, and 
Fiscal Research Commission, by May 1, 1988. 

Library construction grants. Of fund appropriated to Dep’t, requires that $1.25 million each year 
of 1987-89 biennium be used to construct public libraries. Limits one construction grant per library 
system per year;. grant may be for no more than 10% of funds allocated each year; grants contingent on 
local dollar-for-—dollar match.

HUMAN RESOURCES, DEP’T OF 

Inflationar increases in State aid to local agencies. Provides 5% salary increase for fiscal 
1987-89 biennium, distributed to local agencies and programs under GS 143-10.1. 

Transfers of funds authorized. Director of the Budget authorized to transfer funds appropriated 
to a specific service or program/fund into another service or program/fund for local services within the 
budget of the respective State agency, with Office of State Budget to report such transfers to Chairmen 
of House and Senate Appropriations Base Budget Committees and Appropriations Expansion Budget Committees, 
and Chairmen of DHR Appropriations Subcommittees. 

Communit Work Experience Program training funds. Authorizes funds appropriated for CWEP training 
to be used to match other federal funds available for training AFDC participants. 
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Employment programs reserve. Requires $138,371 of funds appropriated to DHR for each year of 
fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be used to implement the Community Work Experience Program in Transylvania, 


Halifax, and Pasquotank Counties. Requires $173,430 of DHR funds for each year of fiscal 1987-89 
biennium to establish a reserve for employment programs in Alamance, Edgecombe, Forsyth, Mecklenburg, and 
Union Counties, to be used only if federal WIN funds reduced or terminated. Unexpended funds to revert to 


General Fund. 


Child mental health plan _ development. Earmarks $1,000,000 for each year of biennium to begin 


development of services in accordance with Child Mental Health Plan as presented in Feb. 1987 report of 
the Mental Health Study Committee to General Assembly. 

Emotionall disturbed children’s rou homes. Transfers funds in line item 14460-1270-6329 to, 
line item 14460—-1270-6304, to be used to provide training in caring for emotionally disturbed children to 
following group homes: Haven House in Wake County; Phoenix Home in Burke County; Youth House in 
Rutherford County; Agape House in McDowell County; Wilkes Boys’ Town in Wilkes County; Reflection Home in 
Wilkes County; Copper Kettle in Ashe County; Landship House in Watauga County; Corner House in Catawba 
County; Pioneer House in Caldwell County; Counter-Point in Buncombe County; and Safe Landing in 
Cumberland County. Group homes to choose providers of training; Div’n MH/MR/SAS to monitor training 
contracts. 

Substance abuse funds. Earmarks $1 million of funds appropriated to Div. of Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be, allocated to 
each DHR region on per capita basis for special direct service projects for intervention and treatment of 
substance—abusing youths. 

ADAP program funds. Requires $300,000 of funds appropriated to DHR for fiscal 1987-88 to be used 
for development and operation of ADAP programs, as follows: 100,000 to Roanoke-—Chowan Human Services 
Center as grant-in-aid to Roanoke-Chowan Sheltered Workshop; $150,000 to Halifax County Mental Health 
Center for new building to help adult mentally retarded; and $50,000 for new multi-purpose building for 
Duplin-Sampson Area MH/MR/SA Services. 

Moore/Sandhills/Orange/Durham Mental Health programs. Provides that if transfer of funds under S 
1307 is enacted, funds appropriated to DHR under Sec. 2, Ch. 738, SL 1987 shall be used as follows, 
effective Jan. 1, 1988: $25,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to Moore Children’s Center for operational costs; 
$128,961 for fiscal 1988-89 to Sandhills Center to contract for psychiatric and detoxification services 
with Moore Regional Hospital; $380,410 to Orange-Person-Chatham MH/MR/SA Authority to contract for 
psychiatric services with NC Memorial Hospital; $125,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $250,000 for fiscal 
1988-89 to Durham County MH/MR/SA to contract for psychiatric services with Durham County General 
Hospital; $100,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to Southeastern Regional Area MH/MR/SA for developmental and 
operating expenses for an adult developmental day program operated by Bladen Technical College; and 
$50,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to Neuse Area MH/MR/SA for construction and operational expenses of the New 
Bern Child Development Center. If reversion under S 1307 is not sufficient to fund these programs, the 
allocations are reduced pro rata. 

Chronically mentally ill. Requires allocation of funds for chronically mentally ill to area 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Authorities on a per capita basis, except funds 
transferred by Sec. 108(c), Ch. 1014, SL 1985, and if those those funds are used to contract for services 
allows up to 5% of them to be retained to cover administrative costs. 

Eastern Regional Detoxification funds. Of funds appropriated to DHR Div’n of Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Services, earmarks $1,562,717 for fiscal 1987-88 and same amount 
for fiscal 1988-89 to be used for detoxification services in Division’s eastern region. Sets out 
allocations for 1987-88 and 1988-89 fiscal years to area mental health, mental retardation, and substance 
abuse programs as follows: Albemarle ($101,780); Duplin-Sampson ($111,175); Edgecombe-Nash ($153,453); 


Halifax ($68,897); Lenoir ($73,595); Neuse ($ 169,112); Onslow. ($139,361); Pitt ($114,307); 
Roanoke-Chowan ($93,951); Southeastern ($206,692); Tideland ($114,307); Wayne ($119,004); Wilson-Greene 
($97,083). 


Mountain Youth Resources. Of funds appropriated to Division of Youth Services for the Community 
Based Alternatives Program, directs the allocation of $10,000 for each fiscal year of 1987-89 biennium to 
Mountain Youth Resources, Inc., for operating expenses of Hawthorne Heights Juvenile Shelter, in addition 
to any other funds allocated to the program. ' 

Senior Center funds. Directs that $250,000 of funds appropriated to DHR, Secretary's Office, shall 
be used to provide one-time grants for construction, renovation, and equipping of Senior Citizen's 
Centers, provide 25% matching funds are made by each Center. Limits grants to $30,000 per center. 

Area mental health/substance abuse in-patient funds. Earmarks $850,000 of fiscal 1987-88 
appropriation and same amount of fiscal 1988-89 appropriation for use for capital or operating expenses 
to provide additional local in-patient or alternatives to in-patient mental health or substance abuse 
services. For each fiscal year, directs distribution to mental health, mental retardation, and Substance 
Abuse authorities as_ follows: Wake ($250,000); Blue Ridge ($150,000); Surry-Yadkin ($100,000); and 
Randolph County Area ($350,000). 

Morven Area Medical Center. Requires Morven Area Medical Center to return to the State the Social 
Services Block Grant funds allocated to it for fiscal 1986-87 under Sec. 7, Ch. 1014, SL 1985; 
reallocates any such returned funds to Anson County Board of Education for an Adolescent Pregnancy 
Prevention Program. 

Eligibility worker funds. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Social Services, provides for 
allocation of $1,500,000 for fiscal 1987 and same amount for fiscal 1988-89 for use by county social 
services departments for additional eligibility workers needed to support expansion of public assistance 
programs. Requires DHR to ensure that county social services dep’ts receiving the funds do not reduce 
county funds for eligibility workers. 

Group home program funds. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, 
and Substance Abuse Services, provides for $397,400 in fiscal 1987-88 and $584,455 in fiscal 1988-89 to 
be used for start-up and operational costs in group homes and apartment living programs in Tideland, 
Catawba, Cleveland, Neuse, Gaston-Lincoln, Guilford, Mecklenburg, and Edgecombe-—Nash. 

Autistic adults and children funds. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental 
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Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, provides for $84,000 for fiscal 1987-88 to be allocated to the 
N.C. Society for Autistic Adults and Children ($60,000 for operating expenses for the Autistic Children’s 
summer camp program and $24,000 to provide a special adult/autism Job Coach). 
Radio reading services funds. Provides for $10,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Services for 
the Blind for 1987-88 to be used as a grant-in-aid to the Radio Reading Services, Inc. 
Communicable Disease Control staff. Allocates $150,000 for each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium 
to hire county staff to be engaged in control of AIDS and other communicable and toxicologic hazards. 
' Inpatient care/youth substance abusers. Requires $300,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $1.5 million for 
fiscal 1988-89 to be used to purchase inpatient/residential care for youth substance abusers. 
Sickle cell anemia funds. Earmarks $200,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services for 
1987-88 and same amount for 1988-89 for community-based sickle cell centers. 
Senior games’_ funds. Earmarks $40,000 of funds appropriated to DHR Sec’y’s Office for fiscal 
1987-88 to provide a grant-in-aid to North Carolina Senior Games, Inc. 
Developmental disabilities services. Adds new GS 122C-3(12a) defining "developmental disability" 


as a person’s severe, chronic disability which (1) is attributable to mental and/or physical 
impairment (s); (2) is manifested before the person attains age 22, unless caused by traumatic head injury 
and manifested after age 22; (3) ais likely to continue indefinitely; (4) results in substantial 


functional limitations in 3 or more of the following: self-care, receptive and expressive language, 
capacity for independent living, learning, mobility, self-direction and economic self-sufficiency; and 
(5) reflects the person’s need for a combination and sequence of special interdisciplinary, or generic 
care, treatment, or other services that are of a lifelong or extended duration and are individually 


planned and coordinated. Amends GS 122C-3(14) to provide that for purposes of Article 2 (Licensing of 
facilities) and Article 3 (Clients’ rights) of GS Ch. 122, excluding GS 122C-63 (assurance for continuity 
of care), "facility" also means a person at one location, whose primary purpose is to provide services 


for the care, treatment, habilitation, or rehabilitation for persons with developmental disabilities, 
developed under authority of the chapter. Amends GS 122C-112(a)(10) to provide that the Sec’y of DHR 
shall promote public awareness and understanding of developmental disabilities. Amends GS 122C-117(a)(1) 
to provide that an area authority shall engage in comprehensive planning, budgeting, implementing, and 
monitoring of community-based developmental disability services. Adds new GS 122C-123 providing that 
other DHR, State, and local agencies shall continue responsibility for services they provide for persons 
with developmental disabilities. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, 
and Substance Abuse Services, provides for $1,000,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $2,000,000 for 1988-89 to be 
used to begin developing services for persons with developmental disabilities in accordance with 
recommendations of the Mental Health Study Comm’n contained in its final report to the 1987 General 
Assembly. Provides that services may include, but are not limited to, case management, service 
development, administrative specialist, respite care, in-home support, residential services, supported 
employment, and staff training. Provides that funds appropriated to the Div’n for specific services for 
the mentally retarded may also be used for delivery of services to persons with other developmental 
disabilities or head trauma when the service is appropriate to the individual’s needs. Makes statutory 
amendments effective Oct. 1, 1987. 

Mental health funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services $867,153 for fiscal 1987-88 and $1,532,485 for fiscal 1988-89 
shall be used to provide start-up costs for group homes, intermediate care facilities for the mentally 
retarded, and apartment living programs; programs eligible for the funds include those programs approved 
in the 1986 Sec. 202 allocations by the U.S. Dep’t of Housing and Urban Development. 

Lifeguardianship Council funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services for 1987-88, $89,000 shall be used to provide additional 
operating revenue for the Lifeguardianship Council of the Ass’n of Retarded Citizens of North Carolina. 

Sandcastle Home & Holy Angels Treatment Program. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, $137,800 for fiscal 1987-88 and same 
amount for fiscal 1988-89 shall be allocated as follows: $60,000 each year for operating expense at 
Sandcastle Children’s Home; $77,800 each year to Holy Angels Community Residential Treatment Program to 
develop a 5-bed group home. 

Adult cystic fibrosis funds. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services for 
fiscal years 1987-89, $30,000 each year shall be used to continue provision of services to adults with 
cystic fibrosis who are eligible for services under current income eligibility levels. 

Epilepsy funds/indigents. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services for 
fiscal years 1987-89, $75,000 each year shall be used (1) to provide prescription anticonvulsant 
medications to indigent persons having epilepsy, and (2) to provide prescription anticonvulsant 
medications on a limited emergency basis to persons who otherwise are managing their needs, but have 
befallen temporary misfortune that has depleted their resources. 

Model Education Transition funds. Earmarks $177,710 of DHR funds for fiscal 1987-88 for Wake 
Collaborative Educational Transition Pilot Program, as follows: 


Wake County Public School System $75,980 
Wake County Vocational Rehab. Serves. $26,050 
Wake Area Mental Health $75,680 


Lee—-Harnett psychiatric services. of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, provides that $351,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $499,358 for 


fiscal 1988-89 shall be used by the Lee-Harnett Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance 
Abuse Authority to enable it to contract with Good Hope Hospital to provide regional adolescent 
in-patient psychiatric services. 

Developmentally disabled/hearing impaired funds. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, provides that $154,782 for fiscal 1987-88 and $86,988 
for fiscal 1988-89 shall be used by Blue Ridge Center for Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and 
Substance Abuse Services to establish a group home for the developmentally disabled hearing impaired. 

Southeastern mental health care. Provides for $200,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental 
Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services for fiscal 1987-88 to be allocated to the 
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Southeastern Regional Mental Health Center, half to be used for Indigent Mental Health Care and half for 
substance abuse programs. 

Housing for mentally Vil funds. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, provides for $30,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and same amount for 
fiscal 1988-89 to be used by the Blue Ridge Center for Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance 
Abuse Services for operation of the Nantahala Apartments Community Alternative Living Program. 

Grants—in-aid to Caring for Children, Inc. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Social 
Services for fiscal 1987-88 and 1988-89, $163,044 each year shall be distributed to Caring for Children, 
Inc., as a grant-in-aid to support specialized foster care services to children from across the State. 

ADAP reimbursement rate increase. Provides that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental Health, |. 
Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services for fiscal 1987-88 and 1988-89, $700,000 each year shall 
be used to increase the ADAP reimbursement rate from $229 per client per month to $240 per client per 
month. 

Reimbursement rate, community residential centers. of appropriation to Div’n of MH, MR, & SAS, 
allocates $1 million in each year of biennium to increase reimbursement rate for community residential 
centers from $1,348 to $1,570 per client per month, and to increase reimbursement rate for developmental 
day care from $353 to $405 per client per month. 

Mental Health Authorit allocation. DHR shall take into account inequities in service 
availabilities among area MH/MR/SA authorities in allocating expansion dollars. 

Certain fees reporting requirements. DHR to prepare report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations no later than 30 days before convening of 1988 Regular Session to show revenues 
earned by area authorities from fees under GS 20-179.2, amount used to operate Alcohol Drug Education 
Traffic Schools, and amount used to fund other activities. 

Caswell County Family Medical Center. Of appropriation to Div’n of Facility Services, allocates 
$41,000 for 1987-88 for equipment and other needs of cited Center. 

East Care ambulance funds. Of appropriation to Div’n of Facility Services, allocates $350,000 for 
1987-88 as grant-in-aid to Pitt County Memorial Hospital for cost of East Care ambulance service. 

Hospice care funds. Of appropriations to Div’n of Health Services, allocates $20,000 for 1987-88 
to be used for hospice care by Hospice of Haywood County ($10,000), Dare Hospice ($5,000), and Hospice of 
Harnett County ($5,000). 

Project Self Sufficiency/New Directions. Of appropriations of Div’n of Social Services, allocates 
$40,000 for each year if biennium to Raleigh Housing Authority for cited project. 

Catholic Social Ministries grant in aid. Requires 435,996 of funds appropriated to DHR for fiscal 
1987-88 to be used to include Catholic Social Ministries in private child care institutions receiving 
State grants-in-aid. 

Pioneer pilot. Requires $443,383 of fiscal 1987-88 funds and $323,000 of fiscal 1988-89 funds to 
implement pioneer programs under Sec. 87, Ch. 738, SL 1987 in Blue Ridge Center for Mental Health, Mental 
Retardation, and Substance Abuse Program, Halifax County Mental Health Center, Roanoke-Chowan Human 
Services Center, Guilford County Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Program, and 
Sandhills Center for Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services. ; 

Last Chance for Children funds. Earmarks $175,000 of DHR appropriation for fiscal 1987-88 to Smoky 
Mountain Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Authority for capital costs in 
developing the Last Chance for Children Residential Treatment Program. 

Health promotion funds. Requires $675,000 of $750,000 appropriated to DHR from General Fund for 
each year of fiscal 1987-89 biennium to be divide in equal amounts among the 55 local health departments 
without risk reduction projects funded under Sec. 95(a), Ch. 738, SL 1987. Requires report by DHR to 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division by March 15, 1988 on use 
of these funds. 

Western Drug Dependency Center. Of appropriations to Div’n of MH, MR, & SAS, allocates $300,000 
for 1987-88 and $475,000 for 1988-89 for Blue Ridge Center to contract with Open House, Inc., of 
Charlotte for residential drug dependency center at Black Mountain Center to serve Western Health 
Services Area. Facility to be exempt from certificate of need requirement. 


NATURAL RESOURCES & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, DEP’T OF 

Land Records Management Grant Program funds. Of the funds appropriated to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development, $150,000 for fiscal 1987-88 and $200,000 for fiscal 1988-89 to be 
used to expand Land Records Management Grants Program. Effective Oct. 1, 1987. 

Wastewater treatment works emergency fund. Provides that in case of any conflict, the provisions 
of GS 143-215.3A and “=215.pp3B *shallyijprevail ‘over® thes#provisionsmiofessSec. 155) Chau7ssm0snn1907 
{concerning receipts collected by NRCD Environmental Management Division). 

Albemarle Comm’n-Region R funds. Earmarks $550,000 of Office of State Budget and Management funds 
for fiscal 1987-88 to Albemarle Comm’n-Region R COG on a one-for-one matching basis, for community and 
economic development. 

Agricultural cost share program for nonpoint source pollution control. Requires allocation of NRCD 
funds for fiscal 1987-88 for expansion of Program as follows: $2,975,992 in cost sharing funds in Greene, 
Johnston, Lenoir, Nash, Pitt, Wayne, Wilson, Buncombe, Cherokee, Clay, Graham, Haywood, Henderson, 
Jackson, Macon, Madison, McDowell, Mitchell, Polk, Rutherford, Swain, Transylvania, and Yancey counties; 
and $600,000 to provide 50 to 60 additional technical positions in the Soil and Water Conservation 
Comm’n. 


Agriculture cost share program. Amends GS 143-215.74 to provide that state funds for the program 
remain available until spent. 

Council of Governments funding. For each fiscal year, sets aside $990,000 of funds appropriated 
to Office of State Budget and Management, to be allocated and used as set forth below. Provides each 
regional council of government will receive maximum of $55,000 each fiscal year. Provides each regional 
council will receive share of each county and smaller city (population under 50,000) located within 
region, provided governing board of city or county requests release of funds. Failure to request release 
of funds by June 30 will result in reversion of that governmental unit’s share of funds to General Fund. 
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Amount allocated to each county and smaller city in region determined by dividing $55,000 based on 
following ratio: total population of county (less population of larger city within county) or smaller 
city is divided by sum of total population of region (less population of larger cities within region) and 
total population of smaller cities located within region. Provides council of government may use funds 
only to assist local governments in grant applications, economic and community development, support of 
local industrial development activities, and other activities deemed appropriate by member governments. 


Prohibits use of funds for payment of dues or assessments or for supplementation of funds appropriated by 
member governments. 


Hyde County tidegates funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Natural Resources and Community 
Development, up to $40,000 in each year of 1987-89 to be used to provide cost share funds for funding 
tidegates in Hyde County. 

Community Action Agencies costs. Up to 50% of funds provided to Community Action Agencies by NRCD 
block grants may be used to defray administrative expense of programs other that Community Service Block 
Grant Programs. 

Beach access. Amends 1987 Capital Improvements Act (Ch. 795, Sec. 32) to allocate $250,000 for 
Beach Access Program from 1986 Reserve for Park Land Acquisition. 





PUBLIC EDUCATION, DEP’T OF 

Teaching Fellows Comm’n scholarships. Provides that funds appropriated for scholarship loan 
programs administered by NC Teaching Fellows Comm’n to be used to provide 400 new $5000 scholarship loans 
each year under Teaching Fellows Program and 50 new $4000 loans under Teaching Grant Program for College 
Juniors. Appropriations of $375,000 in each year of biennium to Public School Forum of NC, Inc. to be 
used for staff and office space to NC Teaching Fellows Comm'n and for activities of Forum. Requires 
State Board of Education to review both Programs above and Scholarship Loan Program for Prospective 
Teachers and report on programs (as specified in act) to Comm’n on Gov’t Operations at April 1990 
meeting. 

Basic Education Program (BEP) funds. States General Assembly’s intent that funds appropriated for 
vocational education programs and clerical personnel to implement BEP be used to supplement and not 
supplant existing state and local funding for public schools. Effective beginning with 1988-89 fiscal 
year. 

Loan from State Literary Fund. Requires State Board of Education, on request of Pasquotank County 
Comm’rs and Board of Education, to loan Pasquotank County $1 million from Fund for public school facility 
needs in that county. Loan to be interest free and be paid back by June 30, 1997 with funds received 
from Public School Building Capital Fund and Critical School Facility Needs Fund (specifies that 
eligibility of Pasquotank school unit for grant from latter Fund is not to be affected by this loan). 
Provides that Local Gov’t Comm’n approval is not required for this loan. 

Ass't principal positions. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t $1,447,294 for fiscal 1987-88 and 
$706,818 for fiscal 1988-89 must be used to replace ass’t principal positions in local school units that 
would have been lost positions because of allocation formula for ass’t principals adopted by State Board 
of Education in BEP. Ass’t principals paid from state funds must not have regularly assigned teaching 
duties. Requires State Board to study need for ass’t principals and report findings to Comm’n on Gov’t 
Operations by Feb. 1, 1988. 

Substitute teacher pay. Substitute teachers not currently or previously certified as teachers but 
who take teacher effectiveness training without pay shall be paid $45 per day; other non-certified 
substitute teachers to be paid $35 per day. 

School clerical position survey. Controller of State Board to survey local school units to 
determine number of clerical positions, salaries, job descriptions, etc. and report results to Comm’n on 
Gov’t Operations and Fiscal Research Division by May 1, 1988. 


REVENUE, DEP’T OF 

Annual sales ratio studies. Amends GS 105-289(h) to require Property Tax Div’n to conduct annual 
sales ratio studies to determine the median ratio for each county beginning in 1988 (now, such studies 
conducted in year of revaluation and 4th and 7th years thereafter). Adds new GS 105-296(k) to require 
tax assessor to furnish information to Dep’t as required by Dep’t to conduct studies. States that School 
Facilities Finance Act of 1987 has created need for statistical adjustment of assessed value of taxable 
real property in each county because of staggered real property revaluation cycle; adjustment is 
necessary to allocate proceeds of Critical School Facility Needs Fund. Provides that for purpose of 
determining net collections under GS 105-213 for fiscal year ending June 30, 1987, $72,345 shall be 
deducted, in addition to amounts specified in second paragraph of GS 105-213(a), to fund cost to Dep’t 
for fiscal 1987-88 of making sales-assessment ratio studies required by GS 105-284 and 105-289. Sets out 
amounts for additional personnel and equipment. 


STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT, OFFICE OF 
Permit deviations from Executive Budget Act. Provides that Secs. 156-160 of Ch. 479, SL 1985 do 


not apply to extent that Director of the Budget finds compliance impossible due to "complications in the 
budget process that were not contemplated when the budget for the 1987-89 fiscal biennium was enacted." 

Industrial development funds. Sec’y of Commerce may determine that part or all of funds allocated 
by Sec. 57, Ch. 738, SL 1987 may not be needed, and report same to Office of State Budget and Management 
and Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. Funds may be transferred to the Repair and 
Renovation Reserve. 

Supercomputer funds. Requires allocation of funds to Office of State Budget and Management for 
supercomputer as follows: for fiscal 1987-88, $12 million total, with $8.1 million for capital equipment, 
$900,000 for operating expenses, and $3 million for a building; for fiscal 1988-89, $6 million total, 
with $3.8 million for capital equipment, and $2.2 million for operating expenses. NC Computer Comm’n to 
approve competitive proposal criteria and recommend award to vendor. 


TRANSPORTATION, DEP’T OF 
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DOT Special Events Fund. Allows Sec'’y of Transportation to allocate up to $100,000 to Dep’t each 
year from Personalized Registration Plate 
Fund for purpose of traffic control at major events and amends GS 136-44.2 (budget) to allow Dep’t of 
Transportation to provide for costs incurred for traffic control measures at major events which are 
expected to generate at least 30,000 vehicles per day and cannot be funded from regular budgeted items. 

Personalized Plate Fund transfer. Provides that funds accumulated from sale of personalized 
license plates in an amount over the maximum allocation to Dep’t of Human Resources and Dep’t of Commerce 
to go to Dep’t of Commerce and transfers all excess funds currently being held by Dep’t of Transportation 
to Dep’t of Commerce. 

Transportation improvement/capital improvement programs. Authorizes Division of Highways to, 
reorganize and establish new department codes for Program and Policy Branch, Planning and Research 
Branch, and Operations Support Division, to include realignment of approximately 120 positions. Dep’t to 
report to Chairmen of Appropriations Base Budget and Expansion Budget Committees in House, Chairmen of 
Appropriations and Base Budget Committees in Senate, and Chairmen of Joint Appropriations Committees of 
Natural and Economic Resources by May 1, 1988 on reorganization. Dep’t of Transportation to report 
monthly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division before 
implementation of reorganization. 

Access North Carolina funds. Amends GS _ 20-81.3(c)(3) to provide 17% of the account of DHR to 
promote travel accessibility for disabled persons. Amends -81.3(c)(4) to require Dep’t cf Commerce to 
promote Access North Carolina in publications and provide technical assistance to DHR. Amends —81.3(c)(5) 
to provide that funds allocated for Access North Carolina do not revert but are transferred to Dep’t of 
Administration for removal of barriers to disabled persons at state-funded travel attractions. Exempts 
Access North Carolina from provisions of GS 143-170.1. 

Signing State-maintained county roads. Exempts $964,000 of funds appropriated pursuant to GS 
136-44.2A for secondary road construction during fiscal 1987-88 from county formula allocation in GS 
136-44.5, with Dep’t of Transportation to use these funds for signing of State maintained county roads in 
counties where signing has not already been funded. 

New DMV _ revocation processors. Of funds appropriated in Sec. 3, Ch. 738, SL 1987, for 44 new DMV 
positions to process license revocations, no funds to be expended for new supervisors. 


UNC BOARD OF GOVERNORS 

Aid to private colleges. Provides funds for aid to private colleges (GS 116-19 et seq.) to be in 
amount of up to $350.00 for fiscal 1987-88 and up to $400.00 for fiscal 1988-89 for each full-time 
equivalent NC undergraduate student enrolled as of Oct. 1 each year. Directs that funds be placed in 
separate account in each school’s budget and used for scholarship funds for needy NC students. Funds not 
used under GS 116-19 are to be used for tuition grant program described below. 

In addition to all other financial assistance, provides grant to each full-time NC undergraduate 
student attending approved institution (defined in GS 116-22) of $1,050 for fiscal 1987-88 and $1,100 for 
fiscal 1988-89. Tuition grants to be administered by State Education Assistance Authority. Authority 
may approve grant only after proper certification from approved institution that student is eligible. If 
grant is paid on behalf of student not enrolled and carrying minimum academic load following beginning of 
term, institution required to refund grant to Authority. If funds insufficient to provide each student 
with full grant, each student is to receive pro rata share. . 

Wake Forest and Duke Medical School Assistance. Provides funds appropriated to UNC Board of 
Governors for assistance to Duke and Wake Forest medical schools to be based on number of NC residents 
enrolled as of Nov. 1, 1987 and 1988. Disbursement to Wake Forest shall be in amount of $8,000 per NC 
student, with $1,000 to go to fund used to provide financial aid to needy NC students enrolled in medical 
school. Maximum aid to any student from fund may not exceed difference between tuition and fees charged 
by school and that charged by UNC-CH medical school. Disbursement to Duke to be in amount of $5,000 per 
NC student, with $500 to be placed in fund. Limits to $2,000/year sum each student may receive from 
fund. In addition to basic disbursement, $1,000 per NC student to be disbursed to extent enrollment of 
NC residents in first, second, third, or fourth year class exceeds 30. 

Eligibility for financial aid to be determined by UNC Board of Governors. Directs Board to adopt 
rules to determine NC residency of students and to ensure that funds are used directly for instruction in 


medical programs. Requires Board to encourage schools to emphasize family and community medicine in 
state. 
Strengthen teacher education. Directs State Board of Education, UNC Board of Governors, and 


institutions offering State Board certified teacher education programs to implement objectives of 
1987-89 plans for teacher preparation identified in report titled "The Education of North Carolina’s 


Teachers". Earmarks appropriations for this purpose as follows: 
1987-88 1988-89

Reform teacher education programs 300,000 

Quality assurance program improvement 30,000 30,000 

Teacher certification & program approval 425,000 750,000 
Institutions of Higher Education 

Reform teacher education programs 280,000 530,000

Revitalize teacher educ. faculty 250,000 500,000 
Board of Governors 

Qualify assurance program 30,000 30,000 


Directs State Board of Education and UNC Board of Governors to develop joint plan for monitoring and 
evaluating effectiveness of program, and to present plan to Joint Comm'n on Governmental Operations by 
Febrai5, 1.19885 Requires State Board and Board of Governors to report quarterly to Joint Comm’n and 
Fiscal Research Div’n on actions taken to implement these provisions. Expires June 30, 1989, and 
prohibits inclusion of these provisions in 1989-91 base budget. 
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Corrections to 1985-87 Local Projects Appropriations 


Stokes four-wheel drive vehicle. Changes purpose of 1985-86 $10,000 appropriation to Stokes 
County from microwave radio system to four-wheel drive vehicle and provides funds remain available until 
June 30, 1988. 

Historic Hope. Changes purpose of 1985-86 $14,000 (S 1021) and $30,000 (S 1114) appropriations to 
Historic Hope Foundation from moving church to reconstructing outbuildings, acquiring additional land, 
and developing nature trail. 

Westside Community funds. Clarifies number and names of community organizations to receive share 
of 1985-85 $10,000 appropriation to Mecklenburg County (H 1911). 

High Shoals City Park funds. Specifies that $6,5000 1985-86 appropriation to City of High Shoals 
(H 1435) is for recreation park improvements and that funds remain available until June 30, 1988. 

Choanoke Area funds. Changes purpose of 1985-86 appropriations to Choanoke Area Development Ass’n 
from development of low-income mobile home park to improvement of Ass’n office building, and provides 
that funds remain available until June 30, 1988.

Creates Committee to consist of 22 members, eight Senators 
and eight House member appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker, respectively, and three members each 
appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker as specified in act. Committee must begin work by Oct. 1, 1987 and 
make comprehensive study of efficiency, effectiveness, and fairness of property tax system, including all 
classes of property; exemptions, exclusions, and preferential classifications; valuation of public 
service company property; current procedures for listing and collecting taxes on personal and real 
property; and octennial revaluation system. Committee must report to General Assembly by March 1, 1989. 
Committee expenses limited to $75,000; funds expended to be deducted as in GS 105-213(a) for costs of 
administering intangibles tax. 

Legislative Stud Committee on State-owned Property. Creates Committee to consist of six 
Senators and six House members appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker, respectively. Committee must study 
current system of planning for space needs of state and allocation and current use of state-owned 
property; need for more coordinated management of or central management of state-owned capital assets; 
current system of making capital budget decisions, including whether to lease space or use state-owned 
Space; and current capital facilities construction procedures. Committee must report to 1989 session. 
Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Stud Comm'n on State Parks and Recreation Areas. Creates Comm’n to be composed of nine 
members, three Senators and three House members appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker, respectively, and 
three members appointed by Governor. 

Comm'n to identify needs of state parks and recreation areas, review and formulate proposed legislation, 
and other specified matters. Comm'n must report by Feb. 15, 1989. Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 


Social Services Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 17 voting and four non-voting 


members. Lt. Governor and Speaker to appoint seven voting and two non-voting members each. Governor to 
appoint three voting members. Comm’n_ to study and recommend any improvements to public social services 
and public assistance that it considers necessary and appropriate. Comm’n must report by Jan. 1, 1989. 
Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n for study. 
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Study Comm'n on the Uniform Regulation of Substance Abuse Testing. Creates Comm’n to consist of 
14 members, seven members each appointed (as specified in act) by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n must 
examine existing drug testing of applicants for employment and employees in workplace, and may recommend 
procedures or regulations for administering drug tests by employers that would protect both employer and 
employee. Comm'n may recommend legislation; must submit report to 1989 session upon its convening. 
Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Adolescent Pregnancy Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n consisting of 14 members, four Senators and 
three non-legislators appointed by Lt. Governor and four House members and three non-legislators 
appointed by Speaker. Comm’n to study adolescent pregnancy and teaching about adolescent sexuality, and 
must monitor and evaluate adolescent pregnancy programs funded with appropriations by 1985 and 1987 
legislatures and family life education under Basic Education Program. Comm’n must submit report to 1988 
session and 1989 session. Appropriates $30,000 for fiscal year from General Fund to Legislative Services 
Comm'n for study. 

Comm’n to Stud the Salar and Compensation of Executive Branch Officers and Members of the 
General Assembly. Creates Comm’n to consist of 14 members, three House members and three non-legislators 
appointed by Speaker, three Senators and three non-legislators appointed by Senate President Pro Tempore, 
member of Governor’s Cabinet appointed by Governor, and member of Council of State appointed by Sec’y of 
State. Comm'n to study salary and compensation of Council of State, Governor's Cabinet, and General 
Assembly and submit report by June 1, 1988. Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to General Assembly 
for Comm’n. i 

NC Worker Trust Fund Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to consist of ten members, five each 
appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm'n to study needs of displaced and dislocated workers for 
education and training and other specified matters. 


NC Study Comm’n on Aging. Adds new Art. 21 to GS Ch. 120 to create Comm’n to consist of 17 
members, eight each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker, and Sec’y of Human Resources or delegate. 


Comm’n to study availability and accessibility of health, mental health, social, and other services 
needed by older adults; additional study topics specified in Art. Comm’n must submit report to each 
biennial legislative session. Comm’n authorized to issue subpoenas for documents and compel testimony. 
Appropriates $50,000 for each year of 1987-89 biennium to fund Comm'n. 

Comm'n to Revise the Business Corporation Act (H 1409; S 950). Creates Comm’n to consist of 
eight members, four members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n to review Business 
Corporation Act and recommend changes; must report by June 1, 1988. Appropriates $15,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n for study. 

State Information Processing Needs and Cost Study Comm’n. Creates Comm’n to consist of eight 
members, four members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm'n to study policies and 
procedures at State Information Processing Services and other executive agencies governing computer 
equipment purchase and lease contracts, equipment maintenance contracts, software support and maintenance 
contracts, contract programming services, and data communication contracts, and other subjects specified 
in act. Comm’n to submit report by first day of 1989 session. Appropriates $75,000 from General Fund to 
General assembly for study. 

Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations kindergarten study. Requires Comm'n to 
study kindergarten in public schools and specifies study topics in act. Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. Comm’n may hire consultant to:assist in study. 

Study Comm’n on Survival of Public Hospitals. Creates Comm’n to consist of 17 members, the 
State Treasurer or designee and eight members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker as specified in 
acte Comm’n to study need of public hospitals in NC to pursue innovative delivery and financial 
arrangements to compete with other health care providers; specifies additional study topics. Comm’n may 
subpoena documents and compel testimony. Comm’n to report to 1989 session. Appropriates $10,000 for 
fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to reserve in Office of State Treasurer for study. 

Comm'n to Study Height Limitations Near Public-Use Airports. Creates Comm’n to consist of 12 
members, six members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker as specified in act. Comm’n to study 
necessity of limiting height of structures near public-use airports and report by convening of 1989 
session. Appropriates $20,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations secondary school study. Requires Comm'n to 
study current status of secondary education in NC and make recommendations to State Board of Education 
for improvements. Comm'n may hire consultant to direct study. Specifies topics in act; report due by 
May 15, 1988. Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations school dropout study. Requires Comm’n to 
study secondary schools to determine what factors are associated with high and low dropout rates in NC 
schools. Comm’n may hire consultant to direct study. Specifies topics in act. Report due by May 15, 
1988. Appropriates $150,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Judicial Selection Study Comm’n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 20 members, four members each 
appointed (as specified in act) by Governor, Lt. Governor, Chief Justice, and Attorney General. Comm’n 
to study method of selecting judges in NC and recommend changes to improve system. Report due by Feb. 
15, 1989; interim report may be made before 1988 session. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from 
General Fund to Comm’n for study. 

Motion Picture Industry Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 20 members, ten each 
appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n to study state’s relationship with motion picture industry 
and recommend ways state can encourage location of more of the industry to NC. Comm’n to report by first 
day of 1989 session. Appropriates $50,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to Legislative Services 
Comm'n for study. 

Mental Health Study Comm’n continued. Continues existence of Comm’n until July 1, 1989. 
Requires Comm’n to (1) oversee, review, and make recommendations concerning (a) implementation of Child 
Mental Health and Youth Substance Abuse Plans and (b) pioneer testing of funding policies, and (2) 
examine needs of NC citizens suffering from severe and persistent mental illness and develop 
comprehensive plan to provide continuum of care to respond to those needs.

Early Educational Program Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to censist of ten members, five members 


each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n to study early educational programs, preschool 
services available to children and parents, and other specified topics. Comm’n to report by first day of 
1989 session. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm'n 


to fund study. 

Property Tax Appraisal Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 22 members, 11 members each 
appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n to study system for appraising and reappraising real 
property for ad valorem taxation. Comm’n must report by March 1, 1989. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 from General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n to fund study, 

Comm’n on Children and Youth. Adds new Art. 12B to GS Ch. 120 to create Comm’n on Children and 





Youth, composed of 15 members, five members each appointed by Governor, Lt. Governor, and Speaker. 
Comm’n to study services provided by other states for children, recommend legislation, and undertake 
other. duties specified in Art. Requires Comm’n to report to General Assembly by Feb. 1 of each 


odd-numbered year. 


Adoptions and Surrogate Parenthood Study Comm’n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 25 members, ten 


members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker and five members appointed by Governor. Comm’n to 
study adoption practices and laws and issues about surrogate parenthood to determine whether legislation 
is needed. Comm’n to report by first day of 1989 session. Appropriates $25,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from 
General Fund to Legislative Services Comm’n for study. 

Seafood Study Comm’n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 11 members, three members each appointed by 
Governor, Lt. Governor, and Speaker, and two members appointed by Comm’r of Agriculture. Comm’n to study 
seafood industry, including increasing production, processing, and marketing of seafood. Comm’n to 
report by first day of 1989 .session. Appropriates $15,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to 
Legislative Services Comm’n for study. 

Youth Suicide Study Comm'n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 13 members, four members each 
appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker, two members appointed by Governor, one member appointed by 
Chairman, Mental Health Study Comm’n, and Sec’y of Human Resources and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Comm’n to study issues and causal factors associated with youth suicide. Report to be 
submitted before 1989 session. 

Highway Study Comm’n. Creates Comm’n to consist of 15 members, five each appointed by Governor, 
Lt. Governor, and Speaker. Comm’n to review and validate present and future highway funding needs and 
other topics specified in act. Comm’n to report before convening of 1990 session. Appropriates $25,000 
for each year of 1987-89 biennium for study. 

Special Legislative Comm’n on Fairness in Taxation. Creates Comm’n to consist of 14 members, 
seven members each appointed by Lt. Governor and Speaker. Comm’n to study NC revenue and tax laws and 
recommend changes. Comm’n to report by convening of 1989 session. Appropriates $30,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 and $50,000 for fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund to General Assembly for study. 

Veterans cemeteries’ sites study. Appropriates $50,000 for fiscal 1987-88 from General Fund to 
Division of Veterans Affairs, Dep’t of Administration, to survey and appraise potential sites for 
veterans cemeteries in NC. 

School employee salary comm’n report. Amends Sec. 59, Ch. 1014, 

SL 1985 to require Legislative Comm’n on Salary Schedules for Public School Employees to make final 
report by March 1, 1988 (was, March 1, 1987).

1, 1980, through June 30, 1987, as result of masters degree is entitled to credit for all teaching 
experience previously earned in determining placement on salary schedule. Appropriates $1,010,000 from 
General Fund to Dep’t of Public Education for 1987-88 to implement this provision. ‘ 

Clerical positions in Treasurer's Office. Authorizes State Treasurer to use $31,474 in FY 
1987-88 and $41,350 in FY 1988-89 to support two accounting clerk IV positions in Escheats Administration 
Div’n. 

Satellite jail grant fund planning (House amendment #1). Provides that Office of State Budget & 
Management may proceed to plan for implementation of satellite jail grant program in accordance with SL 
1987, Ch. 207, within funds already appropriated. 


SL 1987, Ch. 795 (H 1516) Capital Improvements Appropriations 

Anson TC water & sewer line. Provides that funds allocated to Anson Technical College in Ch. 
795, Sec. 19, are reallocated to Anson County Board of Commissioners and shall be used to extend sewer 
line to Anson Tech. ’ 

Harnett Satellite, no match. Provides that funds allocated to Central Carolina TC for Harnett 
Satellite are not subject to matching requirements: 

Sampson TC, no match. Senate amendment #2 provides that capital funds approriated to Sampson 
Technical College are not subject to matching requirements. 

Lake James State Park. Establishes Lake James State Park as state recreation area within state 
parks system. Directs Dep’t of Administration and Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development to 
immediately proceed with land acquisition and development, within appropriated funds, and to report 
progress quarterly to Governmental Operations Comm’n beginning in August, 1987. Authorizes NRCD to treat 
construction contracts for Lake James Park as pilot project not subject to GS 143-128 (separate 
specifications), 143-132 (minimum number of bids), 143-31.1 and -—341(3) (review of plans), and specified 
portions of NC Construction Manual. Provides that if state employees are not available to adapt 
State-owned design, NRCD may use appropriated funds to employ consultant to do so. Directs NRCD to 
report to Governmental Operations Comm’n before contracting for work on this project. Of funds 
appropriated to NRCD in 1986 for parks reserve, allocates additional $80,000 for 1987-88 and $100,000 for 
1988-89 for operation of Lake James State Park.

Flat Rock Theater funds use. Provides that $25,000 appropriated to Office of State Management & 
Budget as grant-in-aid for State Theater of NC at Flat Rock may be used for capital and operating 
expenses of Flat Rock Playhouse. Lincoln County Apple Growers Ass’n funds. 
Provides that $10,000 appropriated to cited group in 1981 shall not revert but remain available to 
sponsor Lincoln County Apple Festival. 

Museum of Art guards. Appropriates from General Fund to Dep’t of Cultural Resources $36,788 for 
1987-88 and $63,421 for 1988-89 for security guards at NC Museum of Art. 

Substance abuse program changes repealed. Repeals Sec. 13, Ch. 830, which made Director of 
Mental Health & Psychological Programs responsible for administering Dep’t of Correction’s substance 
abuse program. (See digest on p. 1409).
